Resolutious on the death of the sena- 
tor were adopted by the executive 
council, as follows: 

We stand in the shadow of great 
sorrow. Senator Hoar is dead. Massa- 
chusetts bas lost her sagest councilor, 
the United States has lost a leader, 
humanity has lost a friend. 

Fifty-two years have passed since 
George Frisbie Hoar first became a 
member of the general court.  Fifty- 
two years of life devoted to the service 
of his commonwealth and of his coun- 
try show not one act that was selfish, 
not.one motive that was mean. His 
progress was steady and _ consistent 
from the lower to the higher branch of 
the general court, from the lower to 
the higher branch of congress. 

The youthful fire that burned so 
brightly when the United States was 
still half slave and half free never in 
his life sank back intoashes. Broad, 
liberal, tolerant, the very intensity of 
his own convictions made him the first 
to appreciate all honest convictions of 
others, 

The spirit of New England, her devo- 
tion to learning, her love of freedom, 
her passion for equal rights were his 
by right of birth. It was inevitable 
that such a man should forsake the 
lucrative career that opened to 


leader of the Worcester bar that he 
might give his keen insight, his rare 


judgment, his tireless industry to the 
cause of his country. 

Where peace, where honor, where 
peace with honor have needed a cham- 
pion, he has stood for over half a cen- 
tury and has not stood in yain. The 
great poet of Sweden might have 
written of him as wel. as of that wise 
and gentle northern king: 

“Hence was our hero 
High held by all men, 
Shielding the suffering, 
Seeking for peace, 
Courage and kindness 
Nobly incarnate, 

Soars he like sacrifice 
Smoke to the sky.” 

Today in the United States no slave 
bends under the lash, not agriculture 
only but manufactures flourish and ex- 
pand, civil service is based on merit, 
the promise of the United States is 
accepted at its face value in every ex- 
change of the world. These things 
could not once be said. These facts 
were once possibilities. He helped to 
make them facts. 

We can write no enlogy that is alto- 


gether fitting. A statesman’s best 
eulogy is history’s. That eulogy is his. 


Simple in his life, rich only in his 
deeds and his ideals, he leaves the 
great inheritance of a pure life highly 
lived; he leaves as an enduring monu- 
ment the abiding gratitude of Massa- 
chusetts, of the United States of 
America.

The gasoline engine and the oil engine 
are becoming machines of the farm, as 
common as the hayrake or the mower. 
They are supplanting the windmill for 
pumping, they are doing the churning 
and sawing the wood, they are shred- 
ding the cornstalk and grinding the 
feed. Nothing is too menial for the 
gas engine, which responds smilingly 
to the coveted drink of real fire water 
and with many little hiccoughs goes 
on gayly with its tasks, no matter how 
arduous. 

A new type of gas engine is now to 
the fore having a greater task than all. 
This form of power is entering the 
vast field of irrigation, and future cit- 
ies will, while great commonwealths 
may, owe their existence to the eco- 
nomical pumping powers of engines 
driven by gasoline and oil. Engine 
builders are giving these new possibili- 
ties their studious attention, for the 
deserts that can never come under 
gravity irrigation are a thousand times 
more vast than those which can. Even 
the Sahara may become an empire if 
the supply of petroleum holds out. 

It is the experience of practical irri- 
gators that 80 per cent of the water 
used in irrigation seeps through the 
soil and returns to its natural channel. 
Here again the gas engine has its field, 
to raise to a higher level once more 
the used water of a previous irriga- 
tion. 

This must be an age of pumps, no 
matter what other kind of an age it 
may be. Here is a pump for every 
kind of a purpose that a pump may be 
used for, from wind to water. But the} 
greatest pumping plant in operation } 
here is the underwriters’ battery of 
force pumps which constitute the one 
great protection against serious fires. 
No city ever had such a tremendous 
pumping energy attached to its fire 
protective system. Fourteen pumps, 
with steam up all the time and under 
slow operation, stand ready instantly 
to throw 14,000 gallons of water a 
minute in any part of the system. 
These pumps are set to maintain a 
pressure of 150 pounds to the square 
inch at all times, and fifty-six fire 
streams may be thrown at one time. 
In the great exhibit palaces are turret 
nozzles on high platforms that will 
throw a three inch stream with force 
enough to sweep the buildings almost 
clean of exhibits if occasion demand- 
ed, a flood that would reach the high 
roofs and tear out the sides of the 
building. 


The creation of the steam turbine has 
made a demand for another kind of a 
pump. All steam turbines to date are 
condensing engines, and the condensers 
require steam pumps of great capacity 
to maintain the vacuum of the con- 
denser and throw the water again to 
the boiler. The pump makers are on 
hand with the pumps, you may be 
sure, and you may see them, inside and 
out. 


A little farther along to the west- 
ward among the marvelous engines we 
come to one such as the public has 
never before been privileged to see. It 
is the steam engine of the future—the 
steam turbine such as they are going 
to put into the 800 foot Cunarder and 
such as are now in use in several fast 
boats in the English channel and else- 
where. Here is one of them, exerting 
the power of 600 horses, unde srgoing 
an endurance test. It was started on 
June 20, and when I last noted the 
figures it had run more than 2,000 
Ihours without even a halt for oil or a 
jcooling. Here are the several parts | 
laid open for public inspection like the' 
ftwo halves of an apple. A revolving 
cylinder covered with annular rings 
of vanes that Suggest kernels of corn 
on a cob or rows of brass teeth is made 
to lie in a hollow cylinder whose inner 
surface is studdef with other teeth by 
hundreds.

Las Animas River Breaks Over

HEAVY LOSS AT TRINIDAD 


No Loss of Life Reported, as 


Citizens Were Warned of Ap-. 


proach of Flood--Business Is 


Paralyzed and Traflic Shut Off. 


Trinidad, Col., Oct. 1—A

Every bridge in the city of Trinidad | 
is out, the Santa Fe station is 
ished, all of the railroads are tied up 
and the telephone and telegraphic, ser- 
vice completely suspended. More than 
30 city blocks in the residence and 
business portions are from two to four 
feet under water along the river. 

The flood was caused by a heavy rain 
which had been falling for two days. 
Finally the storm assumed cloudburst 
proportions and the Las Animas river 
went over its banks. 1t was impossible 
to get within a block of the river bed 
at any point and Commercial street 
was flooded for three blocks in the 
heart of the business district. 

Meantime, the electric light and gas 
plants had been flooded and the city 
was in complete darkness. Hundreds 
of citizens thronged the streets on the 
edge of the submerged district, carry- 
ing lanterns and doing their best to 
provide for those driven from home 
with shelter. 

Warning of the flood was given when 
the river left its banks by revolver 
shots and the ringing of the fire alarm, 
followed by the blowing of all the loco- 
motive and shop whistles in 
Citizens upon rafts made of sections of 
sidewalks paddled through the streets, 
rescuing families who were in danger. 

The new Baceca hotel, a two-story 
structure, just nearing completion on 
the river bank, was destroyed. 
water then ate its way through 50 feet 
of ground to the Santa Fe depot, which 
was carried away. The Cardenas hotel, 
adjoining, barely escaped a similar 
fate, an acre of ground being washed 
away near it.

CITY AUDITOR. 


| The Work of City Council Per- 
fermed in Advance. 
Editors of Daily Ledger : 

Even before the official withdrawal of 
George A. Sidelinger, as a candidate fur 
reelection as City Auditor, came rumors 
that his successor had already been se- 
lected at City Hall, and the withdrawal 
of Jobn O. Hall from the Representa- 
tive contest seems to confirm the report 
that he is the candidate selected. 

For the first ten years of the city, Mr. 
Hall performed the duties of City Audi- 
tor, until he had ambition to be Mayor, 
and he was twice elected to that office. 
In 1903, and again this year, he aspired 
to become a Representative to the Gen- 
eral Court, and was a promising candi- 
date this year for the Republican nomi- 
nation with good prospects of an elec- 
tion. Suddenly and quietly, however, 
he withdraws. 

Who promised Mr. Hall the position 
of City Auditor? 

It is an office which the City Charter 
provides shall be filled by the City 
Council, and the City Auditor is alone 
responsible to the City Council, 

The City Couacil makes all appro- 
priations and it is the duty of the City 
Auditor to see that the moneys are 
properly expended. In other words he 
shall be a check on the Mayor and the 
administrative officers of the city. 

But rumor has it that one of the 
administrative otlicers, who has the 
expenditure of considerable city money, 
has selected the City Auditor. All that 
will be required of the Councilmen to 
be elected next December is that they 
shall ratify the choice. 

Is this as it should be? 

Can the City Auditor do his full duty 


{to the city if he is under obligations to 


a city official? 

The city auditorship is not the only 
position where City Hall officials are 
making selections. Their hand was 
seen in the Representative contest, and 
it is said they also have a candidate 
for Mayor.

THE CAUSE OF SURF. 


Why Waves Always Become Break- 
ers In Shallow Water. 

Long and oscillatory waves run by 
*, the first agitating the water 
to nearly the same amount at all 
depths, while the chief disturbance due 
to the latter contines itself to the upper 
layers of the water. 

These: oscillatory waves, the most 
typical example of which is perhaps 
furnished by the “swell,” or regular 
rolling waves which continue to run in 
deep water after a storm, will break 
on a shelving shore when their height 
is about equal to the depth of water. 
When the depth is sufficient to allow 
the oscillations to proceed unimpeded 
ho progressive motion takes place, each 
column being kept in its place by the 
pressure of surrounding columns. 

If, however, free oscillation is pre- 
vented, as by the interpositi 
rock or by the shelving of the shore, 
the columns in the deep water are not 
balanced by those in the shallower, 
and thus they acquire a pro 
motion and form “breakers.” 
reason waves always break against 
the shore, whatever is the direction of 
the wind. 


The Ship Rigger. 

Even eompared with the work of a 
circus acrobat the job of a ship's rigger 
is extremely perilous, for whereas the 
cireus performer is safeguarded in ey- 
ery way possible and the ropes and 
supports are thoroughly tested the rig- 
ger’s duty is to ascend masts often 
mnade extremely perilous by rot or dan- 
gerously impaired by storms. Extreme 
coolness and caution are necessary, and 
the men engaged in this calling are a 
clear headed, hard handed lot, who 
take risks cheerily and work with an 
instant understanding of their bust- 
hess.

260,000, chiefly Chinese. The houses, 
both those of the Chinese mandarins 


and merchants and those of new Rus- 


sian construction, are built on a mag- 
nificent scale. 

There is a “forbidden city” in Muk- 
den like the one in Peking, but while 
the Boxer outbreak of 1900 was fol- 
lowed by the entry of the allies into 
the hitherto mysterious palaces within 
the inner walls of Peking, so far as Is 
known no European or American has 
ever penetrated into the forbidden city 
of Mukden. It is believed to contain 
wonderful treasures of ancient art and 
buildings which surpass in beauty and 
elaborateness even those at Peking. 

Judging from the portions of the city 
which foreigners are allowed to see, 
the place must be a very treasure 
house of the art of the old Chinese. 
Even the streets are full of carvings 
of a delicacy unattainable in modern 
work, while the tombs of the emperors 
combine a purity of design with an 
elaboration of detail which show how 
far the art of China has deteriorated 
from the old standards. 

The city is surrounded by a great 
brick wall, with picturesque high tow- 
ers at the eight gates and the angles. 
Outside are the suburbs, inclosed by 
a mud wall, while in the middle of the 
city are the ancient palaces of the 
Mantchoo emperors inside a third wall. 
The streets of Mukden are broad and 
straight. Like Peking, the city 
sesses a drum tower and a huge bell. 
The administration buildings and the 
hall of examinations are within the 
precincts of the forbidden city. 

The early history of the warlike 
monarchs whose chief city was Muk- 
den, and who in the seventeenth cen- 
tury became tbe rulers of the whole 
Chinese empire, veiled in legend. 
Three heaven born maidens, the

It was Aisin Gioro who named his 
people Mantchoo, which means “pure.” 
His descendants, through the rescued 
Fancha, fell into obscurity until the 
middle of the sixteenth century, when 
one of them, Nurhachi, born in 1559, 
the seventh in descent from Aisin Gio- 
ro, welded the Mantchoo tribes into 
one great kingdom. The emperor, Nur- 
hachi, toward the close of his long and 
illustrious reign transferred his capital 
| to Mukden, and his tomb there is the 
| most venerated of all the royal tombs 
| of the city. 

In 1617 Nurhachi drew up a list of 
“seven hates” against the Chinese and 
declared war on them. The Chinese 
were defeated with great slaughter and 
| seventy cities were captured. The war 
was followed by an alliance between 
the Mantchoos and the Chinese, who 
| were then ruled over by the Ming dy- 

nasty. The later emperors of this dy- 

nasty were weak and cowardly, and 
|} China was continually invaded by the 

Tartars. In the end the Mantchoos 

were begged to save the country. They 

consented with great alacrity to send 

an army, ard the result of it all was 
| that in 1644 the grandson of Nurhachi 
|ascended the dragon throne without 
| serious opposition on the part of the 
| Chinese. He was Sunchi, the first of 
the Mantchoo dynasty, which has re- 
| tained the throne of China ever since.

HE importance of upbuilding the American merchant ma- | 


rine our statesmen have been foremost in keeping before 
the country. We have increased our foreign commerce in 
recent years to a high degree. Last year it reached 
$2,450,000,000. IT HAS NOT YET ARRIVED 
AT ITS MAXIMUM, and it is desttned to increase far beyond 


PENDENT UPON FOREIGN SHIPOWNERS FOR SHIP- 
PING FACILITIES. We furnish the trade, and foreign capital 
and labor produce the ships with which to carry it. Only about 
9 per cent of our commerce with other countries is carried in our 
own vessels and under the protection of our own flag. Nearly 91 
per cent is carried in foreign bottoms, and we pay therefor upward 
of $150,000,000 a year. THIS IS CERTAINLY NOT GOOD 
BUSINESS JUDGMENT. There is something wrong about it. 
There is no good reason why the United States should be so entirely 
dependent upon foreign vessels for carrying its commerce. There 
is no good reason why we should not have a merchant marine suffi- 
cient to carry our fair share of the trade between the United States 
and all ports of the world. If we are to increase our foreign com-

Breaking of Spliced Girder 
Caused Accident Which Sud- 
denly End the Laying of a 


Cornerstone at Adams

Adams, Mass., Oct. 3.—While Rt. 
Rey. Thomas D. Beaven, Roman Catho- 
lie bishop of Springfield, laying 
the cornerstone of St. Stanislaus Polish 
church here yesterday 
floor collapsed, precipitating 150 per- 
sons into the basement, Several per- 
sons were injured. Bishop Beaven and

several of the priests assisting him 
were slightly hurt. 
About 7000 persons attended the 


ceremony, and about 100 were seated or 
standing on the floor which covered 
the basement. Bishop Beaven wus 
attended by Rev. T. H. McLaughlin 
and Rey. L. O. Triganne, as deacons. 
Rev. J. W. Dolan, Rev. L. T. Rodler, 
Rev. M. F. Kopytkiewiez and others 
were near the bishop. Just as the lat- 
ter was about to lay the stone, a sec- 
tion of the flooring, about 40 square 
feet in area, collapsed, and with it fell 
the bishop, the clergy and about 140 
of the spectators who were seated be- 
tween the centre of the building and 
the cornerstone. 

The persons who were undermost 
dropped a distance of a dozen feet, 
many others falling on them. Confu- 
sion prevailed for several minutes, 
but those who remained on solid floor- 
ing at once went to work rescuing the 
people in the basement. Bishop Bea- 
ven was caught in the crush, but was 
able to save himself from serious in- 
jury, but was bruised about the body. 
Father Triganne bad his nose crushed, 
sustained cuts on the cheek and fore- 
head and was injured in an _ eye, 
Fathers McLaughlin and Dolan were 
beside the bishop, but escaped injury. 
The pastor of the church, Father 
Kopytkiewiez, was quite severely 
bruised and cut. 

Thirty-seven persons were so in- 
jured as to require medical treatment. 
Of this number the injuries cf 16 are 
serious, and in one case may prove fatal. 
The others sustained minor cuts and 
bruises. 

A number of police officers and a 
score of doctors were present, and 
within 20 minutes all the injured had 
been extricated and cared for. Miss 
3elle Turner sustained ‘fractures of 
both legs and Mrs. Michael McAndrews 
had one leg broken. 

What was regarded at the time as 
the most serlous case was that of Gro- 
dek Mischloski, 16 years old. He was 
one of the first to fall with the floor, 
and on top of him fell many others. 
He was unconscious when rescued, 
having been partially suffocated. His 
legs were injured and it was thought he 
was hurt internally. One of the clergy- 
men administered the last rites to him, 
but later he was able to be removed 
to his home. 

The accident was caused by the 
breaking of a heavy wooden girder, 


which had been spliced. <A quantity 
of stone, to be used in the building 
work, rested on the floor, and it is 
thought this additional weight con- 
tributed to the accident. The cere- 
mony of laying the cornerstone was 
necessarily postponed.

Davis Thinks Present Adminis- 
tration Too ‘‘Heady”’ 


IS TOO EXTRAVAGANT 


Country Declared to Be Drifting 


Toward Imperialism--Arbitra- |: 


tion, Race Issue and Fraud In 
Public Service Discussed 


Elkins, W. Va., Oct. 3—The letter 
of acceptance of Henry G. Davis, 
Democratic candidate for vice presi- 
dent, says in part: 

The times are propitious for the re- 
instatement of the Democratic party 
in control of the government. The 
public mind is being disillusioned of the 
pretension of the Republican party, so 
long and so arrogantly made, that the 
material prosperity of the country de- 
pends upon its own ascendancy. 
Thoughtful and patriotic people are be- 
coming more and more distrustful of 
the heady and personal element of the 
present administration, and are more 
than willing to see it replaced by one 
that better recognizes constitutional 
and other lawful restraints. They de- 
mand that the present wasteful ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of the 
money, drawn by taxation from the in- 
dustry of the people, shall cease, and 
that economy and honesty in the pub- 
lic service shall be again regarded as 
virtues in the high places of the goy- 
ernment. 

The expenditures per capita of the 
government are increasing at an alarm- 
ing rate. When the present adminis- 
tration went into power there was a 
large surplus, but notwithstanding the 
enormous taxation, the revenues there- 
from are not now adequate to meet the 
demands made by reckless appropria- 
tions. This needless deficit is due to 
the extravagance of the administration, 

In auswer to criticisms upon the size 
and expense of maintaining the army, 
the president has said that the num- 
ber of soldiers now is no greater per 
capita than in former times. But an 
army then was necessary to protect 
settlers from the Indians and to do 
other police duty in the unsettled por- 
tion of the country—conditions which 
do not now exist. The army, however, 
has greatly increased in cost, much 
faster melatinely than it has in num- 
bers. 

Millions of aoliaes have been paid 
out of the treasury to pensioners upon 
an executive order, the force of which 


is to supplement the law and sup- 
plant the wisdom of congress. Eminent 


lawyers and citizens of New York, of 
both political parties, have pronounced 
this order “unconstitutional, lawless 
and most reprehensible.” 

We all hail as the harbinger of the 
new era in the commerce of the world 
the inception of the great work of 
building the canal that is to join the 
two great oceans; but we deprecate the 
action of the present administration, 
which inflicted a wound upon our na- 
tional honor by its disregard of the 
rights of a weaker nation, in order to 
gain a doubtful credit for energy in 
forwarding that great enterprise. 

These and many other unwarranted 
things that belong more to an empire 
than a republic, have occurred under 
the present administration, and brought 
deep concern and alarm to thoughtful 
and patriotic minds. They must be re- 
garded as the first fruits of imperialism, 
and show how fast we are drifting to- 
ward absolutism and centralized power. 

That many of the existing tariff rates 
are excessive and enable powerful com- 
binations to extort unjust and oppres- 
sive tribute from the people cannot be 
controverted. The tariff is undoubtedly 
too high upon such articles as enables 
the manufacturer to sell his products 
abroad cheaper than at home. Relief 
from these conditions will only come 
through the success of the Democratic 
party, which stands for a wise, con- 
servative and gradual change in the 
tariff laws, which will equalize the 
burdens of taxation and make honest 
competition possible. 

It is estimated that there are in the 
United States between two and three 
hundred combinations of capital and 
corporate interests, known as _ trusts, 
which have grown up in the last few 
years under Republican rule. 

Local self-government is the very 
cornerstone of our political structure, 
and the best assurance of liberty regu- 
lated by law. The Democratic party 
has always resisted, and will continue 
to resist, the encroachment by its 
enemies upon the fundamental right of 
the people of the several states. 

The declaration in the St. Louis plat- 
form in favor of arbitration is one that 
appeals to my sense of fairness. Its 
permanent establishment as a part of 
the industrial system of the country, 
upon a basis of mutual consent of all 
parties to a controversy, would insure 
more friendly relations between em- 
ployer and employed, for the interest | 
of the workingman and the Sioa 
is identical.

FUNERAL OF HOAR 


A Few Soldiers Provide Only 
, Touch of Formal Display 


HYMNS AND EULOGIES 


Simple Exercises Concluded In 
Less Than Hour--Business at 
Worcester Suspended--Many 
Thousand People View Body 


Worcester, Mass., Oct. 4.—Funeral 
services for United States Senator 
George Frisbie Hoar were held here 
yesterday. In the presence of many 
societies and 
associations, the city of Worcester, 
commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
congress of the United States, the 
fayorite hymns of the dead statesman 
were sung, the 90th Psalm was read 
and two clergymen spoke words in 
eulogy of the man who had been thelr 
friend for many years. 

The day was beautifully clear and 
cool and residents of Worcester in 
greater numbers than ever had assem- 
bled for any cause, lined the streets 
through which the short procession 
passed. Public and private business in 
the city was suspended. Many build- 
ings were draped and pictures of Sena- 
tor Hoar were generally displayed 
with symbols of mourning in the win- 
dows. Members of the volunteer 
militia who assisted in doing police 
duty provided the only touch of formal 
display. 

The services, which were held in 
the little Church of the Unity, which 
Senator Hoar attended and in the 
eouncils of which he always bad bad 
a prominent part, were of a most un- 
nature. Three hymns 
were sung. Rey. Dr. Rush R. Shippen 
of Brockton spoke briefly of his per- 
sonal acquaintance with Senator Hoar 
and of the generosity, breadth of mind 
and beneticence to the Church of the 
Unity of his friend. Rev. E. E. Hale, 
chaplain of the United States senate, 
schoolmate and lifelong friend of the 
senator, spoke at greater length, after 
having read a Psalm and offered a 
brief prayer. Without attempt at ora- 
tory, Dr. Hale reviewed his acquaint- 
ance with Senator Hoar and mentioned 
lessons Which might be drawn from 
the character of the man as revealed 
by their Intercourse. 

Less than an hour was needed for 
the simple exercises at the church, 
and after those present had taken a 
final look at the face of the senator, 
the body was removed to the city hall, 
to lie in state where the thousands 
whom the church could not accom- 
modate might have opportunity to take 
final leave. 

Thirty-five thousand people passed 
through city hall and viewed the body 
of Senator Hoar between 4:30 and 8:30 
o'clock last night. The four hours 
allotted for this ceremony proved in- 
adequate and an extension of an hour 
was made. 

Fifty thousand people massed in 
front of city hall and adjacent ways and 
many cases of fainting women were 
noted. Police ambulances carried 19 
people from the crush to their homes 
and others were cared for in city hall. 

During the evening the body was re- 
moved to an undertaker’s shop, where a 
death mask was made. Today it will 
be taken to Concord for interment.

Marines Aboard and Around the 


Connecticut Prepared to Kill 
New York, Oct. 4—Guarded by ma- 


rines with loaded rifies on board her 
and on shog, and with powerful elec- 


tric searchlights playing over her, the 
pewly launched battleship Connecticut, 


already the object of three serious at- 


tacks, lay at her berth in the Brooklyn 
navy yard last night. 

The officers are using every con- 
ceivable precaution against the recur- 
rence of the mysterious attempts to 
disable or destroy the vessel, and they 
think they have about rendered it im- 
rossible. Marines and secret service 
imen are about her all the time. 

While the regulations governing the 
construction of a vessel are strict, even 
greater precautions will be taken in 
future. A naval constructor will be on 
the new vessel until she leaves the yard, 
giving his personal supervision to every 
detail of the work.

Chinaman Ralses Fine Point 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., Oct. 4.—Commls- 
sioner Gray has ordered the deporta- 
tion of Wong Bing, a Chinaman, who 
conducted a store at Brockville, Ont., 
for many years and is, itis said, a 
vaturalized British subject. Repre- 
sentations were made to Gray that the 
Dominion government would permit 
Wong Bing to re-enter Canada on his 
certificate, but Gray finds no authority 
for deporting Chinamen to Canada and 
rules that he must go back to China.

Orange from the effects of a cancerous 
growth resulting from long continued 
persistence in experimenting with 
X-ray apparatus in the experimenting 
department of the Edison laboratory. 
The history of his case shows him to 
have been a martyr to science in his 
devotion to the soiution of the mys- 
teries of the X-rays and fluroscope. 


Not Time to Intervene 


Rome, Oct. 4.—Premier Giolitti au- 
thorizes a repetition of the denial that 
any project of mediation in the far east 
was discussed at his recent meeting 
with Count Von Buelow, the German 
chancellor, at Homburg.

| Fall River Weavers Decide to 
Continue the Fight 


WON'T ACCEPT REDUCTION 


Also Declare Themselves Op- 
posed to Twelve-Loom Ar 


rangement--Ouispoken Non- 


Union Man Roughly Treated 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 4—The first 
hostile demonstration {n the city since 
the first two days of the strike occurred 
after a general meeting of weavers yes- 
terday. A mob of a thousand people 
surrounded William Kershaw, a non- 
union weaver, aud policemen had to 
take the man to the station until the 
crowd dispersed. They booted and 
cursed, but no blood wus shed. 

Kershaw attended a mass meeting of 
weavers and made the following mo- 
tion: “Mr. Chairman: I move that a 
committee of 25 be chosen from this 
meeting to confer with the manufactur- 
ers in regard to the grievances of the 
weavers and that they give an early re- 
ply.” The motion was not seconded 
and the incident might have passed off 
if a motion was not then made by anoth- 
er weaver to the effect that no weaver 
should run more than eight looms. Ker- 
shaw replied that the president of the 
union had said at a recent meeting that 
the weavers could not stand outagainst 
the 12-loom system if improvements 
were made aud the work were made as 
easy as S-loom work, 

From all parts of the hall rose loud 
cries of denunciation, aud the 8-loom 
motion was carried, with Kershaw's 
vote alone agaiustit. After the meet- 
ing the angry weavers followed Ker- 
shaw from the hall, hooting and Jeering, 
and an officer had to run to Kershaw’s 
protection. Women spat at him and 
he ‘stood in defiance of them until the 
policeman concluded to take him to the 
station. As Kershaw was coming 
from the hall his hat was crushed on 
his head, but he escaped other violence, 

A mass meeting of union and non- 
union weavers was held tn the Bijou 
Theatre. It was the largest gathering 
of weavers held since the strike began, 
10 weeks ago. It was voted not to ac- 
cept the wage reduction and not to go 
te work untl] the notices were taken 
down. It was also voted not to go 
back to work until manufacturers de- 
cided to return to the old 8-loom system. 

This latter vote puts a new phase on 
the strike and manufacturers are not 
agreed on the policy to be followed. 
Some of them want to have the request 
for a conference granted. Others say 
it is useless to talk over the situation 
further while the operatives are in the 
frame of mind indicated by the weavers 
during yesterday’s meeting. While 
no formal meeting of the executive com- 
mittee has been held, the members have 
talked with eacb other, and they were 
busy yesterday trying to get all the ma- 
jority sentiment among the signers as 
to the policy now to be followed. 

News that Samuel Gompers is to be 
in this cjty today and address a mass 
meeting of operatives has also served to 
add another feature of uncertainty to 
the situation. It .s believed his pres- 
ence will rouse great enthusiasm among 
the strikers and will tend to prolong the 
idleness. Under these conditions man- 
ufacturers as a rule are disposed to be 
slow in the matter of holding a confer- 
ence which promises little more than 
an opportunity to emphasize what has 
been said from the beginning about the 
wage reduction. 

Before the news of the weavers’ ac- 
tion reached manufacturers there was 
some talk of an early reopening of the 
mills and some mill men sald Oct. 17 
would see a united attempt to start. But 
since the meeting the determination to 
say nothing about a reopening ts grow- 
ing and there is danger that nothing 
will be done until the first of November. 
President Borden says that no 
meeting of the signers was called 
yesterday, but today !t !s likely that an 
answer wlll be sent to the letter from 
the Merchants’ assoclation suggesting 
a conference. He belleves no harm 
will come from a conference, but he 
does not feel ag hopeful of good results 
as he and others did a few days ago. 


Army Improving In Health 

Washington, Oct. 4.—In his annual 
report Surgeon General O'Reilly shows 
that the general health of the army has 
improved during the past year, the 
admission rate per thousand having 
been 1,431.13 against 1,716.51 in the 
preceding year. The losses by death 
and invaliding amounted to 10.67 per 
thousand.

A SPEECH UNFIT TO BE MADE 


Bourke Cockran’s Remarks Con- 
demned by Democratic Party Organ. 
{From the Breoklyn Eagle, Sept. 19.] 
The Eagle published Bourke Cock- 
ran’s speech in full on Sunday. That 
much was due to news. The Eagle 
gave to the speech not only full publi- 
cation, but prominent placement. That 
was due to the magnitude of the meet- 
ing. The Eagle made no comment up- 
on the speech when it published it, but 
cannot withhold candid comment from 
it today with justice to its readers or 

to itself. 

As much of the speech as condemned 
the conduct of the governor of Colora- 
do against mobs which claimed to act 
as labor organizations should not have 
been delivered and should be pointedly 
condemned by every law abiding 
newspaper. The mobs were made up 
of murderers, maimers, terrorizers and 
outlaws. As many as twenty-one mur- 
ders and twice as many maimings 
were scored against them. Arson and 
‘terrorism further decorated the con- 
duct of these “organized” outlaws. 
They threw down law. They sacrificed 
life. They wounded whom they could 
not kill, and they followed such per- 
formances, congenial to them, with dy- 
namite and the torch. What they did 
was infamous. The condition which 
they brought about was intolerable. 
They made war, with its worst atroc- 
ities, on government, on order, on prop- 
erty and on Hife. 

What was done against them by the 
state government of Colorado, either in 
its judicial or in its military capacity, 
was rightly done, bravely done, lauda- 
bly done, sternly done, admirably well 
done. We hope that the doing of it 
will be approved by the people of Colo- 
rado. It will be approved by them if 
they love liberty, respect human and 
natural rights and deserve to enjoy 
those rights. It will be approved if the 
punishment of murderers is to be pre- 
ferred to murder as an industry and if 
the vindication of law is to be pre- 
ferred to the coronation of systema- 
tized crime. 

It should be incredible that even 
Bourke Cockran should attack the ac- 
tion and misrepresent the record of the 
governor and government of Colorado 
in this matter. But, being not incredi- 
ble, because he did so his condemna- 
tion of it should itself be condemned, 
and the injury which without rebuke 
of him would ensue to those whom 
he professed to advocate should be re- 
paired as far as it can be, as explicitly, 
as earnestly and as soon as possible. 

From much that Bourke Cockran 
said about free trade and a glorifica- 
tion of boycotts, from much that he 
said on collateral subjects, the Eagle 
differs, but those are matters of mere 
opinion, however unwise, premature or 
overdogmatic Bourke Cockran’s opin- 
fons on them may be. They can be let 
pass. The things which we have de- 
tailed and denounced were immorai, fn- 
cendiary and scandalous. We can 
imagine nothing more hurtful than 
those things to the cause which Bourke 
Cockran would or would affect to fa- 
vor. As that cause is sincerely sup- 
ported by the Eagle, this paper feels 
bound to note and to denounce the in- 
jury to that cause which Bourke Cock- 
ran, wittingly or unwittingly, has 
sought to inflict upon it. His was al 
speech, in the respects set forth, unfit 
to be made |

Fall River Operatives Will Not 
Accept Reduced Wages 


TO ATTEND CONFERENCE 


Foregone Conclusion That It 


Will Prove Fruitless--Gompers 
Urges Continuance of Struggle 


and Criticises Manufac‘urers 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 5.—The Tex- 
tile council received a letter from the 
Retail Merchants’ association stating 
tbat the cotton manufacturers had 
agreed to meet the operatives in con- 
ference on Thursday afternoon. It 
was voted to attend the conference and 
the operatives will be represented 
by the five secretaries of the local 
unions. The secretaries say that, while 


they are willing to attend a conference, 


they do not believe that it will result 
in any settlement of existing differ- 
ences. The sgiall riot Monday, they 
say, shows the temper of the weavers 
as nothing else could do. The temper 
of the other operatives is the same, 
and now that the real strike is com- 
mencing, there will be no backing 
down. ‘The manufacturers and public 
generally do not believe that the con- 
ference will have any definite result. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, with 
which the United Textile Workers is 
afilliated, spoke at the Academy of 
Music, which was filled to overflowing 
with union and non-union operatives. 
Mr. Gompers was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. Of the local sit- 
uation he said that the reduction of 106 
percent, accepted last year under pro- 
test, was something he could not under- 
stand. The operatives might as Well 
have said “I thank you” to the manu- 
facturers, for if that reduction had not 
been accepted in such a spirit the pres- 
ent reduction coming as a remedy fora 
falling market gave the manufacturers 
the idea that they must always look to 
the same remedy if the market con- 
tinued bad. They could not ecouomize 
on mills or machinery, but must look 
to the laborer. 

“They don’t want to cut into profits 
and dividends,” he said. “For many 
years they have held full sway with 
the operatives and they think it is not 
hecessary to give them a second con- 
sideration, but simply declare that they 
are going to cut. The only criticism I 
have to make of the managers is this: 
It is a blind, short-sighted policy to try 
to retain markets or gain markets by 
a reduction in the wages of the working 
people. If you reduce wages and allow 
it to go on it is very much like the 
maxim of the beginner in sin. The first 
step seems hard to take, but once in 
sin and wrong the next step is not hard. 
I? the first reduction is accepted it in- 
volves another, and if these are sue- 
cessfully enforced upon the working 
people of the United States it simply 
means that in time the great sovereign 
American people would be reduced to 
the condition of the Orientals.” 

In closing, Gompers urged the opera- 
tives to continue the fight valorously 
so that their children and their cbil- 
dren's children might look back with 
pride to the fight of 1904. At the con- 
clusion of his address Gompers left the 
hall and President Golden spoke of the 
disturbance of Monday, urging the peo- 
ple to maintain order that the sym- 
pethy of all might remain with them. 


Windup of Gurney Case 

Washington, Oct. 5.—One of the first 
results of the return of Secretary Hay 
to Washington was the closing up of the 
incident growing out of the arrest of 
Secretary Gurney of the British em- 
bessy at Lee, Mass. The British am- 
bassador let the department know that 
the action of the Massachusetts au- 
thorities in remitting the fine and ex- 
tending an apology was entirely satis- 
factory to him and the, subject was 
dropped. 


To Fight New England Creditors 

New York, Oct. 5.—The creditors of 
Daniel J. Sully & Co. who are mem- 
bers of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, after a discussion of the action 
brought against them by certain New 
England creditors of the Sully firm who 
co not belong to the exchange, au- 
thorized the creditors’ committee to 
employ counsel to fight this suit. 


Three Killed by Gas 

New York, Oct. 5.—Augustus Dono- 
man and his wife and Richard Small 
were asphyxiated by illuminating gas 
in a bedroom in a hotel kept by Salva- 
tore Cappolla. Small is said to have 
been the woman’s brother.

Before the jury was impanelled, 
Simon Burman, one of the defendants,

States government out of duties on im- 
ported merchandise, and with having 
entered merchandise below their actual 
value. The Glasgow Manufacturing 
company people are alleged to have im- 
ported the goods and to have been in 
conspiracy with the other three de- 
fendants, so as to have the goods passed 
at the Boston custom house.

Transportation of Dynamite. 


The following ordinance is proposed 
by the aldermen of Melrose, and at the 
meeting Monday evening was referred 
to the committee on ordinances: 

‘*No person shall be allowed to trans- 
port any explosive through this city 
unless inside a covered wagon which 
shall be lined with felt or rubber and 
which shall have rubber tires. Any 
person conveying explosives through the 
city must obtain a license from the 
chief of the fire department and two 
men must accompany every wagon con- 
taining any explosive, one to drive and 
the other to have charge of the ex- 
plusive. The penalty for the violation 
of the ordinance shall be a fine of $300 
or imprisonment for three months, or 
both.”’ 

Mayor Harvey of Waltham called the 
attention of the board of aldermen 
Monday evening to the fact that there 
was nothing ino the city ordinances con- 
cerning the carrying of explosives 
through the public streets, and urged 
the board to take some action. The 
matter was referred to the committee 
on ordinances.

ROOSEVELT COMMENDED 


Struggles Between the Nations 
Could Be Averted by One Tak- 
ing the Initiative In Referring 
Differences to The Hague 
Boston, Oct. 5.¢A general supplica- 

tion, coupled with a demand, almost, 

for the institution of peace 


uations of the world, was the keynote 
of the first deliberative session of the 


between 


International Peace congress which 
was formally opened in this city. Dele- 


gates from the leading countries of the 
globe engaged in the proceedings, giv- 
ing to the occasion all the dignity and 
importance of a momentous interna- 
tional assembly. 

A feature of the session was an 
elaborate report received from the In- 
ternational Peace bureau for 1904, in 
which was reviewed what bad been at- 
tained in the direction of peace by the 
peace workers of the world during the 
year just passed, and also was set 
forth the present war conditions of the 
world necessitating correctionary 
measures by those desiring the estab- 
lishment of universal concord. The 
suggestion was made that some col- 
lective move might be made to induce 
the Russo-Japanese belligerents to re- 
turn to peace. Regarding this the re- 
pert said: 

“It seems to us that at the present 
stage of the negotiations it is not im- 
possible to find some middle ground 
between the extreme pretensions of the 
two powers. Furthermore, a war be- 
tween Russia and Japan on the shores 
of the Yellow sea will, like most wars, 
settle nothing, but will serve only to 
prepare the way for others. It will 
necessarily result in the weakening of 
the two belligerents, and making them 
less capable of fulfilling their role in 


the civilization of the far east. An ar- 
rangement, on the other hand, based 


ou mutual concessions recommended 
by the great powers, would !eave both 
of them a sufficiently large sphere in 
those vast regions scarcely yet open 
to the commerce of the world.” 

Edwin D. Mead, chairman of the or- 
ganization committee of the congress, 
spoke earnestly in favor of the reduc- 
tion of great navies and a general dis- 
armament among nations. Robert T. 
Paine, Sr., of Boston was elected prest- 
dent of the congress, and Dr. B. F. 
Trueblood, also of this city, secretary. 

Responses were made by one delegate 
from each of the countries represented 
at the congress, Including Alderman 
Snape of Liverpool for Great Britain. 
Mr. Snape referred to Secretary of 
State Hay’s appearance at the peace 
meeting as the representative of the 
United States, and took occasion to re- 
mark upon what an astounding thing 
it would be considered in England did 
the British minister of foreign affairs 
oflicially represent Great Britain ata 
similar meeting. A general commenda- 
tion of President Roosevelt's call for 
another Hague conference marked the 
other addresses. 

Numerous letters and cablegrams 
were received by the congress, giving 
endorsement to the peace movemnt. A 
noticeably large number of greetings 
were received from Baptist denomina- 
tions and conferences in various parts 
of the country. Memorials were also 
received from the New Orleans board 
of trade and the Philadelphia board 
of trade. 

Two mass meetings under the aus- 
pices of the congress were held last 
night. At one was considered the work 
and influence of The Hague tribunal. 
Oscar §S. Straus, formerly United 
States minister to Turkey, and a mem- 
ber of The Hague court, presided. Mr, 
Straus advocated a revision of The 
Hague treaty so that it might be ren- 
dered certain that when nations enter 
into a struggle some one of them would 
take the initiative in referring the dif- 
ference to The Hague tribunal. 

Joseph G. Alexander of England 
said that the International Law asso- 
ciation, which he represented, always 
considered international arbitration as 
a great ideal worthy of attainment. 
He paid a high tribute to the purity 
and blameless public life of the late 
Senator Hoar. “In order to bring peace 
between nations,” he said, “there must 
be a court of justice or arbitration. 
‘he Hague conference was first in- 
tended to consider the subject of dis- 
armament; but, although unsuccessful 
in this, it achieved the wonderful suc- 
eess of constituting a permanent tri- 
bunal of arbitration. Public opinion 
must demand that all international dis- 
putes be submitted to this tribunal.” 

Mr. Alexander ended with an elo- 
quent appeal for the spread of brotherly 
kindness. 

The other mass meeting was con- 
ducted by the Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties. 


Steamer Burned at Wharf 

Montreal, Oct. 5.—Steamer Admiral, 
which plies between Montreal and gulf 
ports, was burned at her wharf here 
last evening. The water pumped into 
the vessel caused her to turn turtle 
and sbe drifted down the river. Loss 
$50,000. 


Moorish Troops Defeated 
Tangier, Oct. 5—The forces of the 
pretender to the throne have been vic- 
torious over the imperial troops in a 
severe engagement. The rebels cap- 
tured the stronghold of Ain Muluk.

The 
bullet, it is said, was fired from Chit- 
tim’s gun.

putting au end without further delay 
to the present war.

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NAVAL ARMAMENTS 


Peace Congress Would Arrest 
and Reduce Them 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


Resolution In Criticism of It 
Voted Down--A Letter From 
Carnegie Outlines Bold Coali- 
tion Plan to Prevent War 


Boston, Oct. 7.—The arrest and sub- 
sequent reduction of military and uaval 
armaments throughout the world was 
called for yesterday at the session of 
the International Peace Congress, 
when resolutions were adopted ex- 
pressing the opinion that the first task 
which the world’s new convention sug- 
gested by President Roosevelt should 
take up was the gradual disarmament 
of the powers. The thanks of the con- 
gress were extended to President 
Roosevelt for his pledge to take the 
first steps towards a convocation of a 
new international peace conclave. 

The most pronounced forensic and 
vratorical moment which the congress 
yet has seen came when a Boston dele- 
gate, Charles EF. Dole, proposed to 
amend the disarmament resolution by 
a declaration that no necessity ex- 
isted for the United States to view 
With suspicion the powers of Europe 
and that, therefore, it was quite un- 
necessary for America to enforce the 
Monroe doctrine by building up such 
an immense navy. 

Several delegates warmly opposed 
the amendment, first, on the ground 
that such a resolve should properly 
come before a congress composed -of 
American delegates merely, and second, 
on the ground that the congress hud no 
right to criticize the American 
ernment for upholding by a_ suitable 
haval force, a doctrine, by the enforce- 
ment of which, war had been excluded 
from the western hemisphere, and by 
means of an insistence upon the open 
aoor in the east preventing war also 
in that section of the globe. The Dole 
amendment was defeated by a large 
majority. 

Resolutions were unanimously 
pessed congratulating the powers at 
ihe marked favorable development in 
signing of permanent and obligatory 
treaties. Baroness Von Suttner of 
Austria announced to the congress 
that a treaty of importance to both 
countries Was about to be signed by 
Great Britain and Austria.

A letter was read from Andrew 
Carnegie, dated Scotland, in which he 
suggested a coalition of great world 
powers—Britain, France, Germany and 
America, perhaps—which shall say to 
the nations of the earth that there shall 
be no more war, and which shall be 
prepared to enforce that edict by a 
combination of strength that shall 
compel acquiescence from any country 
not willing to submit its differences 
with a neighbor to arbitration by The 
Hague tribunal. 

The idea has been suggested before 
by others, but hardly with the boldness 
with which Mr. Carnegie advances it. 
He suggests that Great Britain, France, 
Germany and the United States might 
form a combination whose edict would 
perforce be respected. Should it be de- 
fied, he believes that swift, sharp 
discipline of the first offending coun- 
try would ensure against a _ second 
necessity for action. To abolish all 
war at one blow, he says, is a great ob- 
ject; for he believes the peoples of the 
four nations named would risk much; 
but he argues that, given a coalition 
c.f sufficient strength, the real risk 
would be small. He further declares 
that the time is opportune, and that 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hay are just the men to lead sucha 
movement. 


Failure of Cotton Company 
Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 7.—Judge 
Sayre has appointed receivers for the 
Alabama Cotton Products company, a 


concern operating throughout this 
state. The liabilities are placed at 
$323,755. The receivership is attrib- 


uted to failure of the American Cotton 
company, with which the other com- 
pany was connected. 


Assets Exceed Liabilities 

Washington, Oct. 7.—A schedule of 
the assets and liabilities of T. E. Wag- 
gaman, former treasurer of the Catholic 
university, who was recently declared 
a bankrupt, shows assets of $5,607,924 
and liabilities of $4,622,940. The larg- 
est item of assefS is real estate, the 
value of which is given at $3,229,511. 


Collision Scared Passengers 
New York, Oct. 7.—As the ferryboat 
Hamburg was leaving her slip in Ho- 
boken lact night, tug Willlam Mce- 
Clarey ran into her port bow, smash- 
ing the ferryboat’s railing. About 50 
passengers were on the ferryboat and

An attempt was made by J. C. Bux- 
ton of Winston, N. C., to present a reso- 
lution deploring the action of Bishop 
Potter of New York tn participating at 
the opening of the subway tavern, but 
the resolution was declared out of or- 
der. 

J. H. Stotsenburg of Indianapolis in- 
troduced a resolution condemning 
lynching. A number of the southern 
delegates voted to table the resolve, 
but eventually it was referred to q 
special committee. 

The convention of the women’s 
auxiliary to the Board of Missions was 
formally opened in Trinity church, at 
which the sum of $143,117 was_ pre- 
sented to the board as a result of the 
efforts of the past three years. A mis- 
sionary meeting was held in Tremont 
temple, at which a number of mis- 
sionary bishops explained the needs of 
their jurisdiction. 


Will Cost Japan $1,000,000,000 

Tokio, Oct. 7.—In addressing the 
members of the united clearing houses 
of Tokio, Count Okuma, leader of the 
Progressive party, warned the people 
to prepare for a long war. He pre- 
dicted that the cost to Japan fora 
two years’ war, including the loans 
which had been already placed and the 
expenses consequent upon the war at 
its termination, would total $1.000,- 
000,000, which would make the per 
capita share amount to $20. 


Mercantile Agency at Auction 

New York, Oct. 7.—The $3,000,000 
International Mercantile Agency was 
sold at public auction here for $20,010. 
The sale was conducted by Receiver 
Beach. The property was divided into 
two lots. The first lot included every- 
thing belonging to the company except 
the outstanding accounts. The second 
lot consisted of the accounts due. The 
first lot was sold to Charles H. Barritt 
for $238,000 and the second lot to the 
same purchaser for $3000. 


To Live In United States 

Washington, Oct. 7—Abdul Hamid 
Abaza, who has had charge of the 
Khedive’s exhibi*§ at the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition, is making « spe- 
cial investigation, by order of the 
Egyptian government, of the organiza- 
tion and work of the department of agri- 
culture and other offices. He bas ex- 
pressed his intention of immigrating 
here and conducting agricultural op- 
erations on an extensive scale in the 
south. 


Needs Army That Can Fight 

London, Oct. 7.—At Sheffield last 
bight, Secretary of War Forster made 
a strong speech on the country’s mili- 
tary needs.

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THE RIVER THAMES. 


hts Prettiest Point Is From Marlow 
to Hurley Lock. 

For the ordinary Londoner the 
Thames only begins at Richmond, but 
from there on to Oxford every reach is 
a delight. Magnificent as is the Hud- 
son, it has the disadvantage of being 
too big for a rowboat. One might just 
as well be on the Atlantic. Anything 
smaller than an Albany day boat seems 
lost on its majestic breadth. But the 
Thames is made for the single and 
double sculler, the punt, the Canadian 
canoe and the small electric launch. 

And to my mind the best of all start- 
ing points is Marlow. It is about an 
hour and a half’S run from town and 
therefore well beyond the range of 
*’Arry and ’Arriet, who are the pests of 
an English as mosquitoes are of an 
American holiday. Marlow in itself is 
a delightfully typical village, with its 
broad main street, its old inns and 
manor house and its sweet smelling 
cottages ablaze with country flowers. 
And the two mile row upstream to 
Hurley Lock focuses the Thames at 
its best. It is one of the beauties of 
this river that it has a perfect setting. 
It winds in and out among wooded 
hills, past flelds and flower laden 
meadows and between banks that the 
cleverest gardeners in the world have 
done all they can to beautify.—Sydney 
Brooks in Harper's Weekly. 


AN ERRATIC VOLCANO. 


Rose From the Sea, Formed an 
Island and Sank Again. 

On June 16, 1810, the Sabrina, a Brit- 
ish sloop of war, observed smoke aris- 
ing from the sea near St. Michael's, off 
the Azores, and made for it, believing 
that a naval engagement was in prog- 
ress. Her crew found, however, that 
great tongues of flame were issuing 
along with the smoke and that they 
had cleared for action to fight a vol- 
cano. 

Forty-eight hours later an 
made its appearance, having risen 
from a depth of forty fathoms in that 
period, and in another day it was fifty- 
one feet above the surface, 
length of about three-quarters of a 
mile. By July 4 the Sabrina's people 
were able to land on this new shore, 
which was then 800 feet high, with a 
circumference of fully a mile, with a 
stream six yards wide running from 
the center to the sea. 

They took formal possession of it for 
his Britannic majesty, hoisting the 
union jack on its most conspicuous 
point, but by degrees the island sank 
until about the middle of October it 
vanished below the surface, with the 
union jack still on it, like a battleship 
sinking with colors fiying after a fatal 
engagement.—London Standard. 


INSECT CONVERSATION. 


Antennal Language Among Ants Is 
a Demonstrated Fact, 

Every observer of insect life seems 
convinced that in one way or another 
insects do converse. How this is done 
is not so easily determined. Sometimes 
it may be by sound, as in the case of 
bees with their busy hum; sometimes 
by touching one another on the head 
or abdomen, as ants do, but far more 
frequently by the antennae, so that 
Huber calls this tactile communication 
“antennal language.” 

His own experiment demonstrates 
the fact. Having placed a colony of 
ants in a closed and darkened chamber, 
he found them at first all scattered in 
disorder, but he soon saw one who had 
discovered an outlet return to the rest. 
Of these he touched a few, and speed- 
ily the whole community marched out 
in regular lines, eyidently with the one 
thought of liberty. 

Ants have been known to post sentl- 
nels, to send out spies and to return to 
their nest by signal for re-enforce- 
ments. The very aphides, the ants’ 
milk kine, appear to understand anten- 
nal language, as do wasps also, accord- 
ing to Banks and Knight, for if their 
sentinels give no warning a nest may 
easily be taken, 


A Fish Pecullarity. 

There are some indications that 
fishes possess a sixth sense, the organs 
of which are the pores of the head and 
of the lateral band. This band is a row 
of little canals connected with the ex- 
ternal world by holes through the 
scales, In these cavities, under which 
runs a large nerve, are found nerve 
heads or terminations like those of 
other sense organs. The use of this 
apparatus is unknown.

Quail and Partridges. 


All Massachusetts sportsmen are ear- 
nestly requested to join in an effort to 
save the small remnant of quail and 
partridges which survived the extreme 
cold and deep snows of last winter, 
Strenuous efforts were made last spring 
by the State Association, its members, 
and by other organizations affiliated with 
it, tu restock the covers—some 200 dozen 
quail (all that could be obtained) hav- 
ng been distributed throughout the 
state. But this number was wholly in- 
adequate to supply the demand. At 
least 10006 dozen could bave been liber- 
ated to advantage had it been possible 
to procure them. 

They ask all, therefore, to do every- 
thing in their power to save the birds 
this fall, so that our covers may not be 
entirely depleted at the end of the 
present shooting season. Let us spare 
the birds this year and work unitedly 
in an effort to restock the woods and 
fields with game birds, remembering 
that the saving of a few this fall means 
as many broods next year.

EVILS OF DIVORCE 


Episcopalians Say It Is Time 
They Should Be Checked 


WOULD CHANGE A CANON 


Duty of Officers of Christian 
Chureh as Well as Society to 
Preserve Sanctity of the Home 
and Keep It Pure 


Boston, Oct. 10.—Great crowds went 
to Trinity church Sunday to hear the 
Archbishop of Canterbury preach, and 
to the Church of the Advent, where a 
mass meeting in the interest of uphold- 
ing the sanctity of the marriage bond 
was addressed by several leaders in 
the Episcopal church. 

At the Church of the Advent Bish- 
op Doane of Albany delivered an ad- 
dress and introduced the speakers. 
Bishop Doane is chairman of the in- 
terdenominational committee of 
churches which is endeavoring to secure 
conformity regarding the remarriage 
of persons who have been divorced. 

In his address Dr. Doane said he 
thought the time had arrived when his 
own church should deal with the ques- 
tion concerning remarriage. Al- 
though the Church of England does not 
permit the remarriage of persons who 
have been divorced, the Episcopal 
church of this country allows the mar- 
riage of the innocent person in a case 
of infidelity. Many of the clergymen 
decline to marry any person divorced 
for any cause, and an attempt is be- 
ing made at the present convention to 
have their views embodied in a canon 
which shall displace the present one. 
Bishop Doane quoted from the mar- 
riage ritual of the prayerbook to show 
that nothing but deatn could sever 
those who have been united in holy 
matrimony. He thought it was time 
the canons of the church agreed with 
the prayerbowk. 

Rt. Rey. David “HH. Greer, the next 
speaker, said it was not only tho duty 
of society, but of the officers of the 
Christian church to preserve the sanctity 
of the home and keep it pure and in- 
violate. Marriage was not an institu- 
tion to be broken by the pleasure of 
men. God Himself created it an ever- 
lusting mystery and it was similar to 
that union of Jesus Christ and His 
church. Dr. Greer also advocated 
bringing the canon on marriage into 
harmony with the prayerbook. 

Rey. Dr. W. W. Webb told of the 
widespread evils of divorce. There had 
been 60,000 divorces in the United 
States in the pastyear. Dr. Webb said 
tbat signs were not wanting that peo- 
ple were realizing that the divorce evil 
must be checked. 

The last speaker, Chief Justice Stl- 
ness of Rhode Island, thought that ifa 
man abuses his wife there ts no rea- 
s0n why she should not have a separa- 
tion. Many of the states had separa- 
tion laws. But it was not this phase 
of the question that was bringing dis- 
grace upon the country, he said. Not 
one case in fifty was an application for 
& separate maintenance, but nearly all 
eases of domestic difficulty were for 
absolute divorce, many of them 
brought so that the applicants could 
marry again. Justice Stiness laid em- 
phasis on the grave dangers which were 
confronting the coming generation as 
a result of the present day system of 
divorce. 

Many of the bishops discussed topics 
which are now before the general con- 
vention for action. Touching on the 
agitation for a change of name, which 
has been in existence since the conven- 
tion three years ago, Bishop Grafton 
said the proper title of the denomina- 
tion was “The American Catholic 
Church.” 


Died on Date of Birth 

Garysburg, N. C., Oct. 10.—Mathew 
W. Ransom, United States senator 
from North Carolina for 23 years, and 
later minister to Mexico, died sud- 
denly of heart failure. He was 78 
years old, his death occurring on the 
date of his birth. General Ransom 
served during the Civil waras brigadier 
general, He was the largest indi- 
vidual landowner and cotton planter in 
the state. 


First Train Fatality In Subway 

New York, Oct. 10.—Michael Kupac 
was run down and almost instantly 
killed by a subway train on which 
were 50 persons who had been enjoy- 
ing the trip through the subway at the 
invitation of the officials. This is the 
first subway fatality caused by opera- 
tion of a train. Motorman Griffin was 
arrested. 


The Burial of Payne 

Milwaukee, Oct. 10.—Henry ©. Payne 
was buried in Forest Home cemetery 
after 25,000 persons had viewed the 
body lying in state at the elty hall. 
The full Episcopalian services for the 
dead were read at All Saints Episcopal 
church, The services at the grare 
i Were private. 


Miss Peck Climbs 21,000 Feet 

Lima, Peru, Oct. 10.—Miss Annie 
S. Peck, the American mountain 
climber, has ascended Huasean moun- 
tain to a height of 21,000 feet.

WON'T OPEN THIS WEEK 


Fall River Mills, However, May 
Resume Before Month Ends 
Fall River, Mass., Oct. 10.—Rumors 

have been current for two or three days 

that the print cloth mills would be re- 
opened at an early date, but President 

Borden of the Manufacturers’ associa- 

tion says that so far as he knows no 

mill has any imtention of trying to 

start a week from today. Mr. Borden 

thinks that if concerted action was 
desired it would be agreed upon at 

a meeting of the agents. No such 

meeting has been called, and he knows 

of no intention to call one. 

The labor secretaries say that the 
overseers and second hands are being 
held in readiness for a resumption of 
work by some of the mill owners, and 
that the machinery has recently been 
overhauled. The prevailing opinion, 
however, is that no mill will open its 
gates during this week. 

Today marks the beginning of the 
12th week of the strike. The general 
feeling throughout the city has im- 
proved somewhat, due probably to the 
conference between the mill agents and 
union officials last week, and business 
men incline to the belief that this 
month will be the last one of idleness. 


Wound Up With Suicide 

Springfield, Mass., Oct. 10.—Judson 
Strong, the wealthy = estate man, 
who was shot by Dr. E. J. Belt Satur- 
day night when Belt was in a crazy fit, 
is in a very critical condition. There 
is immediate danger of secondary 
hemorrhage from the wounds in his 
face and mouth, and grave danger of 
blood poisoning. Belt committed sui- 
cide by taking carbolice acid after the 
shooting. He had previously tried to 
kill Miss Amelia Dumas, to whom he 
Was soon to be wedded. 


Attack by Gang of Robbers 

Newtown, Conn., Oct. 10.—What was 
doubtless a well planned expedition to 
assault and rob Night Operator North 
at the railroad station here was frus- 
trated by the approach of an early 
freight train from New Haven. Sey- 
eral men, the exact number North 
cannot state, attacked him savagely as 
he left his post to look at a switch 
less than 100 feet away. They were 
about to gag him when the freight 
train appeared around a nearby curve. 
The men fied. 


Young Hunter Accidentally Shot 

Nashua, N. H., Oct. 10.—The first 
accident of the hunting season in this 
vicinity occured when Joseph King, 
Jr.,-14 years old, received a heavy 
charge of buckshot in the right hip. 
He is in a serious condition. Young 
King, accompanied by Francis Lea- 
zotte, went into the woods to shoot 
squirrels. The gun which Leazotte 
was carrying was accidentally dis- 
charged and King, who was less than 
10 feet away, received the full charge 
in the hip. 


Arrests For Ticket Thieving 

Providence, Oct. 10.—James Hor- 
gan was arrested here on suspicion of 
receiving stolen tickets, alleged to 
have been stolen fromthe Somerville, 
Mass., station of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. Horgan’s brother, Thomas, 
was arrested in Boston Thursday for 
the larceny of $4384.71 worth of tickets, 
and a part of these, it is claimed, were 
received by James Horgan here yester- 
day. He was taken to Boston last 
evening. 


Elevator Took Man’s Head Off 

Boston, Oct. 10.—An unknown man 
entered the basement of a warehouse 
on Constitution wharf and fell asleep 
upon the floor of the elevator. Mich- 
ael Ferry, a night watchman, who 
Was On an upper floor of the warehouse, 
started the elevator machinery, and 
was horrified when the car came in 
sight to see on it a man’s body with 
the head missing. The unknown vic- 
tim of the accident was well dressed. 


An Unwelcome Caller 

Southbridge, Mass., Oct. 10.—While 
Ronan Clemmence was holding a party 
in his house here last night an acquaint- 
ance called at the front door and 
when Clemmence responded to the ring 
the caller fired two revolver shots at 
him, but neither of the bullets took ef- 
fect. The man then ran in the direc- 
tion of the woods on the outskirts of 
the town. The police are trying to lo- 
cate Paul Sinni. 


Automobile Ran Away 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 10—A big 
automobile of the touring car type got 
beyond control of its operator on Brond- 
way last night, and resulted in the in- 
jury of the three occupants of the ma- 
chine, created considerable excitement 
on Broadway and demolished a fence 
in front of the home of Mrs. Ellen 
Griffin. The automobile was wrecked.

Pensacola, Fla., Oct. 10.—Two petty 
officers, two firemen and an oiler in the 
navy were drowned in Pensacola bay 
by the capsizing of a sailboat in which 
they were returning from Pensacola to 
the navy yard. The boat contained 
nine men. A squall overturned the 
boat and four were rescued by a crew 
from the gunboat Vixen.

NEW PHASE OF WA 


Kuropatkin Announces Time 


For Forward Movement 


HOW CRITICS VIEW PLAN 


British Opinion Thnt He Is Act- 
ing on Imperial Order--Opinion 
That Oyama Will Welcome 

«Prospect of Decisive Battle 


London, Oct. 10.—Simultaneously 
with General Kuropatkin’s announce- 
ment to his army that the time has 
come for a forward movement, there 
comes news that the Russians have 
captured Bentsiaputze, one of the 
strategical points held by the Japan- 
ese. The event did not precipitate a 
severe eugagemeut, although the Jap- 
anese are reported to have suffered a 
considerable loss, the turning of their 
position having exposed them to a se- 
yere fire. 

In his address to his army MKuro- 
patkin asserts that the Russians have 
a force numerically superior to that 
of the Japanese and he predicts a tell- 
ing victory for his soldiers. 

The fleet blockading Port Arthur is 
reported to he more than usually alert, 
watching for British ships that are 
supposed to be planning to take sup- 
plies into the harbor. 

The new phase of the war involved in 
Kuropatkin’s address to his army is 
keenly discussed by English military 
critics. In the light of the probable mo- 
tives underlying Kuropatkin’s de- 
cision to take the offensive, it is not 
forgotten how, recently, the Russian 
plan of campaign was represented to 
be to draw the Japanese northward 
in order to attenuate their communica- 
tions, and hence there is greater sur- 
prise at what is considered as a re- 
markable order. 

Various reasons are advanced by the 
critics as having possibly actuated 
Kuropatkin; first, that Japanese in- 
activity led him to suppose that he was 
stronger numerically; second, that in- 
trigues connected with the appoint- 
ment of a new commander-in-cbhlef may 
have determined Kuropatkin to pre- 
cipitate matters, and, according to the 
English critics, by far the most ac- 
ceptable explanation, that he again has 
been overruled from St. Petersburg 
and is acting on imperial order. “He 
seems to be thrusting his head Into the 
Iion’s jaw,” says The Dally Telegraph, 
“under instructions from St. Peters- 
burg to give the czar victory at any 
cost.” 

Spencer Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post, takes similar views. He says 
that Kuropatkin’s mention of the relief 
of Port Arthur and the fact that imme- 
diately following the decision to send 
out a second army he apparently is 
about to risk everything in an attack 
by the first army, suggests government 
pressure. If so, Wilkinson says, his 
advance is a sign of desperation; but 
if he is acting on his own judgment it 
is a bold move and he Its a formidable 
antagonist. 

While all the morning newspapers 
comment in a similar vein, the con- 
seensus of opinion is that Field Marshal 
Oyama has nothing to fear from a 
Russian advance, and that he _ prob- 
ably will welcome the prospect of a de- 
cisive battle, since it is considered 
after such an order further retreat is 
impossible for the Russians without 
demoralization, and, as Wilkinson re- 
marks, should Kuropatkin be beaten 
now, nobody will expect the second Rus- 
sian army to succeed any better than 
the first. 

The retirement of the Japanese on 
their position at Liaoyang is con- 
strued as evidencing the desire of Field 
Marshal Oyama to draw the Russians 
into an attack upon a strong defensive 
position. The dry weather is favor- 
able to military operations. 


Touched Hearts and Pocketbooks 

New York, Oct. 10.—Revy. A. B. 
Simpson, the evangelist, raised more 
than $70,000 in cash and pledges at the 
Tabernacle yesterday, where he preach- 
ed his annual missionary sermon, the 
principal event of the 23rd annual con- 
vention of the Christian and Missionary 
alliance. One of the largest contribu- 
tlons was paid in five crisp $1000 bills. 


Bank Clerk Charged With Robbery 

Woodsfield, O., Oct. 10.—Earl F. De- 
vore, a bookkeeper in the First Na- 
tional bank of this place, was arrested 
on the charge of robbing the postoffice 
here. It is said that Devore has con- 
fessed to working the combination of 
the postoffice safe and abstracting 
$5000 consigned to his bank. 


Stalwarts May Withdraw Ticket 

Milwaukee, Oct. 10.—The Herald 
gays that a meeting of the executive 
rommittee of the national Republican 
(Stalwart) central committee will be 
held within a day or two to consider 
the advisability of withdrawing the 
Stalwart state ticket. 


A Thirteen-Year-Oid Murderer 

Boston, Tex., Oct. 10.—Willie Watson, 
13 years old, charged with killing his 
father at Oak Grove, was convicted of 
manslaughter and given five years in 
the penitentiary. The boy killed his 
father for whipping his 10-year-old 
sister. 


Ziegler In Serious Condition 
Stamford, Conn., Oct. 10.—The con- 
dition of William Zeigl#r, who was 
thrown from his carriage two weeks 
ago, is said to be extremely critical. A 
turn for the worse occurred 4 few days 

ago and Zeigler has failed to rally.

AN OLD OFFENDER 


Aged Horse Thief Likely to 
Spend More Time In Prison 
Southbridge, Mass., Oct. 10.—Inspec- 

tors from the Worcester police depart- 

ment have identified John Lyons, who 
was arrested under sensational clr- 


cumstances, on the charge of horse 
stealing, as John Thaber, alias James 
Thaber, who has spent the greater part 
of his life in state prisons. Lyons 
was arrested in Chariton City by a 
constable, but succeeded in escaping, 
although handcuffed, after he had se- 
verely bitten the officer. Later, how- 
ever, the man was arrested by South- 
bridge police, being found in the woods 
trying to file off his handcuffs on a 
stone wall. 

According to the Worcester inspec- 
tors, Lyons only recently was released 
from the Connecticut state prison, 
after serving a term for horse stealing. 
The officers say, also, that Lyons has 
served two terms In Sing Sing, one of 
10 and the other of six years; three 
years in the Massachusetts state prison, 
and four years in the New Hampshire 
state prison. In each instance he 
was convicted for horse stealing. 
Lyons is over 70 years old. 


Where to Get Religious Training 

Chicago, Oct. 10.—‘Not a single re- 
ligious problem of any importance has 
been solved by the theological semi- 
naries of the United States in 50 years.

The Atlantic M. E. Church observed 
its tenth anniversary on Sunday.

The regular morn- 
ing service was held at 10.30, when the 
sermon was by Rev. Herbert H. Deetz, 
who was pastor of the church when it 
was dedicated. Rev. Mr. Deetz preached 
from the words of John 19:5—‘‘Behold 
the man.’’ 

At the close of the sermon Rey. Mr. 
Wright extended the right hand of fel- 
lowship to Mr. and Mrs. Westly Carlisle 
of Grand Kapids, Mich., who were ad- 
mitted by letter. 

At Sunday School session there was an 
address by Rev. H. C. Colton of Boston 
on the Sunday school lesson, which 
was “‘The Widow’s oil increased.’’ 
There were also remarks by the pastor 
and Rev. Mr. Deetz, and singing and 
recitations by the school. 

At 5.30 there was a meeting of the 
Junior Epworth League conducted 
Edith Greenard. 

At six o’clock there was a meeting 
of the Epworth League conducted by 
Mrs. Westly Carlisle. 

The evening held at 7 
o'clock. It opened with a song service 
led by the pastor, prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Deetz, scripture lesson by the pastor, 
historical sketch by John Ramsdell, 
and sermon by Rev. Willard T. 
presiding elder. 

Miss Mabel F. Burr also sang 
‘*The Beautiful City."* 

Mr. Ramsdell in his historical sketch 
said the movement which culminated 
in the organization of the church 
started in May, 1891. The result was 
the formation of a mission May 24 with 
Rey. David Ela, superintendent of City 
Missions, in charge. 

It was organized as a church Jan. 10, 
1892, with 22 charter members and 14 
probationers. 

Steps were taken looking toward the 
building of achurch with the result 
that a lot was purcbased the next year. 
The following spring a building was 
started. The corner-stone was laid 
April 10, by Bishop J. Fitzgerald, 
assisted by other clergymen. The 
church was dedicated by Bishop J. W.

APPEAL TO YOUNG MEN. 

President Garfield Said, “Pitch Your 
Tent Among the Living and Not 
Among the Dead.” 

[Extract from the speech of Hon. James 
A. Garfield delivered at Cleveland, O., 
Oct. 11, 1879.] 

Now, fellow citizens, a word before 

I leave you, on the very eve of the 


holy day of God—a fit ngment to con- 
secrate ourselves finally to the great 
work of next Tuesday morning. I see 
in this great audience tonight a great 
many young men, young men who are 
about to cast their first vote. I want 
to give you a word of suggestion and 
advice. The other day a boy up in 
one of the northwestern counties said 
to me: “General, I have a great mind 
to vote the Democratic ticket. My 
father is a Republican, and my broth- 
ers are Republicans, and I am a Re- 
publican all over, but I want to be an 
independent man, and I don’t want 
anybody to say, ‘That fellow votes the 
Republican ticket just because his dad 
does,’ and I have half a mind to vote 
the Democratic ticket just to prove 
my independence.” I did not like the 
thing the boy suggested, but « did ad- 
mire the spirit of the boy that wanted 
to have some independence of his own. 

Now I tell you, young men, don't 
vote the Republican ticket Just because 
your father votes it. Don’t vote the 
Democratic ticket even if he does vote 
it. But let me give you this one word 
of advice as you are about to pitch 
your tent in one of the great political 
camps. Your life is full and buoyant 
with hope now, and, I beg you, when 
you pitch your tent, pitch it among the 
living and not among the dead. If 
you are at all inclined to pitch it 
among the Democratic people and with 
that party, let me go with you for a 
moment while we survey the ground 
where I hope you will not shortly Ile. 
It is a sad place, young man, for you 
to put your young life into. It is to 
me far more like a graveyard than 
like a camp for the living. 

Oh, young man, come out of that! 
That is no place in which to put your 
young life. Come out, and come over 
into this camp of liberty, of law, of 
order, of justice, of freedom, of all 
that is glorious under these night stars. 

Is there any death here in our camp? 
Yes! Yes! Three hundred and fifty 
thousand soldiers, the noblest band 
that ever trod the earth, died to make 
this camp a camp of glory and of lib- 
erty forever. 

But there are no dead issues here. 
There are no dead ideas here. Hang 
out our banner from under the blue 
sky this night until it shall sweep the 
green turf from under your feet! It 
hangs over our camp. Read away up 
under the stars the inscription we have 
written on it, lo, these twenty-five 
years. 

Come down the glorious steps of our 


banner. Every great record we have 
made we have vindicated with our 
blood and with our truth. It sweeps 


the ground and it touches the stars. 
Come there, young man, and put in 
your life where all is living, and where 
nothing is cead but the heroes that 
defended it. 


DEMAND FOR MANUFACTURES 


Exports In This Line Exceed Agri- 
cultural Products For the First 
Time. ’ 
For the first time inthe history of 

the United States manufactures are 
exceeding agricultural products in the 
exportation of domestic products. Fig- 
ures issued by the department of com- 
merce and labor through its bureau of 
statistics show that in the month of 
July manufactures exported amounted 
to $40,000,000 against $31,000,000 of 
agricultural products, and in the month 
of June manufactures amounted to 
nearly $42,000,000 against $37,250,000 
of agricultural products. In former 
years agricultural products have great- 
ly exceeded manufactures in the ex- 
ports of the country. 

Even in the seven months ending 
with July, 1904, agricultural products 
exceeded manufactures by nearly $100,- 
000,000, but in the month of May, 1904, 
manufactures for the first time in the 
history of the country exceeded agri- 
cuitural products in the statement of 
domestic exports, and this was again 
the case in June and in July. In the 
month of May, 1904, exports of manu- 
factures exceeded agricultural prod- 
ucts by about $1,000,000. In June the 
excess of manufactures over agricul- 
tural products was over $4,000,000, and 
in July the excess of manufactures 
over agricultural products was nearly 
$9,000,000. In the three months of 
May, June and July, 1904, the total 
value of agricultural products exported 
was $106,503,133, while the total value 
of manufactures exported in the same 
period was $120,789,769. 

It is quite apparent, however, that the 
proportion which manufactures form 
of the total exports is steadily increas- 
ing. That this change in the character 
of the exports of the country—a move- 
ment from agricultural products to- 
ward manufactures—is due rather to 
an increase in the home production of 
menufactures than to any actual de- 
crease in the home production of agri- 
cultural products is apparent upon a 
study of the statistical tables of the 
census bureau and bureau of statistics, 
which show the home production in 
these two great classes. 

The census tables show a rapid 
movement of population from the agri- 
cultural sections toward the manufac- 
turing centers, and as a result a small- 
er proportion of the total population 
is engaged in the production of food, 
while a larger proportion is producing 
manufactures instead of food supplies, 
thus diminishing the surplus available 
for exportation. Figures of the bureau 
of statistics show that the wheat con- 
sumption of the United States in the 


fiscal year 1994 was the largest in the 


history of the country, the total bush- 
els consumed being 517,143,143 against 
466,975,913 bushels in 1903.

Gaining 
momentum at every ya.d, the heavy 
car rushed down the incline at a ter- 
rific rate. When it struck the switch 
leading onto the siding it jumped the 
track and crashed head-on into the 
waiting car. The vestibules of both 
ears were crushed as though they were 
paper. The runaway <r carried no 
passengers, but the one on the siding 
was occupied by seven passengers. All 
escaped serious injury.

Boston Americans Win Pen- 


nant For Second Time 


AEW YORKS’ HARD FIGHT 


Sensational Struggle For Final 
Honors Ends With Defeat of 
Highlanders on Their Grounds 


--Details of Decisive Game 


New York, Oct. 11.—Boston van- 
juished New York on the baseball field 
here, winning the league 
championship pennant for the second 
It was a sensational finish to a

time. 
thrilling struggle which has been go- 
ing on for several months and, while 
Boston won, the New York repre- 
sentatives were not disgraced. In fact 
they almost shared the honor with the 
victors. 

During the last two months these 
teams have been see-sawing in the lead 
for championship fame, and the fact 
that the issue narrowed down to the out- 
come of yesterday’s double-header 
demonstrates how close the battle was. 
In order to win the pennant the New 
Yorkers required two victories yes- 
terday, while Boston needed only one. 


At the end of the fifth inning in the

Strike a Decisive Blow 


Russians Endeavor to 


ADVANCE ON JAPS BEGUN 


Speculation as to Considerations 
Which Led Kuropatkin to Sud- 
denly Assume the Defensive-- 
A Possible Japanese Bluff 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—A battle 
upon which the fate of this year’s 
campaign in Manchuria depends seems 
only a few days ahead. Advices from 
the front are meagre. All that is posi- 
tively known officially is that General 
IWuropatkin bas cast the die at last, 
about faced his army and is march- 
ing resolutely aguinst the ehemy us 
if resolved to do or die. 

According to uuoticial reports Field 
Marshal Oyama, at the first sign of 
Ihuropatkin taking the offensive, be- 
gau drawing in his line and concentrat- 
ing upon fortified positions north of 
Liaoyang. According to the latest re- 
ports from Mukden, dated last night, 
the Japanese outposts are being driven 
in all along the line. 

The strategy of the forward move- 
ment will be concealed, as were the 
preparations for the advance, so that all 
surmises as to where Kuropatkin in- 
tends to strike are mere guesswork. 
It is not clear whether Kuropatkin 
contemplates a blow on the left, centre 
or right of the Japanese army, but the 
fact that stress is laid upon the cap- 
ture of Bentsiaputzu, which opens the 
road and fords to Benzihu, 20 miles east 
of Liaoyang, where General Kuroki 
crossed, and that Cossacks are already 
reported in the neighborhood of the 
Stream, might foreshadow an exact re- 
versal of the battle of Liaoyang, this 
time the Russian commander flanking 
and turning Liaoyang with his left as 
Field Marshal Oyama did with his 
right. 

Little Ught has been thrown upon the 
considerations which led Kuropatkin 
suddenly to assume the offensive. Of- 
ficers of the general staff, while not un- 
der-estimating the heavy task and se- 
vere sacrifices that are involved in as- 
suming the offensive, nevertheless ex- 
press absolute confidence that Kuro- 
patkin has found a weak point in the 
Japanese armor. 


Different explanations abound as to 
the reason for making a forward move- 
ment at this time. The advance is at- 
tributed to a realization by Kuropat- 
kin of the difficulty the Japanese have 
encountered in making good their 
losses at Liaoyang and replenishing 
their supplies and ammunition, or pos- 
sibly to the drawing off of a portion of 
the Japanese troops to reinforce Gen- 
eral Nogi in a desperate effort to end 
the slege of Port Arthur. 

Whatever the explanation, it is ap- 
parent from the hasty manner in which 
the Japanese withdrew before the first 
show of Russian strength that their 
recent ostentatious preparations for an 
advance were largely bluff. The best 
opinion here is that the impending bat- 
tle is likely to develop with startling 
rapidity. 

It is reported that the Japanese 
have abandoned Sianchan,. Siamatsze 
and Meichoulin, positions east of Liao- 
yang. 

In political circles considerable stress 
is laid upon the moral effect upon the 
Chinese that may be expected from 
Kuropatkin’s advancing without being 
compelled to abandon the sacred city of 
Mukden, it being remembered that the 
Japanese failed to reach the city of im- 
perial tombs during the Chino-Japan- 
ese war. 


A RUSSO-GERMAN DEAL 


How Czar and Kaiser May Try 
to Dovetail Their Interests 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—The rumor 

of the existence of a secret under- 

standing between Russia and Germany 
covering the war in the far east has 
again been revived. According to the 
latest version Germany gives certain 
guaranties to Emperor Nichoas re- 
garding the German frontier, which 
will enable Russia to withdraw troops 
from the big garrison maintained in 
Russian Poland and dispatch them to 
the far east, besides agreeing to sup- 
port Russia in the peace negotiations 
at the end of the war. Germany’s com- 
pensation, in addition to the conces- 
sions made in the commercial treaties 
already negotiated, is to be the support 
of Russia in the attempt to incorporate 

The Netherlands in the German con- 

federation in the event of the death of 

Queen Wilhelmina without a direct 

heir. 


1 Lamaedorff Feels Offended 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—The strained 
relations between the foreign office and 
the admiralty over the question of 
contraband has reached an acute atage, 
Foreign Minister Lamadorff considers 
that he has suffered a personal affront 
under which he cannot rest and pur- 
poses to tender his resignation. Con- 
fidence is expressed that should the 
matter go thus far the emperor will de- 
cline to accept Lamsdorff’s resignation. 


Stoesse! Cannot Hold Out Long 

London, Oct. 11.—The Morning Post’s 
Shanghai correspondent says it is 
stated that Lieutenant General Stoessel 
has reported that unless he is relieved 
before December he must surrender.

Three Score People injured In 
Train Collision in Missouri 
Warrensburg, Mo., Oct. 11. Twenty- 


| eight persons were killed and G0 in 
jured by a head-on collision of Mis- 


souri Pacific trains three miles east 
of Warrensburg. The trains were the 
second section of a passenger train 
trom Wichita for St. Louisand an extra 
freight train. 

The passenger train, consisting of 
two day coaches, 2 Pulman and a ea- 
boose, was loaded with World’s Fair 
excursionists from Kansas and Mis- 
sourt. The passenger train had been 
cut in two at Pleasant Hill on account 
of a heavy load and a locomotive at- 
tached to the front car without a bag- 
gage carasa buffer. The extra freight 
had been side-tracked at Montzerrat 
for the first section of the Wishita 
train, which carried signals that a sec- 
ond section was following. <A local pas- 
senger train passed and the freight 
crew took the local for the second sec- 

j tion of the Wichita train and pulled 
out of the side track. Three miles 
west the freight met the second section. 

The impact telescoped the tender of 
the passenger locomotive and _ the 
front car, Which was full of passengers, 
and it was here that the sacrifice of life 
took place. 

The conductor of the freight train 
says he was dozing while his train 
Was at Montzerrat and when the local 
train passed, Engineer Horton believed 
it was the second section of the Wichita 
train and, thinking the track clear, 
pulled out on the main line. 


Eryan the Democraile Aaron 

Chillicothe, Mo., Oct. 11.—William 
J. Bryan, having been introduced to a 
large crowd here as “the man who 
would some day be President of the 
United States,’ said that he used to 
think he would be president and that 
he was the Moses of the Democratic 
party. “But I don’t think so now,” 
he said. ‘*Moses, you know, was slow 
of speech, and the Lord selected Aaron 
as his speech-maker. I believe that I 
am the Aaron rather than the Moses of 
Democracy. I am willing to be the 
Aaron of the party, if our Moses, who 
has been so slow of speech, will but 
lead the people out of the wilderness.”

Boston, Oct. 11.—The Archbishop of 
Canterbury made his last public ap- 
pearance and utterance on his present 
visit last night at the greatest mis- 
sionary meeting ever held in the his- 
tory of the Episcopal church of this 
country. ‘Tremont temple, the largest 
church building in the city, and St. 
Paul's church, a block away, were 
both crowded to overflowing and thou- 
sands were unable to gain admission to 
either church? No building in the city 
could have accommodated the people 
who wanted to hear and see the primate 
of all England and the bishops of Japan, 
China, the Philippines and of Cape 
Palmas, South Africa. The same 
speakers addressed both audiences. 

Bishop McKim of Tokio spoke on 
“the eastern crisis and the church's op- 
portunity.’ The bishop said Japan 
was occidental in her ideas, and that 
religious and civil liberty had been 
lately guaranteed under the constitu- 
tion; that in her dealings with other 
peoples she had not deceived, wronged 
or oppressed them, but that while 
there had been advancement in intel- 
lectual aud material things, there had 
been no advance in moral and_ re- 
ligious things. 

Of their religion, the bishop said 
Japan might be called a nation with- 
out a religion, and that as it was 
through American influence that the 
door was opened to western civiliza- 
tion, it was the duty of the American 
church to spread there the Christian 
religion, which, he contended, was the 
desire of the intelligent and cultured 
Japanese. 

Bishop Ferguson of Cape Palmas, 
republic of Liberia, gave an interesting 
account of the work among the ne- 
groes. 

Bishop Graves of Shanghai had for 
his subject “the yellow peril; our 
golden opportunity.” The bishop de- 
elared that those living on the other side 
of the world knew of no such things 
as a “yellow peril,” and after returning 
to this country, with its magnificent 
political, commercial and social  or- 
ranization, “the yellow peril” became a 
bugaboo and an _ absurdity. “The 
peril,” he said, “is all the other way. 
The people of China are asking, ‘What 
is Europe and the United States going 
to do with us? Are they going to dl- 
vide us or what? Why can’t the people 
of the United States and England pro- 
tect us from those of the north? These 
people are waiting for your word, 
whether they are to rise and become a 
people, or to be divided among the na- 
tions.” 

Iie said the world was about to wit- 
ness the opening up of the whole con- 
tinent of Asia, which he declared to be 
the meaning of the conflict and stir in 
the east. He urged the duty of the 
chureh to seize the opportunity and 
carry the beneficent gospel of Christ to 
them. 

“What the American chureh can do 
in the Philippines” was the topic of an 
address by Bishop Brent of the Philip- 
pines. The problem, he said, was an 
extremely difficult and delicate one. 
Speaking of the work among the sol- 
diers, he declared: “The army is an 
American institution and as such is to 
be honored by American citizens. The 
soldiers there are under peculiar 
temptations and are called upon to do 
the most difficult work in the task to 
which the nation has been called.” He 
urged his auditors to give for the estab- 
lishment of a hospital at Manila and to 
send teachers for the schools. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury was 
introduced by Bishop Lawrence, who 
said this was the primate’s last appear- 
ance at this visit. Dr. Davidson said 
that the question of missions was the 
biggest subject that can be to any peo- 
ple who think at all. Alluding to the 
Philippines and the war in the east, 
he said that roadways have been made 
in these last days and that people's 
hearts and minds were filled with the 
big issues, not of imperialism, so-called, 
but of the interlacing and _ inter- 
knowledge of the interests of the neo- 
ples of the earth. Without any thought 
of the religious life, said he, the Phil- 
ippines came to you carrying with it 
an answerableness to God in religious 
things, and a call for making the gospel 
a reality. 

The archbishop spoke feelingly of the 
great gathering, the impression of 
which would strengthen him for is 
work. Nothing in his life, he said, had 
given him greater pleasure than tb's 
visit to America. 

The vast audience then stood and 
sang “Stand Up For Jesus,” after 
which the benediction was pronounced 
by the primate. 


Yellow Fever Was Feared 

Boston, Oct. 11.—Steamer Straits of 
Dover, from Progresso, Mex., with sisal 
grass, was held at quarantine for sev- 
eral hours, owing to the suspicious ill- 
ness of three members of the crew. It 
was later found that they were suffer- 
ing from malaria. @wo mendied on the 
vessel during the voyage and were 
burted at sea. As yellow fever is preva- 
lent at Progresso it was at first sus- 
pected that death and illness on board 
the steamer were due ‘o that disease.

Opposing Forces In Manchuria 


Are Again In Collision 


RUSSIANS BEGUN ATTACK 


Repulsed by Japanese, but Re- 
sumed Advance--Terrific Ar- 
tllery Engagement In Prog- 
ress Along Entire Front 


Mukden, Oct. 12.—A bloody battle is 
now raging about six miles north of 
Yentai railroad station. The Japanese 
ou Sunda} fell back along the whole 
front and the Russian advance guards 
crossed the Schili river, about half 
Way between Mukden and Liaoyang, 
and came within three miles of Yeutai, 
Lut on Monday the Japanese recelved 
Strong reinforcements of infantry and 
artillery and not only held their posi- 


tions, but even assumed the offensive. 
The fighting lasted the entire day 
and night. The Japanese directed their 


artillery fire with great skill and 
searched the Russian positions so 


fiercely that the Russians fell back 
north of the Schili river, which crosses 
the railroad seven miles from Yentai. 

The Russians yesterday resumed 
their advance, once more crossed the 
Schili river and engaged the Japanese 
two miles south of it. 

A terrible artillery engagement is 
proceeding along the entire front. The 
result of the battle is still undecided. 


London, Oct. 12.—The British gov- 
ernment is closely watching to discern 
the cause and effect of General Kuro- 
patkin’s forward movement. Baron 
Hayashi, the Japanese minister here, 
conveyed such information as he pos- 
sessed to Foreign Minister Lansdowne. 
Baron Hayashi says that Oyama, 
adopting the most cautious method, has 
been fortifying, step by step, and 
never advancing unless he was able to 
ensure the absolute safety of his con- 
stantly lengthening lines of communica- 
tion. He must have had enormous dif- 
ficulty in bringing up sufficient sup- 
plies and ammunition for his large 
army which were depleted greatly after 
the battle of Liaoyang. 

“About a week from now,” said the 
baron, “there should be a decisive en- 
gagement and it is likely to occur at 
Liaoyang or on the ‘Taitse river. 
Skirmishes will take place meanwhile, 
but unless I am very much mistaken 
the Japanese will not make a deter- 
mined stand until Kuropatkin reaches 
the scene of his recent defeat. Our 
lines of communication and our sup- 
plies and ammunition could scarcely 
have reached perfection to any point 
north of Liaoyang. 

“It does not matter much whether 
Kuropatkin has assumed the offensive 
upon orders from St. Petersburg or by 
his own desire; he has taken a _ tre- 
mendous risk and it is not for me to say 
whether he was justified or not. It 
is all very well for critics to say that 
the Ru;sian commander leaves his 
communications open to attack, but 
only a very large force can adequately 
disturb such lines as Kuropatkin pos- 
sesses. 

“T hear on good authority ‘that he 
has got men standing almost shoulder 
to shoulder along the railway.’ I 
would not be surprised if Kuropatkin, 
instead of continuing a frontal ad- 
vance, should launch the whole of his 
army against Genera! Kuroki's flank- 
ing forces. It would be a bold stroke 
and precipitate a gveat struggle, but 
the Russians are not accustomed to 
mountain fighting, and would be handi- 
eapped even though superior in num- 
bers. 

“Whatever happens—whether Kuro- 
patkin is allowed to march compara- 
tively unopposed to the Taitse river, 
where Oyama has been fortifying, or 
whether he diverts his army in an en- 
deavor to crush Kuroki—the result of 
the present phase of the Manchurian 
campaign means much, and perhaps {is 
almost as vital to one side as to the 
other.” 


Hopes of mediation are dwindling. 
About six weeks ago diplomatic circles 
here were stirred by the report that 
the eriginal anti-war party in Russia 
was in the ascendency. Since then ac- 
tive, though quite unofficial, exchanges 
of opinion as to the possibility of end- 
ling the war have been progressing be- 
tween various embassies at the Brit- 
sh capital. This ephemeral step to- 
wards peace has now come toa natural 
death as, rightly or wrongly, con- 
fidential advices from St. Petersburg 
to diplomatic sources here say that 
those who originally advocated war 
with Japan are again taking the lead- 
ing part in the ezar’s councils. 


War Foreseen by Li Hung Chang 
London, Oct. 12—The Times pub- 
lishes the summary of a letter alleged 
to have been written by Li Hung Chang 
shortly before his death, predicting 
that little harm would come from al- 
lowing the Russians to hold Man- 
cburia, because it would lead to war 
between Russia and Japan, and then 
China, by espousing the winning side, 
would be able to recover Manchuria. 


Kuropatkin Acting Under Pressure 

London, Oct. 12.—The English 
papers are still discussing what they 
regard as Genera] Kuropatkin’s inex- 
plicable change of plan of campaign 
and with the increasing conviction, 
that now is shared by most of the Eu- 


ropean critics, that it is due to pressure

St. Louis, Oct. 12.—The feature of 
the session of the international con- 
gress of military surgeons was an ad- 
dress by Major Ames of Wakefield, 
Mass., who advocated a national school 
for the instruction of surgeons for ser- 
vice in war times. He declared that 
the practicing physician taken  sud- 
denly from civil life and placed in the 
responsible position of surgeon with 
troops in the field lacks the knowledge 
of the special requirements of mili- 
tary service and the sanitary and 
kindred needs of the soldiers. 


Union Men Elect Officers 
Lynn, Mass., Oct. 12.—Francis J. |} 
Clarke of the Brockton Lasters’ union 
was chosen unanimously to succeed 
James R. Crozier as president of the 
state branch, American Federation of 
Labor. Mr. Crozier, who positively de- 
clined a third term, was chosen as 
state delegate to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which meets at San | 
Francisco Noy. 14, and Dennis D. Dris- 
coll was unanimously nominated for a 
sixth term as secretary and treasurer 
o7 the state branch, A. F. of L, 


Will Lessen Railroad Accidents 

Ottawa, Oct. 12.—The railway com- 
panies of the dominion have agreed 
among themselves to draft a uniform 
set of rules to govern the operation of 
trains in the effort to prevent acci- 
dents. The roads will be compelled to 
introduce the block system. Hand 
and light signals will be made uniform 
and no train hand shall work more 
than a specitied number of hours each 
day, whether he wants to or not. 


Sleepy Train Crew Caused Disaste: 
Warrensburg, Mo., Cct. 12.—The 
crew of the freight train which col- 
lided with a passenger train Monday, 
resulting in the death of 29 persons, 
is held responsible for the disaster by 
the coroner's jury, which returned a 
verdict last night. The verdict charges 
the crew with disobeying orders and 
with being asleep at their post of duty. 
No recommendation was made as to the 
prosecution of the train crew. 


Never Before Accomplished 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 12—Tom Ax- 
worthy, a prohibitive favorite, cap- 
tured the $3000 McDowell stake for 4- | 
year-old trotters in the first heat of | 
the three-heat race and by distancing} 
the other two borses, took first, second | 
and third money. It was a feat never 
before accomplished in a stake race on 
the Lexington track. 


Strike Cost City $16,000,000 

Marseilles, Oct. 12.—The strikes of 
dock laborers haye been officially 
closed by the decision of the Dockers’ 
uvion to resume work, though a few 
coal heavers are still standing out. It 
is estimated that the 40 days of Idle- 
ness consequent upon this strike cost 
the city $16,000,000. 


Milner Resigns Commissionership 

London, Oct. 12.—Lord Milner has re- 
signed the high commissionership of 
Scuth Africa on account of ill-health, 
brought about by the prolonged strain 
in grappling with the situation, which 
is daily becoming more difficult, ow- 
ing to the financial and racial troubles 
of the country.

The boats were swamped and the crew 
jumped into the sea, where, owing to 
the heavy combers, they were quickly 
drowned. The Japanese fleet carefully 
searched the patrolled locality, but 
failed to find any other survivors.

Chicago, Oct. 12.—When released on 
bail, after having been arrested, 
ebarged with being implicated in a 
shooting affray which caused a panic 
in fhe corridors of the Merchants 
building, James J. Keppler, Joseph Al- 
vin and James Papineau, union labor 
leaders, assaulted with clubs the ue- 
tectives who arrested them, severely 
injuring one of them. After a hard 
fight the three union men were re- 
arrested and again lodged in jail. <A 
heated discussion over labor matters 
brought about the shooting. 


Evidence Against Weinseimer 

New York, Oct. 12.—At the trial of 
Philip Weinseimer, former president of 
the Building Trades alliance, charged 
with the extortion of $2700 from 
George Essig, a contractor, George F. 
Jchnson, of the firm of Johnson, Kahn 
& Co., contractors, who erected the 
Chatsworth hotel, told of an alleged at- 
tempt by Weinseimer to obtain $2500 
from him on the Chatsworth contracts, 
of his refusal to pay the amount, and 
the subsequeygt strike on the plumbing 
contract. 


Explosion Didn't Come Off 
Coshocton, O., Oct. 12.—The friend- 
ly warning of a prisoner last night 
frustrated a well planned attempt to 
blow up the county jail here. A note 
found in the floor of the jail was te 
the effect that dynamite fuses would 
be found in the bathroom and that the 
jail was to be blown up at & o'clock. 
An investigation by Sheriff Browning 
disclosed seven dynamite fuses ready 
for explosion hidden in the lavatory.

Kaiser Flirting With Vatican 

London, Oct. 12.—The Times Rome 
correspondent says: Emperor William 
is attempting to execute a master 
stroke of poicy by bringing Into the 
orbit of the dreibund the Vatican, 
hitherto its most persistent foe, thus 
bringing within measurable distance 
the realization of the emperor's life- 
long dream of a revival of the holy Ro- 
man empire in fact, if not in name, un- 
der Hohenzollern leadership. 


Coolies In Sorry Pilght 

Singapore, Oct. 12.—Marooned on a 
small island in the China sea, witb 
provisions for only 10 days, are 2260 
ccoolies and four Europeans. The 
steamship Swanley has arrived here 
badly damaged by grounding on Seraya 
island. She was obliged to land all 
her passengers, who were bound from 
Hong Kong to South Africa, on Saraya 
island. The vessel was just able to 
make Singapore.

ALL BUT WRECKED! THE 


Flyer Has Remarkably Close 


Call In Vermont 


THE RAILS HAD SPREAD 


Train Which Usually Runs at 
Rate of Nearly a Milea Min- 
ute Had Slowed Down--F reight 
Train Held Passenger Cars on 


Edge of Steep Embankment

Beunington, Vt., Oct 73.—A fortu 
nate combination of circumstances un 
doubtedly prevented a terrible gecident 
or the Rutland railroad. dhe “Green 


Mountain Flyer,” southbound, left the 
rails at Arlington, 14 mil.s from bere. 
but a wrecked locomotive andea tvuin 
Joad of thoroughly shaken up passen- 
gers was the ouly result of the acci- 
dent. 

The flyer ordinarily through 
Arlington at a speed of nearly 60 miles 
an hour, but yesterday xfternoon the 
engineer of the train was compelled 
to slow down for a freight train which 
was taking a side track, thereby giving 
him right of way. 

This operation had accom 
plished and the train was once more 
gathering headway rapiliy, probably 
35 miles an hour, when «he rails sud 
denly spread and the trait was dropped 
down on to the ties and ballast. The 
latter had a steep incline. Just be 
yond was another set of tracks upon 
which was standing a “dead” freight 
train. 

The moment the engine dropped the 
engineer applied his emergency brakes 
and brought his train to a standstill 
within a comparatively short distance. 
The wheels of the passenger cars, re- 
lieved of their accustomed support, 
slipped off onto the ballasted incline, 
with the result that the cars were un- 
able to retain thelr equilibrium and 
began to topple over. Fortunately the 
train had stopped before the line of 
freight cars had been passed and the 
coaches rested against the cars. 

Had the flyer been travelling at the 
speed ordinarily attained on this sec 
tion of the road the accident must 
surely have resulted seriously, and as 
it was, the line of freight cars was the 
only obstruction between the derailed 
train and a steep embankment. 

The passengers left the train as soon 
as possible and were alarmed when 
they saw how narrow had peen their 
escape from possible deaths The flyer, 
comprising seven coaches, carried 380 
passengers and left Montreal at 9:35 
o'clock yesterday morning. It was due 
in New York at 9:20 last night. 

The engineer and fireman jumped 
when they realized their danger and 
escaped serious injury. The engine 
was totally wrecked, it being com- 
pletely turned around and hurled on its 
side, heading north. The tender was 
thrown sideways across the tracks and 
the baggage car crashed into two 
freight cars on the west siding, throw- 
ing them down a 20-foot embankment. 

The train, at the time of the accl- 
dent, was in charge of a Boston and 
Maine crew. A local train from the 
south was made up to take the passen- 
gers, who were transferred around the 
wreck to Troy, N. Y., to make connec- 
tions for New York city.

Washington, Oct. 13.—The annual 
report of Commissary General Weston 
of the army says the total cost of feed- 
ing the army during the past fiscal year 
was $8,281,750. During the year the 
losses were $553,970, from which is to 
be deducted $85,980, the proceeds of 
sales at auctions of damaged and de- 
teriorated stores, ete. 


Dewey May Direct Maneuvers 

Washington, Oct. 13.—Admiral 
Dewey has again offered to assume 
command of the combined fieet in the 
Caribbean sea and direct the winter 
maneuvers. If his services can be 
spared from the presidency of the gen- 
eral board at taat time, Secretary Mor- 
ton certainly will accept the admiral’s 
offer. 


Receiver For Tobacco Concern 

New York, Oct. 13.—Justice Leven- 
tritt of the supreme court has appointed 
Jerome Taylor receiver for property in 
this state belonging to the Common- 
wealth Tobacco company, a New Jersey 
corporation. Taylor was previously 
appointed receiver for the company’s 
property in New Jersey. 


Reserve Army of Over 50,000 

Rome, Oct. 13.—The reserves who 
bave been recalled to service with the 
army have presented themselves to 
their several commands. The number 
thus reporting exceeds 50,000. The 
pumber of troops at the disposal of the 
government amounts now to 221,000.

A Washington dispateh of Wednesday 
tu the Boston Advertiser says:

The above dispatch refers to sub- 
marines, four of which were built by 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
and were shipped to New York 
Quincy Sept. 28.

FIGHTING GOES ON 


Will Outweigh Importance of 
the Liaoyang Battle 


KUROPATKIN’S BIG TASK 


His Defeat Would Prove Disas- 
ter of First Magnitude to Rus- 
sian While 


Means Winter Campaign and 


Army, Success 


Greatly Enhanced Prestige 


Mukden, Oct. 13.—Stubborn fighting 
is still in progress, this being the fourth 
Gay of the engagement. It is impos- 
sible at this time to say what has been 
accomplished. 

Hospital trains are continually ar- 
riving from the south. The wounded 
are being sent further north. <A dress- 
ing station has been established on the 

| railway platform here, where nurses 
aud surgeons give prompt attention to 
the most urgent cases before the trains 
proceed. 

} Along the battle line some of the Chi- 
nese have built bomb-proofs, from the 
protection of which they are gathering 
crops between the cannonading. Other 
Chinese are moving their effects here 
and there amid the ruthless waste of 
their grain and other property by the 
contending armies. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 13.—No official 
{news of the result of yesterday's bat- 
| tle south of Mukden is yet availabie. 
General Kuropatkin doubtless has 
communicated his regular report to 
| Emperor Nicholas at T'sarkoe Selo, but 
the dispatch was not sent back to the 
general staff. So the latest word from 
Russian sources is contained in the 
press dispatch from Mukden. As _ is 
'natural, the absence of official news Is 
| pessimistically interpreted in many 
| quarters, but the general staff, though 
j reticent, patience, pointing 
out that the offensive movement was 
planned upon a large scale and has not 
{yet reached a stage Where a decisive 
jresult could have been attained. 

The frontal attack on the Yeuntai 
mines developed a desperate battle, in 
which probably 100,000 men are en- 
geeged, but though the dispatches so far 
deal almost exclusively with this feat- 
jure of the battle, it is poin’-d out that 
| there is a much wider field involved. 

A fight on the Russian left flank has 
not yet developed, and possibly here 
General Kuropatkin intends to deliver 
his main blow. What force is pushing 
forward in this direction behind the 
screen containing the column at Shan- 
tintaidze is ynknown, but the appear- 
avce of a Russian column at Tzyan- 
chan, 30 miles southeast of Mukden, 
striking at Field Marshal Oyama’s com- 
municagions with the Yalu, and the 
knowledge that another column {fs al- 
ready across the Taitse river, gives evt- 
dence of the wide nature of the turn- 
jing movement. It is possible that the 
jattack on the Yentai mines may 
simply be intended to hold the main 
Japanese force stationary and that the 
outcome of the Yentai fight may have 
little bearing on the result of the gen- 
eral engagement. 

While it is now asserted that Kuro- 
patkin enjoys a considerable nu- 
merical superiority, the main fear ex- 
pressed is that this superiority is in- 
suflicient to enable him to carry out the 
big operations he has undertaken. 

Apprehension is caused by a Tokio 
dispatch saying that Oyama _ reports 
that he is gaining ground and has cut 
off a Russian column below the Tuitse 
river. It is only natural, after the re- 
peated reverses already suffered, that 
Russians fully realize how much Kuro- 
}patkin has staked upon the assump- 
tion of the offensive. 

The battle now in progress undoubt- 

edly will outweigh in importance the 
hard fight at Liaoyang. For Kuropat- 
kin, victory, partial or complete, is abso- 
lutely necessary. Defeat would cer- 
tainly spell ruin for his military reputa- 
tion and probably prove a disaster of 
the first magnitude to the Russian 
army. If the Japanese should roll up 
Kuropatkin’s advance now, all hope of 
an aggressive Russian success in this 
campaign or of the relief of Port Ar- 
thur would be ended probably for this 
year. But Russian success now means 
o winter campaign and immensely en- 
j hanced prestige, not only for Kuropat- 
'kin personally, but for the Russian 
arms in Manchuria, in the eyes of the

Episcopal House of Deputies on 
Proposed Change 

Boston, Oct. 13.—A marked division 
of sentiment regarding the proposal to 
prevent the remarriage of the innocent 
person in a divorce case while the for- 
mer partner lives developed in the 
house of deputies of the Episcopal 
general convention. The house, acting 
as a committee of the whole, discussed 
the issue all day and many vehement 
addresses were made by both sides. 
Several prominent delegates express 
the opinion that, in view of the great 
difference of opinion, the present con- 
vention will not act on the matter, but 
will, like its predecessor, refer the 
problem to the next triennial confer- 
ence. Several of the northern leaders 
of the high churcl party spoke strong- 
ly in favor of the proposed legislation, 
while maffy southern deputies opposed 
a change in the canon on divorce. 

One of the southern deputies, Mr. 
Buxton, in attributing much of the di- 
vorce evil to the liquor traffic, re- 
ferred to a high official of the church 
who had “lent his tufluence to the 
dedication of saloons.” Asit was recog- 
nized that Buxton was referring to 
Bishop Potter he was called to order, 
as it is against the rules to criticise a 
member of the house of bishops. 

The house of bishops presented the 
Archbishop of Canterbury with a sil- 
ver loving cup. The English primate 
left the city for New York today and 
will sail for England on Friday.

Cork, Oct. 18.—At Fellsport, near this 
city, an attempt to evict a_ tenant 
named Edmund Murpby for unpaid 
rent of six years led to serious fight- 
ing.

How those who per- 
ished were beheaded is a mystery.

New York, Oct. 13.—Breaking loose 
from thelr moorings during a severe 
rain and wind storm, three heavily laden 
coal barges drifted out into the East 
river and were carried southward by 
the wind and tide.

Will Call Conference of Na- 
tions at The Hague. 


interparliamentary Union Meets the 
“Strong Man of Peace” 
In Washington. 


| Gentlemen of the Interparliamentary 
_ Cnion—I greet you with profound 
pleasure as representatives in a special 
sense of the great international move- 
| ment for peace and good will among 
| the nations of the earth. It is a matter 
of gratification to all Americans that 
we have had the honor of receiving 
you here as the nation’s guests. You 
are men skilled in the practical work 
lof government in your several coun- 
tries, and this fact adds weight to your 
championship of the cause of Interna- 
tional justice. 1 thank you for your 
kind allusions to what the government 
of the United States has accomplished 
for the policies you have at heart, and 
I assure you that this government's at- 
titude will continue unchanged in ref- 
erence thereto. We are even now tak- 
ing steps to secure arbitration treaties 
with all other governments which are 
willing to enter into them with us 

In response to your resolutions I 
shall at an early date ask the other na- 
tions to join in a second congress at 
The Hague. [Applause.} I feel, as I 
&m sure you do, that our efforts should 
take the shape of pushing forward the 
work already begun at The Hague and 
that whatever is.now done should ap- 
pear not as something divergent there- 
from, but as a continuance thereof. 

Time to Advance the Werk. 

At the first conference at The Hague 
several questions were left unsettled, 
and it was expressly provided that 
there should be a second conference. 
A reasonable time has elapsed, and I 
feel that your body has shown sound 
judgment in concluding that a second 
conference should now be called to 
carry some steps further toward com- 
pletion the work of the first. It would 
be visionary to expect too immediate 
success for the great cause you are 
championing, but very substantlal prog 
ress can be made if we strive with res- 
olution and good sense toward the goal 
of securing umong the nations of the 
earth, as among the individuals of each 
nation, a just sense of responsibility 
in euch toward others and a just rec 
ognition in euch of the rights of oth- 
ers. The right and the responsibility 
must go hand in hand. Our efforts 
must be unceasing both to secure in 
each nation full acknowledgment of 
the rights of others and to bring about 
in each nation an ever growing sense 
of its own responsibilities. 

At an early date I shail issue the call 
for the conference you request. [Ap- 
plause.] I again greet you and bid 
you welcome in the name of the Amer- 
fean people and wish you godspeed In 
your efforts for the common good of 
mankind.

SIZE OF AN ATOM. 


An Illustration That Gives Some Iden 
of its Littleness. 

How large is an atom? ‘Perhaps the 

simplest thongh not the most exact 

way of arriving at a rough estimate of 


Saint Stephen’s chapter, Royal Arch } the‘size of atoms is by measuring the 


thickness of a soap bubble film where 
it is as thin as possible just before it 
bursts,” says a writer. “Such a film if 
composed of atoms must be something 
like a pebble wall. Now, a pebble wal] 
would not stand if it were not several 
pebbles thick, and if we had reason to 
suppose that it was about a dozen peb- 
bles thick we could easily make an es- 
timate of the size of a pebble by meas- 
uring the thickness of the wall, That 
is the case with the thinnest region of 
a soap film. It is found to have a very 
definite uniform thickness. It is the 
thinnest thing known, and by refined 
optical means its thickness can be ac- 
curately measured. It must contain 
not less than something like a dozen 
atoms in its thickness, and yet it Is 
only about the twenty-millionth of an 
inch in thickness by direct measure- 
nent. So that the diameter of an atom 
comes out between one two-hundredth- 
millionth of an inch. In other words, 
from about 200,000,000 to 300,000,000 
of atoms can He edge to edge in a 
linear inch.” 


BLADES OF GRASS. 


The Reason They Grow So Abundant- 
ly Throughout the World. 

Grasses are widely diffused through- 
out the world in order to provide 
abundantly for the sustenance of a 
very large portion of the animal king- 
dom. 

“Grasses,” says Paley, “are nature’s 
care. Cattle feed upon their leaves, 
birds upon their smaller seeds, men 
upon the larger, for our bread corn is a 
grass. They thrive under treatment 
by which other plants are destroyed. 
The more their leaves are consumed 
the more their roots increase, and the 
more they are trampled upon the thick- 
er they grow. Many that seem dead 
and dry renew thelr verdure in the 
On lofty mountains, where 
summer heats are not sufficient to 
ripen the seeds, grasses abound which 
are viviparous and consequently able 
to propagate themselves without 
seed.” 

It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection that animals at liberty in their 
pasture to range and choose attack the 
leaves and leaye unharmed the stalks 
which support the reproductive flow- 
ers. 


A CURIOUS ANIMAL, 


The Jelly-like Amoeba Has Neither 
Limbs, Mouth Nor Stomach. 

The amoeba, probably the simplest 
form of animal life, has neither limbs, 
mouth, nor stomach, Its whole anato- 
my consists of a simple cell of the jel- 
ly-like material called protoplasm. It 
moves with a flowing motion, just as a 
drop of glycerin might slide on a slight- 
ly inclined plate. 

It feeds by flowing over and ingulf- 
ing and minute animal or vegetable 
organism that may be in its path. 
When it bas digested its food it passes 
on and leaves tke residue behind. 

The amoeba can be found on the sur- 
face of the mud at the bottom of al- 
most any stezgnant pool and is hardly 
visible without a microscope. It re- 
produces its kind by simply dividing 
into two when it has reached a certain 
size. Occasionally two amoeba merge 
into one, which breaks up into many 
much smaller ones. In times of drought 
the amoeba incloses itself in a hard 
cyst and waits until its home is wet 
again.

RUSSIANS RETIRE 


Pursuit Said to Be Workiny 
Havoc to Dispirited Army 


JAPS’ VICTORY ASSURED 


London Critics Think Kuropat- 
kin Shot His Bolt Well Toward 
the Mark, but Missed It Badly 
and Has Suffered Defeat 


Tokio, Oct. 14.—It is yet too early to 
imeusure the results of the tremendous 
struggle which has been waged for 
the past three days south of Muxden, 
but all reports reaching ‘Tokio indicate 
that General Kuropatkin has been de- 
clsively Wfipped and severely pun- 
ished. ‘The Russian commander was 
evidently caught while making his dis- 
positions with his forces scattered and 
he was beuten before he could recover. 

The Japanese bave begun a desperute 
effort to turn the Russian right and if 
this effort should be successful, it will 
carry disaster to the Russian arms, 

Estimates of the total forces engaged 
vary. One telegram from Liaoyang 
says that the Russians haye 200,000 
men, with 1000 guns. The Japanese 
force exceeds the number engaged at 
the battle of Liaoyang. 

The pursuit by the Japanese is work- 
ing great havoc to the dispirited Rus- 
Sians, who left their dead and wounded 
in heaps on the field in terrific rains. 
The fighting is the most severe and ter- 
rible of the whole war. 


London, Oct. 14.—-No appreciable 
progress has been made in the pro- 
jected advance southward of the Rus- 
sian army under General Kuropatkin 
since the initial success of the move 


ment in the capture of Bentiaputse. 
lighting of the most stubborn de- 


seription continues 
the entire front. 

Field Marshal Oyama reports the 
capture of 3O guns from the Russians 
and claims distinct successes in fore- 
ing the Russians to retire from some 
of their advanced positions. 

General Kuropatkin’s report to Em- 
peror Nicholas is couched in guarded 
terms and claims nothing in the way 
or accomplished results. 

Reports from the Russian military 
communder at ort Arthur show that 
the Japanese have brought a shell fire 
to bear upon the inner fortress. The 
garrison, Lowever, is represented to be 
hopeful of the outcome of the slege. 

The London papers have to rely 
mainly upon official reports for news 
of the far east; but on dispatches thus 
far received regard a complete Japan- 
ese victory as assured and editoralize 


along practically 


entirely from this point of view. Says 
The Daily Telegraph: 
“General Kuropatkin has shot his 


bolt. It seemed to be speeding well to- 
wards the mark, yet has missed it 
badly. He suffered not merely a re- 
pulse, but a disastrous defeat, while 
Japan’s incomparable army, under in- 
comparable generals, have added an- 
other glorious page to their chronicle 
of war and proved that Oyama is still 
Kuropatkin’s muster in every branch 
of the art of war.” 

The Daily Graphic describes Kuro- 
patkin’s move as a “gambler'’s throw” 
and considers that the frank bluntness 
of his report to the emperor seems to 
speak the language of a man who has 
done his best with the bungling ad- 
vice of some superior agency. 

The Standard finds Kuropatkin’s dis- 
patch full c ‘tragic meaning, while The 
Daily New. argues that the Russian 
dash southward was prompted by a 
desperate desire to relieve Port Arthur 
rather than to Viceroy. Alexieff's ma- 
lign influence, the end of which in 
case of the fall of the fortress, cannot 
be far distant. 

Spencer Wilkinson, in The Morning 
Post, discussing strategic possibilities, 
thinks the issue will turn upon which 
side shal! first become exhausted by 
the protracted operations. “Tele- 
grams,” he says, “do not yet reveal the 
final decision, but they certainly do 
not point to the scale’s turning in Rus- 
sia’s favor. It remains to be seen 
whether either army kept large re- 
serves ready to throw in when it be- 
comes apparent that the forces en- 
gaged have become exhausted.” In 


| this connection Wilkinson alludes to the 


report current last week that the Jap- 
auese had a strong force west of the 
Hun river, and says if the Japanese 
could utilize such a force now it would 
probably force the retreat of the whole 
Russian army. 


Report From Kuropatkin 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 14.—General 
Kuropatkin reports that during the 
fighting Wednesday and yesterday the 
advance troops were reinforced from 
the principa] positions; that last even- 
ing the left wing was ordered to fall 
back on the main position and that 
about 2 p. m. the centre also was 
obliged to fall back. The report does 
not mention the fighting on the right 
wing.

Thirty boats are now 
building in thiscountry for the Russian 
navy, and it has been believed that the 
Japanese government had also placed 
an order with an American shipbuild- 
ing concern, some time ago. This was 
not definitely known until yesterday, 
however, when it \as learned on 
the highest authority that the order 
placed by Russia with American firms 
for 30 submarines of the protector type, 
had been immediately followed by 
Japan witb an order for 50 submarines 
of the Holland class. 

About one-third of the large order 
was placed with the Fore River Com- 
pany, and nine submarines were recent- 
ly completed, tested and crated for ship 
ment, ‘The nine vessels were packed in 
23 freight cars of the largest type, and 
it was & portion of this order which 
wes wrecked at Minot, N. D., Tuesday. 

Officials at the Fore River company 
are convinced that the wrecking of the 
train was not an accident, and that the 
probabilities are that it was the work 
of Russian sympathizers, or possibly 
paid spies of the Russian secret service. 
Armed guards will be sent with the 
next consignment of vessels from the 
Fore River yard, and special precaa- 
tions will be taken to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the wreck incident. 

The submarines destined for the Rus- 
sian government are being built at va- 
rious shipyards, in some cases side by

Newport News Shipment. 

A Newport News dispatch of Oct. 13 
to the Herald says: 

Preparations for the shipment of two 
of the five submarine boats building 
here fur the Lake Submarine Boat Com- 
pany of Bridgeport completed, 
The engines and machinery have been 
packed and placed on a flat car in the 
shipyard. The vessels themselves are 
built ia two sections, and the hulls 
may be separated in the centre to facili- 
tate handling. Where tbe boats are 
going and whetber they will be trans- 
ferred to a steamer or to freight cars 
still is a mystery. The other three 
boats will be completed in a few weeks.

Brutal Murder of Woman I 
Street of Charlottetown 


HEAD ALMOST SEVERED 


Had Been Battered In With Axe 
Found at Scene of Crime--Ex- 


Convict From Boston Sus- 


pected as the Perpetrator 


Charlotteown, P. E. I., Oct. 14.—Dur- 
ing the height of a terrific wind and rain- 
storm, and in the inky darkness last 
night, a shocking murder was com- 
mitted on one of the public streets of 
this city. The victim was Miss Lillian 
Warren, aged 40 years, whose body, 
lying in a pool of blood, was stumbled 
across by some persons proceeding 
homeward. Her head was almost sey- 
ered aud life had been extinct for some 
time. 

Soon after the discovery of the mur- 
der William Power, who is supposed to 
have been recently in the state prison 
at Charlestown, Mass., was arrested 
by the police on suspicion of having 
committed the crime. The murder is 
one of the most brutal in the annals of 
this province, the excitement is great 
and the feeling against the prisouer is 
intense. 

On account of the storm, the streets 
were almost deserted and the crime was 
not discovered until a long time after 
it had been committed. Some persons 
passing along Pownall street saw an 
object lying in a half crouching posi- 
tion on the ground and on advancing 
teward it found it to be a woman. 
They tried to arouse her, but failed, 
and on lighting a match a ghastly sight 
met their gaze, the woman's head be- 
ing battered in, and the neck almost 
severed in twain, while a_ blood- 
stained axe beside the body told the 
story of the horrible deed. 

The scene of the crime was only a 
short distance from the city hospital 
and not more than 200 yards from the 
jail. The woman's clothing indi- 
eated that she had Made a desperate 
fight before death and evidently did not 
give up the struggle until felled by 
blows from the axe. The body was re- 
moved to the city hospital and the cor- 
oner and police were at once notified. 

The police at once were suspicious of 
Power, who had been seen early in the 
evening lurking about the neighbor- 
hood, and as his character was known 
to be not of the best they at once 
sought him. He was found at the resi- 
It is 
said that blood spots were discovered 
on his clothing. ‘The prisoner only ar- 
rived here Tuesday night from Boston, 
and it was reported in this city that 
he had been serving a term in the 
Massachusetts state prison. 

Miss Warren was a seamstress, and 
she was not seen alive after leaving 
her place of employment at 7 o’cloek 
last night. The police have so far been 
unable to find any motive for the 
crime. Miss Warren bore an excellent 
reputation, and as far as known had 
ho previous acquaintance with Power. 

The victim could not have made any 
great outcry or the hospital officials or 
police would have heard it. 

At midnight the police arrested 
Henry Palmer, who is thought to know 
something about the crime. Another 
report says that it was in the state 
asylum in Massachusetts that Power 
was confined. He came here on the 
steamer Halifax last Tuesday night.

The automobile in which the duke 
was riding with his aid-de-camp, Major 
Murray, in passing a street car, collided 
with a cart. The overhanging por- 
tion of the cart struck the rear seat of 
the automobile and literally carried 
away that section of the vehicle. 

The duke was thrown out with great 
force. Assoonas the automobile could 
be stopped, Murray went to the aid of 
the duke, whom he found unconscious 
and bleeding from wounds about the 
head. <A second automobile, carrying 
members of the duke’s suite, came up 
and the duke was taken back to Edin- 
burghinit. By the time the automobile 
reached Edinburgh the duke had recov- 
ered and was able towalk into his hotel, 
where physicians took two stitches in 
the duke’s ear. Major Murray was 
not hurt. 


Eltoping Couple Died Together 

Richmond, Oct. 14.—Miss_ Bessie 
Stone and Robert Gill, who eloped 
from Ashland Tuesday, were found 
dead with their hands clasped near a 
pond in that vicinity last evening by 
a searching party. A bullet hole in the 
head of each told the story of sup- 
posed double suicide or murder and 
suicide. Miss Stone left a letter for 
her parents in which she asked that 
she be buried in the same grave with 
her lover, a request which, it is under- 
stood, will be complied with. Young 
Gill also left a letter. 


Trying to Trace $5000 In Checks 

Winsted, Conn., Oct. 14.—The Wash- 
ington authorities have sent an official 
here to investigate the loss of two let- 
ters containing checks valued at about 
$5000.

FUTURE OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Republican Success Guarantees the 
Welfare of the Island Peoples, 

When the presidential election is over 
and the status of the Philippines is 
more certain, if the danger of tyranny 
and chaos following our retirement or 
the disturbance of ice by any prom- 
ise of independence has been obviated, 
millions of capital will flow to the is- 
lands to develop their great resources. 
The Republicans have made no decla- | 
ration as to future independence, but 
the Democrats have promised it. The 
former left the question of the future 
relation of the islands to our govern- 
ment to a time when it can be better 
decided, refusing to listen to the the- 
ories of the inexperienced and follow- 
ing the advice of those who have on 
the spot sought to solve the problem. 
Having the responsibility of govern- 
ment the administration is content 
with governing the islands well, teach- 
ing the natives by example the art of 
government and permitting them to 
participate in the conduct of their af- 
fairs so far as they are capable. This 
gives the conservatives a sense of se- 
curity and prevents the radicals from 
being agitated by a pledge of independ- 
ence that cannot be near at hand. It 
brings peace with its accompanying} 
good order. 

We have only made the beginning, 
but it is highly creditable. Further 
legislation is required to encourage 
commerce and to carry out the plans of 
development. We seem to have begun 
well, but we may have erred and 
should, perhaps, have followed the 
British policy. So far, however, there 
is nothing to indicate that we have 
erred or to warrant us in departing 
from the ideal of the “Philippines for 
the Filipinos,’ which guides our pres- 
ent work in the far Pacific.

INTERESTS OF LABOR | ILL SPEAKS RIGHT OUT 


Churches Urged to Exercise 
More Influence In Problem 
Boston, Oct. 14.—There was a public 

meeting in Faneuil hall last night un- 

der the auspices of “The Church Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of the In- 
terests of Labor.” Rev. F. J. C. Moran 
of New York told of the work done by 
the association in connection with the 

Sweat system and “open shop” in New 

York, after which he stated that he 

was satisfied that for the health of the 

public, for good hours and good wages, 
the closed shop was essential to the 
tailoring trade. 

Rev. Dr. Peters of New York said 
that the church ought to be interested 
in labor problems and that practical 
work could be done effectively only 
through organization. The trade 
unions he believed to be strong me- 
diums for bringing about the brother- 
hood of men. He urged the clergy te 
exhibit a more active interest in labor 
problems. 

Bishop Brent of the Philippines 
aroused applause by this declaration: 
“If the closed shop means the exclusion 
of child labor and a fair wage for a 
fair day’s work, there is not a single 
one of our cleth who does not sub- 
scribe to it.” 

Resolutions were adopted calling up- 
on capital and labor to employ first 
in labor difficulties that conciliation 
which is in the interests of peace, and 
that in case of failure to evolve some 
authoritative system of arbitration.

Wheeling, Oct. 14.—David B. Hil] in- 
jected a new argument into the Demo- 


cratic campaign here last night—a 
straightforward condemnation of “gov- 
ernment by injunction”’—and the de- 


mand for a law granting a jury trial 
to persons held in contempt of court 
for the yiolation of a restraining or- 
der of a federal judge.

THE TWO HEADED EAGLE. 


Origin of the Custom of Its Use as a 
National Symbol. 

Austria and Russia today use the two 
headed eagle as one of their symbois. 
The origin of the custom is clouded 
more or less in obscurity. Professor 
A. H. Sayce, the authority on eastern 
antiquities, traces the travels of the | 
symbol from primitive Babylonia down | 
to the present time. In describing an 
ancient block of sculptured stone found 
in the east Professor Sayce says: “The 
block bears upon the inner side the 
figure of a double headed eagle, with 
an animal believed to be a hare in 
either talon and a man standing on 
its twofold head. The same double 
headed figure, supporting the figure of 
& man or a god, is met with at Boghaz 
Keni and must be regarded as one of 
the peculiarities of Hittite symbolism 
and art. The symbol, whose prototype 
goes back to primitive Babylonia, was 
adopted in later days by the Turcoman 
princes, who had perhaps first seen It 
on the Hittite monuments of Cappa- 
docia, and the crusaders brought it to 
Europe with them in the fourteenth 
century. Here it became the emblem 
of the German emperors, who have 
passed it on to the modern xingdoms 
of Russia and Austria. It is not the

Pension Commissioner’s Clear | 
Defense of the Age |

It Is Right In Principle and In Law—Dull- |

Club Well Shown. 
To the Editor of the Sun: 

Sir—All Democrats are constitutional

I have recently seen report No. 1, 
made by the Parker Constitution club 
of New York, in which they find that}

Order No. 78 was an order making | 
the proof of certain ages of old sol- | 
diers evidential facts of certain degrees | 
of disability; not conclusive—only evi-| 
dential. 

Seventy years, being the Biblical age | 
of threescore and ten, was fixed as the | 
probable age of total disability, “which | 
the per-| 
formance of manual labor as to render 
them unable to earn a support.” The} 
foregoing are the words of the statute. | 

The United States statutes make the 
commissioner of pensions the execu 
tive officer to carry out and enforce} 
the pension laws. The laws are brief 
and need much interpretation, and the 
position of commissioner is in many 


so incapacitated them from 


respects analogous to that of a judge 
in that he must interpret the law and | 
weigh the evidence-presented and de- | 
clare therefrom whether the claimant 
is entitled to a pension or not, Over 
100,000 claims ere by him rejected an- 
hually. 

Among other things which the com- 
missioner is called upon 
the meaning of the sentence 
quoted. For instance, What is “manu- 
al labor?” Notice a policeman strolling 
leisurely along. Is he performing man 
ual labor? Is the night watchman in a 
hotel or the cashier in a bank or many 
another whom we might cite engaged 
in manual labor? 

The commissioner must decide what 
is “manual labor.” The statute does 
not apply to brain labor, nor does it 
define “manual labor.’’ Congress pen- 
slons for physical and not mental de- 
cay. 

Again, what is “a support?’ 
old soldier live on rice or on cornmeal]? | 
Is the support contemplated by con 
gress the cheapest that will keep life 
in him at one meal a day? Must he 
live in a cellar or in a bunk, like a San 
Francisco Chinaman. Must he wear 
rags? Must h® wrap himself up in a 
piece of carpet and hibernate through 
the winter? 

The present attitude of thought in 
the pension bureau is that the word 
“support” means clothes good enough 
to go to chureh in, and a respectable 
abode, and such medical attendance as 
may be necessary, and three good 
square meals a day, and plenty of plug} 
cut and several other things, and then | 
some more. 

Order No. 78 finds that an old soldier 
who is sixty-two years of age Is prob- 
ably able to earn only one-half of this} 
kind of a support and is entitled to $6 
per month as a pension, and at sixty- 
five he Is two-thirds disabled and en- 
titled to $8. 

This rule is within the strict line of 
statutory authority, human experience ! 
and executive precedent. No 
cratic president or commissioner will | 
ever abrogate order No. 78, because it!

as not marked by the same distinctions 
| of plan and execution as that of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin, whose handling of his 
army is quite intelligible on the as- 
sumption that he was ordered to make 
the attack. 

Belated dispatches arriving in Lon- 
don descriptive of the week's fighting 
to some extent bear out this view. For 
instance, The Standard’s correspond- 
ent with General Kuroki’s army testi- 
fies that the Russian troops were more 
skilfully led and more capable and 
resolute than those encountered in the 
opening weeks of the campaign. The 
same correspondent remarks the grave 
disadvantage under which the Japan- 
ese are laboring, owing to the inferior- 
ity of their field guns. He refers to the 
fighting of Oct. 11, when “our six bat 
teries, though well posted and admir 
ably handled, were compelled to remain 
silent the greater part of the day and 
see the chances of a lifetime pass un- 
der the very muzzles of their guns. 
Effective pursuit was debarred us by 
the superior range of the Russian ar- 
tillery.”’ 


AS A MATTER OF PRIDE 


Russians Do Not Want to Stop 
Until They Win One Battle 
Mukden, Oct. 17.—There was a lull 

in the battle Saturday, but fighting 

was continued yesterday on the right. 

The army is southwest of here 10 

miles. It ig now certain that the army 

will be able to extricate itself. 

The losses amount to 30,000. It bas 
been a bigger battle than that of Liao- 
yang. 

The firing to the southwest is less 
violent. The men are tired out and 
food has been insufficient. Every 
available gun and man is being used. 
The troops have behaved most gal- 
lantly, hurling themselves repeatedly 
against impregnable positions. 

The heary storm of Oct. 14 added to 
the misery of the troops. There is 
great depression, but stolid tenacity 
among the men. There has been great 
sacrifice of officers.

In Address to Knights 
of Columbus.

The only safegard is in organizations 
like the Knights of Columbus which 
have an attachment for the church, the 
home, and the uplift of society. You 
illustrate to the world what it is to be 
a christian Catholic man. Liberalism 
means the destruction of church and 
society. United we gain the admiration 
and respect of the public. What you 
preach, do. 

Our battle today is fought in the 
body and soul of the child. We must 
work for the protection of the child. 
They should be taugbt in the home or 
by persons duly authorized by the 
church. 

The only way to make men love our 
church and faith is to set an example. 


Be valiant men. It is better to die in 
battle, than to allow evils to exist 
which threaten the church and the 
home.

The 
death was not discovered until late 
Sunday, when a friend of the dead man 
called by appointment. 

Last night the police arrested Fred 
Sennott, both 
privates in the 77th company of the 
stationed at Fort War- 
ren, Boston harbor. The men are held 
ou the charge of murder, and Watson, 
the police say, has admitted the killing, 
but claims that he aid it in self-de- 
fense. 

Watson's story of the tragedy is the 
only one that the police have, as Sen- 
nott is said to have been stupefied by 
liquor at the time and wholly- uncon- 
scious of what was happening. 

According to Watson's story, he had 
become acquainted with Hall a little 
more than a week ago. On Thursday 
he received a letter from Hall, request- 
ing a meeting in Boston on Saturday 
night, and containing the further re- 
quest that Watson bring one of his 
friends with him. Watson wrote to 
Hall that he would keep the engage-

Hall invited the two soldiers to spend 
the night at his apartments. When 
they arrived at Hall’s rooms Hall pro 
duced more liquor for his guests. 
Soon after Sennott fell asleep on the 
bed. 

Among the decorations in Hall's 
room was a curiously patterned Japan- 
ese sword, about 20 inches long, and 
having a curved blade. Hall showed it 
to Watson and the latter commented 
upon its effectiveness as a weapon of 
defense. Soon after Sennott fell asleep, 
Watson claims, he and Hall became 
engaged in an altercation, and that the 
latter seized the sword and attacked 
him. With his bare arm Watson par- 
ried the first thrust, and the point of 
the weapon was deflected, entering 
Hall’s left leg and causing a slight 
fiesh wound. 

Watson says that Hall chased him 
around the room for nearly a quarter 
of an hour trying to strike him with 
the sword. Finally Hall forced Watson 
into a corner and mace another thrust 
at him with the weapon. Watson 
again parried the blow, and the point 
of the sword, which was still in Hall’s 
hand, penetrated his neck and severed 
the jugular vein. Hall fell to the floor 
and expired almost immediately, 

Watson says that when he realized 
what had occurred he aroused Sennott 
and the two men left the house, pro- 
ceeding to the foot ot State street, 
where they boarded the launch for Fort 
Warren, leaving the city at 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning. 

Although Hall was killed about mid- 
night Saturday night, the tragedy did 
not become known until yesterday 
afternoon when a friend of the dead 
man entered his apartments and found 
the lifeless body on the floor. In 
making a search of the room the po- 
lice found the letter which Watson had 
written to Hall, agreeing to meet him 
ou Saturday night. 

Watson was arrested at Fort War- 
ren last night and as Sennott was 
known to have accompanied him Sat- 
urday night, be also was taken into 
custody. Soon after being brought to 
the Back Bay station Watson admitted 
having killed Hall and told his story 
of the tragedy. 

Hall had been engaged in business 
in this city about 15 years. He wasa 
native of Rockland, Me., and is unmar- 
ried. Watson and Sennott are recent 
recruits in the army. Both of them are 
21 years old. They enlisted in New 
York early last month. 


A Cowardly Assassination 

Charlotte, N. C., Oct. 17.—Clay 
Grubb, a distillery owner, shot and in- 
stantly killed O. L. Davis, his brother- 
in-law and former business partner, in 
Piney church. Grubb walked up be- 
hind Davis in church and emptied 
three chambers of his revolver into his 
body. ‘There had been bad blood be- 
tween the two for some time. 


Fatality Did Not Stop Race 

Paris, Oct. 17.—In the annual 100 
kilometre race for motor boats on the 
River Seine, the wash of a competitor 
swamped the Mercedes I, which sank, 
her engineer, named Noel, being 
drowned. The race, which was not in- 
terrupted by the accident, was won by 
Rapee IV.

About midnight, while nearly all of the 
men were below, it was discovered 
that the vessel was leaking, and so 
quickly did she settle that the crew 
had to work fast in getting overboard 
the dories, so that none of them were 
able to save any of their personal ef- 
fects. 

By the time the last boat had been 
hoisted overboard the vessel was down 
to her guards, and as-the last man 
jumped into his boat she lurched for- 
ward and sank in 20 fathoms of water. 

Captain Palmer collected his boats 
as his little schooner disappeared and 
headed for the basin. It was a 10-mile 
pull against a head sea, and all the 
fishermen were exhausted when they 
finally gained the harbor. The New 
Shoreham life savers assisted them to 
the station, where thty were made 
comfortable. The Clara had a com- 
plete outfit of fishing gear.

Kussian guns oave superior range and 
burst shrapnel at 6000 yards. 

Two divisional commanders have 
lost their chief staff officers, one of 
them being killed, and many command- 
ing officers have met death heroically 
leading their regiments. 

Shrapnel fell near General Kuro- 
patkin. He showed desperate energy 
and even in the darkest hour remained 


hopeful. The Japanese must feel the 
strain. A 

There was a cessatiouof hostilities 
Saturday. Neither side can stand 


many such contests, the ferocity of 
which was frightful. 

The Russians are now fighting as a 
matter of pride; Manchuria is forgot- 
ten. They feel that t. ey cannot stop— 
that they must win one battle. The 
Japanese seem no nearer. Fires are 
burning to the south. About 12 mfles 
from here the eastern army is retiring 
without fighting. 

The station here is congested and 
trains are moving out towards Harbin 
Only. In some cases it is absolutely 
impossible to move trains loaded with 
wounded, and the unfortunate soldiers 
have to be kept here. The whole hos- 
pital staff is displaying the greatest 
courage and fortitude, working day and 
night. Many, after working seeming- 
ly to the limit of human endurance, 
have gone to the front to continue their 
work under fire, replacing those in- 
capacitated on the firing line. Every 
road converging on Mukden is crowd- 
ed with vehicles transporting the 
wounded, who are being sent north by 
Wagon road as well as by rail. The 
result of Sunday's fighting is uncertain. 


Fears For Squadron’s Safety 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 17.—The Novoe 
Vremya, protesting against the send- 
ing of the Baltic squadron to the far 
east without a single friendly port on 
the route thither in which to repair or 
refit, advances the suggestion of pur- 
chasing one of the smaller Dutch East 
India islands for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a naval station, where the 
squadron might be finally overhauled 
before starting on the last stage of the 
journey for Port Arthur. 


Scares Circulated by Russians 

London, Oct. 17.—The correspondent 
of The Times telegraphs from Pekin 
that after travelling through the north- 
ern provinces of China he has arrived 
at the conclusion that reports of unrest 
and anti-foreign disturbances have 
little foundation in fact, and are largely 
disseminated through the influence of 
the Russian legation for interested 
motives. 


Baitic Squadron Has Started 
Copenhagen, Oct. 17—The Baltic 
squadron passed Bornholm island yes- 
terday in two sections. It comprised a 
total of six hattleships, 11 cruisers and 
humerous smaller craft and was going 
northeast. 


Canal For War Purposes 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 17.—It is an- 
nounced that the Japanese have con- 
structed a canal joining the Taitse and 
Hun rivers, facilitating transportation 
from Yinkow to Sianchan, %5 miles 
southeast of Mukden. 


Outrage on Russian Consulate 

Milan, Oct. 17.—The escutcheon of 
the Russian consulate here has been 
defaced and half burned. An_ exiled 
Russian anarchist is suspected of hav- 
ing committed the outrage. 


Guard For Russian Embassy 

Washington, Oct. 17.—Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador, has re- 
turned to Washington. The guarding 
of the Russian embassy will be con- 
tinued, as it has been thcught ex- 
pedient to guard the Russian ambas- 
sador while the war is in progress. 


Irish Party Acted Unwisely 

Cork, Oct. 17.—Addressing a monster 
meeting here, William O’Brien declared 
that home rule was in the offing, since 
it was believed the Dunraven scheme 
of an Irish financial commission had 
sympathy in official quarters, but the 
foolish conduct of the Irish party in 
fighting Chief Secretary Wyndham, 
the lord lieutenant, and Anthony Mac- 
Donnell, under secretary to the lord 
lieutenant of Ireland, who were 
pledged to conciliation, threatened to 
spoil all. 


Attempt at Wholesale Murder 

Stubenville, O., Oct. 17.—A Slavish 
boarding house was fired and com- 
pletely destroyed by unknown in- 
cendiaries. When the 17 inmates at- 
tempted to escape, a number of shots 
were fired in the darkness, several 
boarders being hit by the bullets, but 
none seriously hurt. The proprietor of 
the boarding house says that he has in- 
curred the ill-will of a secret society of 
foreigners. 


Killed Woman and Self 

New York, Oct. 17.—Coroner Jackson 
investigated the death of Charles 
Pfefferman, a fruit dealer, and Miss 
Cora Kipling, who were found dead in 
Pfefferman’s apartments. Both had 
been shot in the right temple and 
Pfefferman also had a bullet wound in 
the right side. The coroner concluded 
that it was a case of murder by 
Pfefferman first and suicide afterward. 


Saw Much War Service 

New York, Oct. 17.—William S&S. 
Worth, brigadier general, U. S. A., re- 
tired, is dead, following a long illness. 
He was born at Albany in 1840 and 
served through the war of the rebellion, 
in several Indian campaigns and in 
Cuba. In 1888 he was commissioned 
brigadier general and a month later 
was retired on account of disabling

LINCOLN TO YOUNG MEN. 


He Urged Them to Bear Their Share 
In Political Lite. 

Abraham Lincoln’s belief that young 
men should get up and show what they 
can do, without waiting to be sought 
out by older folk, is set forth in the 
following letter written to William H. 
Herndon, then at Washington, under 
date of June 22, 1848: 


As to young men. You must not wait 
to be brought forward by the older men. 
For instance, do you suppose that I 
should ever bave got tnto notice if I had 
waited to be hunted up and pushed for- | 
ward by older men? You young men get 
together and form a “Rough and Ready 
club’ and have regular meetings and 
speeches.

thing, but as you go along gather up all 
the shrewd, wild boys about town, wheth- 
er just of age or a Uttle under age—Chris 
Logan, ReiMick Ridgely, Lewis Zwizler 
and hundreds such.

The Method by Which They Are Cul- 
tivated In Japan. 

Mushrooms grown on trees form 
quite an important article of export 
from Japan to China. Shikoku island, 
where much camphor {s produced, is 
the chief home of this industry. The 
method employed is as follows: Oak 
trees about thirty years old are felled 
in the autumn, and incisions are made 
with axes at intervals of three or four 
inches. The trees are then cut into 
logs four or five feet long and are left 
in dark, secluded parts of the forest. 

After three years mushrooms make 
their appearance in the incised por- 
tions, and when the crop shows signs 
of growing thin fresh logs are provid- 
ed. These mushrooms will grow at 
every season of the year, but in win- 
ter and spring artificial stimulus is 
needed, which is supplied by steeping 
the logs in water and striking them 
with mallets or axes to prepare the 
beds and facilitate the growth. The 
autumn crop is the largest. The mugh- 
rooms after being collected are dried 
by the sun or by artificial heat.

Commission Finds Goveinnjent 


Inspectors Were at Fauic 


| STEAMER WAS FIRETRAP 


Practically No Safeguards From 
Fire, While Master and Pilot 

. Neglected Their Duty Ip the 
Hour of Peril 


Washington, Oct. 17.—Investigation 
of the General Slocum disaster by the 
national commission created for the 
purpose has been completed and the re- 
port of the commission is made public. 
In connection with the findings of the 
commission, presented in the report, 
President Roosevelt, to whom the re- 
port was submitted, has written a let- 
ter to Secretary Metcalf of the depart- 
ment cf commerce and labor, briefly 
summarizing the report and directing 
him to carry into effect the recom- 
mendations of the commission. 

He also directs that Robert 8S. Rodie, 
supervising inspector of the second 
district, steamboat inspection service, 
and James A. Dumont and Thomas H. 
Barrett, local inspectors in charge of 
the port of New York, be discharged 
from the service, the commission hold- 
ing them directly responsible for the 
laxity of the steamboat inspection to 
which the Slocum disaster was directly 
attributable. 

The president says that the depart- 
ment of justice has secured indict- 
ments against the master of the Slo- 
cum, the managing directors of the 
Knickerbocker Steamboat company, 
the owners; against Inspectors Lund- 
berg and Fleming for joint charges of 
negligence by all, misconduct by the 
master and inspectors and aiding and 
abetting by the directors. Also the in- 
dictment of the manager and three em- 
ployes of the Nonpareil Cork company 
of Camden, N. J., who sold life pre- 
Server cork blocks containing pieces of 
iron to make the required weight. He 
calls upon congress to provide more 
rigorous laws concerning excursion 
boats. 

The report of the commission is 
elaborate and exhaustive, containing 
about 32,000 words. An elaborate de- 
scription of the Slocum is given in the 
course of which it is stated: “All the 
upper works of this vessel were con- 
structed of light wood and had been 
painted and Burnished many times and 
were, therefore, In a highly inflam- 
mable condition. In the construction of 
the vessel there were no safeguards 
against fire other than compliance 
with the regulations as regards the 
proximity of woodwork to boilers. 
The vessel had no fire-proof hatches or 
bulkheads and was built entirely of 
wood. 

“The General Slocum was a vessel 
built to carry a large number of ex- 
cursionists (2500 allowed by law) and 
in her design there was apparently no 
consideration whatever given to the 
question 0. inflammability. In such a 
vessel a fire, once having obtained fair 
headway, could not be controlled and 
the vessel would be quickly consumed, 
as exemplified in the case of the Gen- 
eral Slocum. 

“There are many similar vessels do- 
ing service in the waters of the United 
States, the construction of which is 
quite as dangerous as that of the Slo- 
cum, and unless this kind of construe- 
tion shall be prohibited or modified by 
law the safety of a large number of 
passengers carried by excursion steam- 
ers and steamers plying on the inland 
waters of the United States cannot be 
assured. 

“The fire started in the forward 
cabin, so-called, and probably orig- 
inated in a barrel contalning packing 
hay, which was in that compartment, 
in one of the barrels used for bar glasses 
and brought on board by the charterers. 
Fire was probably communicated to 
this barrel through the carelessness of 
some unknown person.” 

The report shows that this cabin 
was filled with inflammable material, a 
large amount of oil being among its 
contents. It was lighted by elec- 
tricity, but lamps were filled and 
burned there and the crew frequently 
lighted matches in the compartment. 

The apparatus of the vessel for fight- 
ing fire is described at length, showing 
it to be utterly inadequate. “The for- 
ward valve and standpipe were sup- 
plied with a 100-foot length of cheap, 
unlined, linen hose, costing probably 
less than 20 cents a foot, age unknown, 
but probably several years old.” This 
hose could not stand the water pressure. 
“Preponderance of evidence shows that 
no water came from the nozzle of the 
hose.” The report pays a tribute to 
Assistant Engineer Brandow and also 
to Chief Engineer Conklin, who re- 
mained at their posts. 

“An essential fact of negligence Is 
the utter failure of the master to fight | 
the fire or aid the passengers.

The commission declares that Pilot 
Van Wart showed bad judgment and

line, thus leaving in deep water all but 
the bow of the ship which was in 
flames and affording the passengers 
who could not swim little opportunity 
to save their lives. 

The commission sharply criticizes 
the condition of the fire-fighting ap- 
paratus on the vessel, saying that the 
whole fire hose equipment was bad, 
except possibly 100 feet of new hose, 
which was not used at all. The evi- 
dence shows that no water had ever 
been put tarough the fire hose on the 
Slocum. 
| The commission says that the mate,

of the vessel’s certificates, was not a 
licensed officer. 

The report shows that the total loss 
of life by the Slocum disaster was 055 
persons and the number injured 175, 
out of a total list of 185s. 

After considering the composition of 
the excursion party the commission 
says “a very important conclusion 
from this set of facts is that the law 
and regulations must recognize the fact 
that an excursion party must be taken 
care of, and can not take of itself.” 


Banker’s House Dynamited 

Rensselaer, Ind., Oct. 17—The resi- 
dence of T. J. McCoy, president of the 
defunct McCoy bank, against whom in- 
dictments were recently returned for 
alleged complicity in the wrecking of 
the bank, was dynamited and totally 
destroyed. The house was yalued at 
$25,000. When the explosion occurred 
the house was unoccupied. McCoy is 
believed to be in Chicago. The detona- 
tion was heard for miles. Excitement 
is intense. 


Bad News For Stee! Workers 

Chicago, Oct. 17.—The 5000 steel 
workers employed in the rail ond sheet 
departments of the Illfnois Steel com- 
pany’s plant have been notified that 
when the present agreement expires 
Jan. 1 next it will not be renewed. 
The workmen understand this to mean 
that they will be asked to accept a cut 
ot 15 to 43 percent in wages and a 
lengthening of their work day about 
two hours, as in the company’s other 
plants. 


South Africa For Protection 

Cape Town, Oct. 17.—In response to 
a deputation from the building trades, 
complaining of the competiton in 
American girders and American and 
Swedish joinery, Treasurer Walton said 
the government is already negotiating 
with a view to revision of the customs 
convention, and admitted that events 
point towards some measures of pro- 
tection in all of the South African 
colonies. 


Sea Disasters Feared y? 
St. Johns, Oct. 17.—The worst gale 
of the season is raging here and it is 
feared it must have worked havoc 
among the fishing ileet on the Grand 
Banks and on the coast of Labrador. 
Large numbers of yessels are home- 
ward bound, the fishing season having 
closed, and inevitably many of them 
must have been driven ashore or 
foundered in the gale. 


Caused Baby Sister’s Death 

New York, Oct. 17.—By starting the 
elevator, Harold Colburn, 3 years old, 
caused the death of his baby sister in 
an apartment house here. The act of 
the child overturned the carriage in 
which was Marion Colburn, 7 months 
old, and she fell to the bottom of the 
elevator shaft. The elevator boy was 
arrested for leaving his car wiile the 
child was in it. 


Postmaster’s Son Arrested 

New York, Oct. 17.—Richard Van 
Cott, son of the postmaster ef this city, 
and Bankson McAvoy, a cashier in the 
postoffice, were arrested, charged with 
colonizing in the Fifth assembly dis- 
trict. The evidence against Van Cott 
was given by men who swear that they 
were hired by men to place illegal 
voters in boarding houses in the dis- 
trict.

Painesville, O., Oct. 17.—A. B. Cleve 
land has been appointed receiver for the 
Cleveland, Painesville and Ashtabula 
Electric Railway company as the result 
of a petition of J. G. Mitchell, who 
claims fraud in the cost of construct- 
ing the road.

In the Ledger of Thursday, Oct. 13, 
1904, under the caption, ‘‘Open to All 

Men’’ appeared this paragraph 
man above 16 years of age, without 


|regard to nationality, color, religious 


belief or creed is eligible to member- 
ship io this association and to enter 
these classes, and that is one of the 
reasons why the Y. M. C. A. deserves 
the support of all the people of Quincy.’ 
This certainly implies that all men 
‘‘without regard to nationality, color, 
religious belief or creed’’ are ‘‘eligible 
to membership in this association’’ on 
equa] terms, and may enjoy equal rights 
and privileges which is far from the 
truth, = It is only necessary to examine 
the constitution of the Y. M. C. A. to 
see why it cannot be supported by a 
large majority of the self-respecting 
citizens of Quincy. In that constitu- 
tion will be found either the following 
section or sections of the same tenor. 


CONDITIONS OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. The members of this 
association shall consist of men at least 
sixteen years of age, classed as active 
and associate. 

Section 2, Avy man who is a mem- 
ber in good standing of a Protestant 
Evangelical church as defined by the 
International Convention of Young 
Men’s Christian Associations, held at 
Portland, Maine, in 1869, may become 
an active member. None but active 
members shall vote ur hold office. 

Section 3. Any man of good moral 
character may become an _ Associate 
member. Associate members shall be 
entitled to all privileges except those 
of voting and holding office. 

The Quincy Y. M. C. A. has member- 
ship in the State Organization. The 
conditions of that membership are 
found in Article V of the Constitution 
of the State Organization, which reads 
as follows: 

Section 1. After the adoption of 
this constitution, any association desir- 
ing membership in the State Organiza- 
tion, and representation atits meetings, 
shall be admitted upon the following 
conditions: viz., that the active mem- 
bership of such association be com- 
posed of young men who profess to 
love and publicly avow their faith in 
Jesus, the Redeemer, as divine, and 
who testify their faith by becoming 
and remaining members of churches 
held to be evangelicaland we hold those 
churches to be evangelical which domain- 
tain the Holy Scriptures to be the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice, 
and do believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
the only begotten of the Father, king 
of kings, and lord of lords, in whom 
dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead 
bodily, who was made sia for us though 
knowing uo sin, and who bore our sins 
in His body on the tree, and that His 
name is the only name under heaven 
given among men whereby we must be 
saved from everlasting punishment. 

Section 2. Any Association changing 
its test of active membership as pre- 
scribed in this article, shall at once 
cease to be a member of the State 
Organization. 

The Y. M. C. A. is therefore essen- 
tially a sectarian organization and has 
the same claim upon the general sup- 
port of the citizens of Quincy as other 
sectarian organizations, To ask persons 
to give money to an organization whose 
constitution discriminates against those 
asked, classing them as inferior and 
unworthy to vote how the money shall 
be used or to hold office in the organ- 
ization, is an insult. An organization 
has a perfect right to make the condi- 
tions of its membership what it pleases 
so long as its members support it; but 
when it asks for ‘‘the support of all 
the people’? it should discriminate 
against none. To discriminate against 
a man and then ask him for his support 
is to ask him to pay for his humilia- 
tion. To advertise the Y. M. C. A. in 
such a way as to give the readers to 
understand that all ‘‘ without regard to 
nationality, color, religious belief or 
creed’’ are ‘‘eligible to membership in 
this association’? on equal terms and 
with equalrights isnot ethically sound. 
If the Y. M. C. A. is as broad and non- 
sectarian as these words imply let it 
publish in full its constitution since it 
appeals to ‘‘all the people of Quincy. ’’ 
If it does offer membership to all on 
equal terms without any religious test, 
there are many in this city who would 
be glad to know it, who would be glad 
to become members and to support it 
heartily.

Atlantic Man Accidentally Shot 
at 2 A.M.

Runaway Accident. 

Clarence Litchfield, a driver of 
Turner’s produce wagon, died at the 
City Hospital this morniag from injur- 
ies received by being thrown from bis 
wagon on Beach street, Norfolk Downs, 
Monday afternoon.

He 
was removed to the City Hospital 
where he died this morning. 
about 31 years of age.

Litch- 
field was employed by John F. Turner 
of Cohasset. 


Mysterious Burning. 


Mary Mellett, the 5-year-old daughter 
of Robert Mellette, was so seriously 
burned at her home on Bayfield road 
and Squantum street on Monday that 
she died thismorning. Just how the 
accident happened is not known. It 
was about 5.30 A. M., when the little 
girl got up. Whether she undertook to 
light the lamp or was playing with 
Matches is not knuwn, but in some way 
her night gown took fire, and before 
the flames could be extinguished by 
her parents who had been alarmed by 
the child’s screams, she was badly 
burned. 

Dr. Maria Drew, who was called, 
found that the child’s right side was 
burned from her feet to her chin. Her 
right hand being very severe. This is 
thought to have been due to her trying 
to extinguish the flames. Dr. Drew 
did not consider her burns to be 
necessarily fatal, but it is thought that 
she must have inhaled some of the 
tlames. 

The child lived until this morning. 
Meanwhile the parents were unable to 
obtain from her any explanation as to 
how the accident happened.

Possession of 
the Town of Shakhe 


HIS WEST WING BEATEN 


Displays Great Tenacity In Pro- 
tecting His Retreat, but !s Ex- 
pected to Accomplish Nothing 
More Than Retarding Slightly 
the Japanese Advaunce--Uncer- 
tainty as to Disposition of His 
Left Column--Hope of Relief 
of Port Arthur Given Up 


London, Oct. 18.—The greatest ad- 
miration is expressed by the London 
Lbewspapers for the tenacity displayed 
by General Kuropatkin in protecting 
bis retreat, but nowhere is any idea en- 
tertained that the Russians’ first de- 
cided success on the Shakhe river cap 
change the broad character of their de- 
feat or have any effect beyond retard- 
ing slightly the eventual Japanese ad- 
vance to Mukden and probably to Har- 
bin, since the Japanese appear to be 
fully prepared for a wiiter campaign. 

General Kuropatkin has reoccupied 
and holds the town of Shakhe, the pos- 
session of which for several days was 
first with one and then with the other 
of the contending armies. Reports from 
the Russian left wing, for the safety 
of which there had been much anxiety, 
are no Jater than the night of Oct. 13. 
It had been fighting for two days for 
possession of Tumin and Siatchoun 
passes, important strategic points, but 
up to the time of the sending of the 
last dispatch the Japanese were still 
in possession of the passes. In order 
that this column may be able to rejoin 
iue main Russian army, it is necessary 
that General Kuropatkin should hold 
the bridges over the Hun river and 
tTie position he now occupies on the 
Shakhe river. 

There is uo indication that the end 
of the great battle is at band. Esti- 
mates of the losses show a wide di- 
vergence, but are as a rule lower than 
those given in Sunday's aispatches. 

The question of intervention is 
hardly discussed at all, because it is 
believed that the Russian government 
is not in any mood to accept it. 

The Standard’s correspondent with 
General Kuroki, telegraphing under 
date of Oct. 15, says: 

“Kuroki as usual bas borne the brunt 
of the struggle and sustained a ma- 
jority of the casualties. We are now 
occupying the line of the Shabke with 
outposts near Mukden. The Russians 
lost the initiative on the second day of 
the battle, when the Japanese repelled 
their infantry and assumed a vigorous 
offensive. For a time the situation at 
Bensihu was extremely critical, the 
Japanese being practically surrounded. 
Eventually, however, the Russians 
fled, leaving 1800 dead on the field. 
We are now pressing the enemy away 
from the railway into the mountains.” 

A dispatch from the headquarters of 
the Russian flanking column on the left, 
by courier, via Mukden, Oct. 17, says: 

On the morning of Oct 12 the Russian 
fighting line consisted of four regi- 
ments of the East Siberian rifles on the 
right flank, and the Third, Thirty- 
Third and Thirty-Fourth on the left. 
The right was supported by two bat- 
teries of the 18th East Siberlan brigade 
and one of the Ninth East Siberian 
brigade. One battery occupied the 
centre and three more were on the left. 

The fight began at 5:30 o'clock on the 
morning of Oct. 11. The batteries on 
the right flank opened on three Japan- 
ese batteries situated to the right of 
the pass. Saitchoun pass {is a double 
pass, the main defile being to the left, 
overtopped by high, rocky moun- 
tains, while to the right are rocky 
ridges. General Gerngross’ corps was 
assigned to capture the passes by 
fronta) attack, and the remainder of 
the Russian troops were to turn the 
Japanese position and take them on 
the flank and rear. 

The first assault was set for noon, 
aud the Russian batteries pounded the 
Japanese position, searching out their 
guns. Wherever possible the Russian 
artillery was rapidly followag up by 
the infantry advance, the cannon fire 
being concentrated first on one and 
then on another of the eminences which 
were seamed with Japanese trenches 
from base to summit. 

The roar and crash of artillery and 
the rattle of volley firing were deafen- 
ing. The Japanese defended des- 
perately. Their positions were so steep 
that the attacking Russians could 
make no progress in the face of a mur- 
derous fire from the Japanese. Whole 
advance companies lay down, hugging 
the ground till evening and repulsing 
ballles by the Japanese from their 
trenches. 

At night an order came to renew the 
attack. General Kondrayotich led his 
advance to the front and again the 
Russians began to scale the rugged 
heights. The Thirty-Third and Thirty- 
Fourth regiments fell undera withering 
fire. The men were scarcely able to 
breathe as they clambered up the 
steep slopes, but they hung to the 
rocks and returned the fire that was 
poured down on them. Then they 
scrambled forward again. 9 

The Thirty-Fourth regiment first 
reached the trenches, going with the

On the morning of Oct. 12 the Rus- 


sian batteries again signalled the be- 
ginning of another day’s fighting. One 


battery silenced some Japanese moun- 
tain guns and then another Japanese 
battery opened on the Russians, but a 
concentrated fire smothered that bat- 
tery also. ‘Then the Russian infantry 
advanced to the attack and the fight 
became general. The left was heavily 
engaged. Tumin pass was turned by 
detachments of the ‘Third, Thirty- 
Third and Second regiments. 


The whole day passed without mak- | popular yachtsman in 


ing much headway, and the Russian 
troops were again forced to seek the 
shelter of the rocky slopes, there to 
wait until nightfall, when a fresh as- 
sault was planned. 

The order came to advance at mid- 
night, but the Japanese themselves at 
tacked at 10 o'clock. They fought 
stubbornly, but were driven back. The 
Russians followed up the advantage 
and occupied the pass. 

The morning of Oct. 13 Colonel 
Martineff, chief of artillery, inspected 
all the Russian batteries and the com- 
mand moved forward. After severe 
fighting the Russians, at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, occupied the passes as the 
Japanese withdrew. Then, just as the 
task had been accomplished, came the 
order to retire, which the columns ac- 
complished safely, but thoroughly ex- 
hausted by the long fight. 


KUROPATKIN’S ADVANCE 


It Encourages St Petersburg, but 
Will Not Help Port Arthur 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 18.—The news 
from the front is more reassuring from 
The situation 
is still regarded as being critical, but 
General Kuropatkin is apparently bold- 
ing the Japanese firmly on his centre 
and right wing. ‘he situation at this 
date may be described as follows: 
General Kuropatkin has slightly ad- 
vanced his centre, reoccupying Shakhe, 
south of the Shakhe river. Directly be- 
hind him, at a distance of nine miles, 
lies the Hun river, and the 
bridges spanning this stream the Rus- 
sSians must retire in case they retreat 
on Mukden. General Kuropatkin must 
continue to firmly hold bis centre and 
right flank in order to prevent the 
Japanese getting possession of the Hun 
river bridges.

Washington, Oct. 18.—Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador, in a con- 
versation with a press correspondent 
last night, reiterated with great em- 
phasis that there is “absolutely no op- 
portunity for intervention to stop the 
war. Russia proposes to prosecute the 
war to the end, and all offers of peace 
at this time must be rejected.”

The six days’ fair of Paul Revere 
Post 88, was very successfully opened 
last evening. It was ideal weather 
and there was large attendance. 
These facts together with Quincy’s in- 
terest in the Civil war veterans, the 
hearty support of the Woman’s Relief

Paul Revere Post and guests as- 
sembled at Grand Army hall and at 7 
P. M. paraded with music and _fire- 
works to the Coliseum. In the line 
were the City Band of Quincy, which 
played popular airs; the Boys’ Brigade 
of Atlantic, whose marching is always 
admired; Camp Boyd of Spanish War 
Veterans, and in the place of honor 
the veterans of Paul Revere Post io 
goodly numbers. 

The program in the hail opened with 
selections by the City Band. After 
reveille was sounded, Commander 
Warner explained the object of the 
fair which was to replenish the charity

fund. He pledged his word cf honor 
that every cent would be expended for 
needy comrades, or widows and 


orphans of soldiers, whether members 
of Paul Revere Post or not. 

Dept. Com. Lucius W. Field was 
then introduced. He said he had 
personal interest in the success of this 
fair because of an acquaintance with 
Mrs. Paul J. Revere, for whose hus- 
band the Post is named. He told of 
different ways of opening grand fairs 
but thought a liberal use of printer’s 
ink the best, as the people attendiog 
did not care for speeches.

THE DECORATIONS. 


The decorations of the ball were in 
charge of Comrade II. H. Russell of 
Everett, who has certainly outdone 
himself. The thousands who visit the 
fair will miss the score or more furni- 
ture signs with which the walls have 
been covered. ‘They have disappeared 
and in their place are hundreds of yards 
of bunting of the national colors—red 
white and blue. On the front of the 
hall outside the building is a large 
shield, on which are the words—‘' Grand 
G,. A. R. Fair Now Open.’’ 

On either side of this, bunting has 
been draped. As one mounts the stairs 
leading to the hall the eye meets an- 
other large shield reading ‘‘Welcomé to 
our Friends.’’ A few minutes can then 
be profitably spent in examining the 
decorations of the interior. On the 
sides of the hall hundreds of yards of 
red white and blue bunting have been 
hung. This has been caught up at in- 
tervals, and at these places one of the 
army corps badges appears. 

In the center back of the platform is 
a large picture of Col. Paul J. Revere, 
for whom the post was named.

The fault in my opinion has been in 
part with the city charter. The charter 
should be so amended as to reduce the 
number of councilmen; increasing the 
number of councilmen at large and 
decreasing the number from each ward. 

Instead of having weekly meetings, 
as has been in vogue in the past, after 
the annual budget has been past, the 
Council should have but few meetings. 
The actual and important business of 
the City of Quincy can be properly at- 
tended to by a small body of council- 
men in a very few meetings. 

Where an appropriating body in any 
town or city meets too frequently, too 
great an opportunity is afforded for the 
councilmen, even with the best of in- 
tentions, to be over-zealous in looking 
out for their constituents and districts, 
and as a result, they very often indulge 
in needless and extravagant appropria- 
tions involving unnecessary expendi- 
tures of the city money. 

The secret of the success of the old 
New England town form of government 
should be attributed not to anything 
mysterious about that system of govern- 
ment, but to the fact that the appropri- 
ating body, to wit, the voters, met 
on only one occasion during the year 
and after that the affairs of the town 
were left in the hands of a few con- 
servative citizens. 

Under the changes above suggested, 
in the legislative department of the 
city, the temptation for the depart- 
ments to exceed their appropriations, 
borrowing between departments, and 
the juggling of appropriations wonld 
be greatly diminished. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 
The charter vests in the Mayor the 
power to appoint the Commissioner of 


will be better cared for if this office is 
abolished, and in place thereof a Board 
of Commissioners of Public Works 
created. 

This Board should consist of three 
members to be appointed in the first in- 
stance, and thereafter one to be elected 
annually for aterm of three years. They 
to have the power to appoint the super- 
intendent of streets, etc., and practically 
the authority that now vests in the 
Commissioner of Public Works. If 
deemed advisable the Mayor might be 
made a member of the board. It seems 
only proper that where the office is so 
closely connected with the vital affairs 
of the city, that the people ought to 
have the right to pass upon the ques- 
tion of the fitness of the applicant for 
the office, and should not be obliged to 
do that by proxy, that is to say, by 
electing a Mayor, and entrusting to his 
making a proper selection; they should 
make their own selection on election 
day at the polls.

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The ordinance governing the Police 
Department seems to me to be radically 
wrong. In most instances the members 
of the present Police Force have entered 
the department after one or two years of 
waiting and preparation. When a 
man is enrolled upon the permanent 
police force, he immediately becomes 
subject to civil service rales, and can 
only be removed except for cause. He 
knows that until bo is guilty of some 
overt act, amounting toa breach of duty 
that can be proven against bim, his po- 
sition is practically secure for life. 

Once he has secured his appointment, 
he can safely become a mere machine, 
automatically, as it were, performing 
only justsuch duties and rendering such 
service as are necessary to entitle him 
to his weekly stipend. The ordinance 
holds out to him no hope of advance- 
ment or reward. 

It does not seem to me that this is a 
healthy condition of affairs. The de- 
partment should be placed apon such a 
system that a patrolman would have a 
right to feel that if he is conscientious 
and alert in preforming his duties, and 
in maintaining perfect public order his 


services will be recognized, and his 
efliciency rewarded. 
I believe tiis ordinance should vo 


changed so as to encourage the patrol- 
man to be faithful and zealous, and 
promising him in return, in course of 
time promotion and advancement. 

The head of this department is now 
held responsible for the conduct of all 
his subordinates, byt the peculiarity of 
the present condition of affairs is that 
his subordinates are civil service men, 
who him only a_ perfunctory 
obedience, while he himself is a 
creature of an annual appointment, 
subservient to the orders of the Mayor, 
who can make or unmake him just as 
it pleases his fancy. 

The head of this department ought to 
occupy a permanent position or at least 
he should not be subject to annual ap- 
pointment. He ought to feel that the 
political complexion of the Mayor or 
the party in control of the city affairs, 
so far as the administration of 
office is concerned, should make no 
difference to him. He should never 
have his attention diverted from pre- 
serving order and maintaining the law 
within the city, to the upbuilding of 
the political fortunes of any man or

Just so leng as this department fol- 
lows the fortunes of the political party 
for the time being in power, just so 
long must the people put up with im- 
paired public service. These changes 
can be effected without incurring any 
substantial additional expenditure of

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The present ordinance and provisions 
of the charter governing the Fire De- 
partment should be so changed as to 
take this department completely ont of 
politics,and not leave it sabject tv the 
vicissitudes of political parties. All 
that I have stated concerning the Police 
department applies witb equal force to 
this department. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The Public Library system should be 
so extended and improved that all the 
children in Quiucy, so far as_ practical, 
should have equal access thereto. To 
that end, I would advocate the estab- 
lishment of branches of the Public Li- 
brary in different sections of the city. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


Our public schools and the amount of 
money anoually expended in maintaino- 
ing the-same, presents a very serious 
matter for consideration, and well 
wortby of most serious thought on the 
part of our citizens. 

We have in Quincy, under the care of 
the city, in addition to the public 
schools, the Adams Academy and Wood- 
ward Institute. 

I share the opinion common among 
many of our citizens that considering 
the amount of money expended we are 
not obtaining the best results. There 
seems to be something wrong with our 
educational system. 

I would recommend that immediate 
attention be given to this branch of 
the public service. : 

Consideration should be given to the 
question of whether or not it cannot be 
improved, and at the same timea much 
needed economy obtained by making 
the Academy and Institute, and our 
High andgrammar schools work more 
in barmony, and one serve as a comple- 
ment tothe other. It might be neces- 
sary to invoke legislative action to do 
this, but I can not help feeling that the 
legal obligation can be overcome. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Rigid economy mast for sometime be 
practised in all the departments, an 
one of the means to be employed in 
producing that economy is for the pub- 
lic to be as moderate as possible in its 
demands for improvements, and to be 
content with necessities until it can 
afford luxuries.

Providence, Oct. 19.—With a speech 
in this city last night, Senator Fair- 
banks ended a very busy day in New 
England, having made brief addresses 
at Pittsfield, Mass., Woonsocket and 
Pawtucket, where bis train 
stopped during the trip to this city. At 
each stop he was accorded a cordial 
reception. As his train pulled out of 
Pittsfield, the first stop, the employes 
of the Stanley Manufacturing company 
turned out in a body and cheered the 
the 


special 


candidate, who acknowledged 
greeting from the rear platform. 

At Woonsocket he was greeted by 
a large crowd at the railroad station 
and a salute of 21 guns and at Paw- 
tucket he was met by a delegation from 
the local chapters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and presented 
with a large basket of flowers so ar- 
ranged that the bouquet represented 
the national colors. This present was 
made by the daughters as a compli- 
ment to the senator’s wife, who is the 
national president of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Upon his arrival in this city shortly 
after 4 o'clock Senator Fairbunks was 
driven to Warwick, where be was the 
guest at dinner at the home of Senator 
Aldrich. After dinner the senator, 
accompanied by Senator Aldrich and 
Congressman Capron, drove to In- 
fantry ball, where be made the  prin- 
cipal speech of the evening. 

The meeting was preceded by a 
torchlight parade, in which the Repub- 
lican candidate for vice president 
participated. Senator Aldrich pre- 
sided, and Lieutenant Governor Utter 
and Frederick H. Jackson, candidates 
on the Republican ticket for governor 
and lieutenant governor respectively, 
were the first speakers of the evening, 
and they dealt almost entirely with 
state issues. 

Senator Fairbanks, tn his opening re- 
marks, impressed upon his audience the 
necessity of electing not only the Re- 
publican state ticket, but also of send- 
ing to Washington Republican con- 
gressmen. He then turned his attention 
to strictly national issues, and called 
attention to the prosperity which, he 
said, had been induced by the adoption 
of the protective tariff. Regarding re- 
visions in the law which might be 
needed as it stands today, Fairbanks 
said that the Republican party stands 
ready to make such revisions. The 
Democratic party, the speaker asserted, 
would, if given the power, make 
changes along free trade lines, while 
the policy of the Republican party 
would be along protective lines, a 
policy which the Democrats wished to 
destroy. 


As to Indiana and New Jersey 

New York, Oct. 19.—The political sit- 
uations in Indiana and New Jersey 
were the most important affairs of the 
Democratic campaign considered by 
Judge Parker after he arrived here on 
his sixth visit since he was nomi- 
nated for president. The announce- 
ment was made by Indianans that the 
prospects of carrying the state, as 
shown by a fourth canvass, are en- 
couraging. In New Jersey the situa- 
tion is reported to be far more com- 
plex than in any other of the doubtful 
states and the result more dependent 
upon the work done in the remaining 
time of the campaign. This was the 
judgment of former Senator Smith, 
who predicted that the Democratic na- 
tional ticket will win. 


Assalis Protection System 

Cleveland, Oct. 18.—A large crowd 
heard W. Bourke Cockran speak here 
last night. Cockran reviewed the 
fundamental principles of the two great 
parties and said that the return to 
Democratic principles would mean the 
betterment of the condition of the 
workingman in shorter hours of labor 
and an increase of wages, such a con- 
dition being brought about by increased 
production, which is a fundamental] of 
Democracy. Speaking of the trusts, 
he said that they were a natural out- 
come of the protective tariff System, 
as were disputes between capital and 
labor.

Proctor Retains Confidence of 
the People of Vermont 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct. 19.—Senator 
Redfield Proctor was re-elected to the 
United States senate by the Vermont 
legislature yesterday. His selection as 
the senior senator was Officially con- 
firmed today, when both branches of 
the legislature met in joint session. 

In the upper branch of the legisla- 
ture every vote cast was for Proctor, 
but in the house the Democrats sup- 
ported their candidate, John H. Senter. 
Out of the 236 votes cast, 205 were for 
Proctor and $1 for Senter. Ten mem- 
bers were not present when the vote 
was taken. 

Senator Proctor was present at the 
joint session of the legislature today 
when the vote was formally announced 
and he addressed the legislators. 


Fenton and Hawkins Held 

Malden, Mags., Oct. 19.—Roy E. Fen-

Boston, Oct. 19.—The divorce issue 
again came before the Episcopal gen- 
eral convention yesterday, but no final 
action was taken on several resolu- 
tions referring to the subject, which 
were presented. The house of bishops 
informed the deputies tbat the bishops 
had voted to forbid the remarriage of 
any divorced persons, but when the 
matter was laid before the deputies on 
the question of concurrence the matter 
was referred to the committee on 
canons. 


‘ Soles Confesses to Murders 

Brookline, Mass., Oct. 19.—Heury F. 
Boles confessed to the murder of his 
wife and Patrolman McMurray in 
court when, in a firm tone of voice, he 
answered the question of the clerk of 
the court, “guilty.” He was committed 
without bail and taken to Dedham jail, 
his case having been continued until 
next Saturday. Captain Paige, who 
has charge of the case, intimates that 
the police will assume that the prisoner 
is insane. 


Steamfitters For Open Shop 

Boston, Oct. 19.—At a largely at-

Bankruptcy Petition Denied 

Providence, Oct. 19.—The United 
States district court has denied a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy filed against the 
Nautical Preparatory school by parents 
of students disappointed in not mak- 
ing the trip abroad asscheduled. Judge 
Brown sustained the respondent's plea 
that educational institutions are not 
amenable to the involuntary bank- 
ruptcy law.

during the night of Oct. 17, recognizing 
that the hill was the key to the posi- 
tion on the southwest fronts. Nine 
regiments participated, creeping up 
through the night and delivering a 
furious assault at dawn. But the bill 
had been bought too dearly by the 
Russians to relinquish it, and the Jap- 
anese were driven back with terrible 
slaughter, 

The fighting of Oct. 17 was con- 
fined to the Russian centre at Shakhe 
river and wis mostly artillery fire, the 
Japanese using big guns and high ex- 


plosive shells. During nine days of 
continuous fighting the losses were 


never less than 2000 a day. 
pitals are hardly able to handle the 
wounded. Nevertheless, they have 
performed wonders. 

It is reported that 
chenko’s Cossacks, 
Adjutant Gavriloff,

east. A Cossack horse battery silenced 
the Japanese guns and drove back sey- 
eral infantry battalions, but were un- 
able to capture the guns, which the 
Japanese succeeded in carrying off. 

Shakhe station, or what is left of it, 
has been recaptured by the Russians, 
who will shortly reopen it for railway 
traffic with Mukden.

Russian advance, promises further 
fighting, although there has been al- 


ready 10 days of unprecedented and ex- 
haustive conflict. The Japanese have 
alternately tested the Russian centre 
and right flank, holding the Russians in 
a@ monotonous and bitter day-to-day 
resistance on the line of contact. The 
Japanese apparently feared that the 
Russian advance would develop a su- 
perior force of reserves. 

The duration of the contest already 
exeeeds by several days the common 
prophecies, as it was believed that 
neither side was capable of such ex- 
penditure of men and munitions, which 
already is in excess of all the previous 
fighting within 25 miles of Liaoyang. 

The roads south and southwest of 
Mukden are filled with refugees, native 
families trailing homeless towards the 
sorry streets of Mukden. The army is 
so near that the environs of the city 
have been re-populated. All the roads 
are crowded with army traffic. 

The fighting on Oct. 16 was most se- 
vere. Fifty wounded were counted in 
one hour passing a point on one coun- 
try pathway. Already the casualties 
reported are so great as to confirm the 
declaration of the leaders that the pres- 
ent conflict would ve the bloodiest in 
history. It is not possible to make any 
close estimate of the Russian casualties. 

The Russians appear to hold positions 
fn the plain along the Shakhe river, 
extending from the railway to Da pass, 
beginning at the mountains, but the bit- 
terness and tenacity of the fight indi- 
cates an intimate relation with the 
situation of the eastern army, about 
which little is obtainable. 

After a threatening day the Japan- 
ese at 11 o’clock on the night of Oct. 
16 rushed the village of Linchenpo, on 
the north bank of the Shakhe river and 
west ef the railway, precipitating a 
tbunderous cannonade and fusillade, 
which continued until midnight, the 
rifle fire continuing until dawn. The 
Japanese now occupy the raised temple 
quadrangle near Linchenpo, the only 
eminence for miles around, and which 
affords an unusual advantage for ob- 
servation and artillery fire against the 
Russian right. Several attempts to 
dislodge them have failed. 

Japanese shells are falling at Chan- 
chiapo, near Paitapo, showing that the 
heavy and continuous Russian can- 
nonade has been ineffective.

Levy picked out three men 
in the courtroom as having been en- 
gaged by him at the hotel. These men, 
it was stated, have made affidavits 
corroborating Levy's statement. 

He then said he went with McAvoy 
to several houses and claimed McAvoy 
rented rooms for several of the men. 
Soon after he met McAvoy and Van- 
Cott in a political club and complained 
to the latter that McAvoy had _ not 
treated him right because he spoke of 
having wanted 100 men and he had pro- 
vided rooms for only seven. VanCott, 
he declared, replied that he had a list 
of 15 rooms and he wanted them 
filled. VanCott instructed him to see 
him again and at their next meeting 
Levy said he told VanCott he had 100 
men in a nearby park. 

Slips bearing the addresses of houses 
where the men were alleged to have 
been lodged were identified by Levy as 
papers given him by VancCott, and 
were put in evidence. He and another 
umn, Ralph Jones, at once placed 13 
wen in houses, he testified, and subse- 
quently he was paid by Joues for his 
share of the work. Soon after this 
VanCott and McAvoy told bim_ they 
washed their hands of him. 

Levy suid that the bargain made be- 
tween him and McAvoy about procur- 
ing men was: “One dollar for regis- 
tration, six weeks’ board and a couple 
of dollars for the vote on election day.”

A PIRATE AMONG PLANTS. 


Wild Fig of Mexico Choked to Death 
the Peaceful Palm. 

Among all the forms of vegetable 
life in the Mexican tropics the wild fig 
trees are the most remarkable. Some 
of them show such apparent fntelli- 
gence in their readiness to meet emer- 
gencies that it is difficult not to credit 
them with powers of volition. 

In the tropics, where the wild figs 
flourish, there is a constant struggle 
for life among numberless species of 
plants. Certain of the wild figs appear 
to have learned this and provide a fruit 
which is a favorite food for many 
birds. Then an occasional seed is 
dropped by a bird where it finds lodg- 
ment in the axil of a palm frond high 
in the alr. 

There the seed takes root and is 
nourished by the little accumulation 
of dust and vegetable matter. It sends 


forth an aerial root, which creeps 
down the palm, sometimes coiling 
about the trunk on its way. When 


this slender, cordlike rootlet reaches 
the ground it secures foothold and be- 
comes the future trunk of the fig tree. 

After the descending rootlet has se- 
cured itself in the ground a branch 
bearing a few leaves springs from the 
seed in the palm top, and a vigorous 
growth begins. Then the fig gradually 
enlarges and incloses the supporting 
palm trunk until the latter is complete- 
ly shut tn the heart of its foster child 
and eventually strangled.—Geographic 
Magazine,

Both Armies Have Suspended 
Fighting In Manchuria 


BAD WEATHER PREVAILS 


| Resumption of Conflict Unlikely 
Until Roads Become Passable 
--Long Battle Goes Into His- 
tory as a Russian Defeat--Re- 
vival of Rumors of Deal Be- 
tween Czar and the Kaiser 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 20.—For the mo- 
ment heavy rains and impassable roads 
have compelled a suspension of op- 
eratious in Manchuria. There 
practically no fighting yesterday and 
none Whatever last night. 


was 


There is evidence of a new disposi- 
tion of the forces on both sides. Gen- 
eral Kuropatk\a is extending his right, 
whether with a view to a_ turning 
movement for the safety of Lone Tree 
hill, the {mportance of which point is 
fully realized by the Japanese, who 
have attempted to retake it in two 
night attacks, or whether to meet and 
thwart a Japanese turning movement 
from the west, bas not yet developed. 
The Japanese also appeur to be shift- 
ing weight to the westward. 

Velled hints continue to arrive that 
the Russians have recovered from the 
blow inflicted last week by Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, and that Kuropatkin is 


preparing to renew the struggle as 
soon as the roads become dry. Two 


press dispatches from Mukden wmen- 
tion reports that the Japanese already 
are preparing to retire and the war 
oftice admits that Kuropatkin's left 
has again moved sughtly forward, 
but there is no light upon the move- 
ments of the Japanese. ‘There is, in- 
deed, an utter lack of late news from 
Tokio, and an enemy so resourceful 
may really be preparing a _ surprise 
movement instead of a retreat, reliey- 
ing the pressure on the front with a 
view to accomplishing something on 
the flank. 

Many critics here continue to 
lieve that Kuropatkin intends to 
turn to the line of the Hun river. 

The enforced cessation of operations 
by the bad weather, if the Japanese of- 
fensive has really exhausted itself, 
gives both armies a chance to breathe 
and pull themselves together, and 
would seem to ensure as much benefit 
to one side as to the other. When op- 
erations recommence they will assume 
an entirely new phase, with new dispo- 
sitions and objectives. Practically last 
week’s battle hus ended and it goes 
into history.as a Russian defeat. When 
operations are resumed a new battle 
will begin. 

A Tokio dispatch states that the Jap- 


be- 
re- 


anese government will seek to make 
representations to St. Petersburg 


through the American embassy against 
the alleged use of Chinese uniforms by 
Russian troops, in violation of the 
usuages of war. 

The reappearance of Viceroy Alex- 
ieff at Mukden yesterday for a confer- 
erce is not particularly reassuring, as 
such conferences in the past have not 
been fruitful of success. 


The movement ot troops on the Rus- 
sian western frontier and the prepara- 
tions to further reduce garrisons in 
this region revive talk of a complete 
understanding with Germany, under 
which the frontier will be protected so 
as to permit of the dispatch to Man- 
churia of troops stationed in Poland. 
There are about 600,000 soldiers in 
Poland, comprising some of the best 
troops in the empire. 

In the best informed diplomatic 
circles it is believed that nothing in 
the shape of a treaty between Russia 
end Germany bas been committed to 
writing, but that there is a simply per- 
sonal understanding between the two 
sovereigns covering this point and, 
some believe, going much further. 

So far as the present war is con- 
cerned there is no evidence that the 
supposed agreement covers active aid, 
as such an agreement would render 
operative the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
It is thought, however, in diplomatic 
quarters, that there is something in 
the vature of a pledge on the part of 
the Emperor of Germany to protect 
Russia’s western frontier. It is now 
recalled as significant of the deep per- 
sonal friendship of the two emperors 
that when Emperor William was about 
to undergo an operation last year he 
commended his eldest son to the hands 

f Emperor Nicholas. This fact was 
mentioned at the time in The Official 
Messenger, but did not attract as much 
attention as it is now receiving.

“The United States is about to con- 
fer upon the people of the State of 
Panama a very great benefit by the ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars in the 
construction of the canal. But this 
fact must not blind us to the import- 

ance of so exercising the autbority 

given us by the treaty with Panama as 

to avold creating any suspicion, how- 
ever unfounded, of our intentions of 
establishing an independent colony in 
the middle of the State of Panama, or 

of exercising any greater governmental 
functions than are necessary to enable 
us to conveniently and sufely con- 

struct, maintain and operate the canal, 
under the rights given us by the treaty. 
Least of ail do we desire to interfere 

with the business and prosperity of the 
people of Panama. 

“It is of the utmost importance that 
those who are ultimately responsible 
for the policy pursued should have at 
first hand as trustworthy information 
as can be obtained in respect to the 
conditions existing in Panama and the 
attitude and real interest of the people 
of that state. I have concluded that 

it will be of great advantage if you 
can visit the Isthmus of Panama in 
person and hold a conference with the 
president and other governmenta! au 
thorities of the republic of Panama. 
You are authorized in doing this to 
take with you such persons as you de- 
in

sire, famillar with toe conditions 
the isthmus, who may ald you 
their counsel. 

“You will advise the president of the 
republic what the policy of this goy- 
ernment is to be and assure him that it 
is not the purpose of the United States 
to take advantage of the rights con- 
ferred upon it by the treaty to inter- 
fere with the welfare and prosperity 
of the State of Panama, or of the cities 
of Colon and Panama. You will make 
due report of the result of your visit 
on your return.’ 

While definite arrangements have not 
yet been made for Secretary Taft's 
trip, it Is his purpose to go to Panama 
on the army transport Sumner from 
New York. Secretary Taft is au 
thorized by the president to take with 
him whomever he pleases in connec- 
tion with the work at hand and, while 
the personnel a me party has not yet 
been arranged, be a 
large one. 

Representing Panama will be Minis- 
ter Obaldia. Admiral Walker will go 
as a representative of the canal com- 
mission. Judge Magoon, the law offi- 
cer of the commission, and of the 
bureau of insular affairs, also will be 
of the party. The members of the 
senate and house committees dealing 
with isthmian affairs will be invited, 
and the entire trip, it is expected, can 
be made inside of a month. 

One reason why Secretary Taft de- 
sires the committee's attendance is be- 
cause he feels that, as they must legls- 
late for the next 10 years concerning 
the canal strip, they will be better

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TINY ENGINE FOR JAPAN. 


Built to Repface Coolies on Narrow 
Gauge Roads. 

A locomotive of diminutive propor- 
tions which was recently completed at 
Philadelphia has been shipped to Ja- 
pan. It will be used as a substitute for 
labor on narrow gauge roads 
along the coast, says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 

The locomotives wil! be used on the 
Atami light railway, a pleasure resort 
road about sixteen nviles long running 
from a polnt near Yokohama up into 
the mountains, Cars carrying four pas- 
sengers have been in use for years, and 
three coolies are required to push each 
car up the grade. This work requires 
great physical exertion, causing the 
men to become overheated. They are 
accustomed to ride down in the cars, 
and by cooling off too rapidly many 
have contracted consumption and died. 

As there are a large number of such 
roads in operation along the coast of 
Japan, the deaths of the coolies be 
came alarming, and the matter was 
brought to the attention of the emper- 
or. Me ordered the railroad owners to 
get other means of power. The con- 
struction of a diminutive locomotive 
was suggested, and plans for one were 
offered by 2 company in Philadelphia. 
They were accepted. 

The locomotive weighs 5,500 pounds 
It has a tank of fifty gallons capacity 
and burns soft coal, The diameter of 
the drivers is twenty luches, und the 
cylinder has a diameter of four and 
one-half inches, with a ten inch stroke. 
The track upon which it will run fs 
two feet wide, and the rails used weigh 
from eight to ten pounds to the yard. 
One man {is required to operate the lit 
tle locomotive, and from his seat in the 
rear he can reach every part of the 
starting and stopping gear without 
getting up. A canopy, open at the 
sides, covers the cab and engine, and 
the side plates almost hide the little 
drivers. The locomotive is intended to 
draw from four to six cars containing 


four passengers each.

Here is a description from an Austra 
lan journalist’s pen of that mysterious 
personage, the talai lama Tibet, 
says a special cable dispatch from 
London to the New York American and 

Journal: 

“It is significant,’ he says, “that the 
being who holds this peculiar priestly 
position always dies just as he is about 
to attain his majority, which means 
eighteen years. The fairy tale told to 
the people is that the grand lama, who 
has spent nine-tenths of his life in 
holy meditation, has become so thor- 
oughly disgus#d with the sinful state 
of this world that he has decided to 
fly to the realms of lotus lived bliss. 
Personally I believe he retires on ac- 
count of ‘something in the soup,’ for if 
the lama lived to be eighteen years old 
he would hold supreme power, which 
the instant he dies goes back to the 
‘boss’ lamas, or monks, called gyalpos, 
or regents. 

“The grand lama having ‘gone aloft’ 
to see his previous brother, the lamas 
scoot around and note how many baby 
boys were born in Tibet the day the 
talai lama died. These are watched 
until they are four years of age, and 
then they are shown a job lot of old 
clothes, trinkets, etc., and the boy who 
picks out an article that once belonged 
to the dead grand lama is adjudged to 
be his successor and removed to the 
most holy monastery of Potala, where 
he spends the rest of his life. He has 
an easy but dreadfully dull life for a 
boy.”

Savings of Labor Increase Faster 
Than General Savings. 

Our foreign born citizens are some- 
times told that the protective policy of 
the Republican party is for the benefit 
of manufacturers and employers and 
not for the benefit of labor. ‘They hear 
it said that the “rich are growing 
richer and the poor are growing poor- 
er.” 

That is not true. Every 
workingman knows that it is the pro- 
tective policy which keeps up wages.

boots and shoes, earthenware and 
glass, etc. In England from 1880 to 
1900 the number of workers in these 
industries increased only 6 per cent, 
while the population during the same 
time increased 25 per cent. In the 
United States in the same period the 
number of workers increased 56 per 
cent and the population 52 per cent— 
that is to say, in free trade England 
the number of workers in the leading 
industries increased only one-quarter 
as fast as the population, while in 
protection United States they increased 
just as fast as population.

Presence Considered Necessary 


on Isthmus of Panama 


READY TO MEET TROUBLE 


Disgruntled Elements Not Un- 
likely to Foment Revolution-- 
Taft Arranging For Trips For 


Himself and Committee 


Washington, Oct. 21.—American ma- 
rines will be retained on the Isthmus of 
Panama for the present, prepared to 
ineet any emergency which may arise. 
This decygon has just been reached 
and orders have been issued for a new 
battalion of marines, commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel Wood, to go to the 
isthmus about Nov. 15 to relieve the 
battalion which bas been there fora 
year. 

The exact pumber of men in this bat- 
talion has not been decided on, but it 
probably will be of about the same size 
as the battalion now on the isthmus, 
whose members are to be distributed 
@mong the marine barracks in the 
northern part of the United States. 

That the situation on the isthmus 
ig still not all that could be desired is 
the news which came to Washington 
yesterday in a persona! letter from an 
official now in Panama. While the 
Panama government is entirely loyal, 
it seems that there are certain dis- 
gruutied elements in the isthmus, and 
in view of the ease with which revolu- 
tions are started in Central and South 


America, it is the ouicial opinion here 
that marines should remain there for 
the present. 


It is hoped that the mission of Secre- 
tary ‘Taft will have a far-reaching ef- 
‘fect in bringing all elements on the 
isthmus into harmonious accord with 
this government's policy. 

It is probable that because of his de- 
sire to hasten his work on the isthmus 
us much as possible and to leave the 
congressional committees about to 
visit Panama more leisure in their 
movements and more accommodations 
for their party on the army transport 
Sumner, Secretary Taft will proceed 
directly with a small party from 
Tampa, Fla., on the Dolphin to Colon. 
He expects to have a conference with 
Chairman Hepburn of the house com- 
mittee on interstate commerce regard- 
ing the trip, but has no idea what con- 
clusions may be reached. 

The yisit of the committee to Pana- 
ma, for which preliminary arrange- 
inents have been made, {s for an object 
entirely different from that on which 
Secretary Taft will go. Many of the 
congressional committee plan to take 
their wives and other members of their 
families. Both parties will go at about 
the same time so as to be back here 
for the opening of congress. 


Rumors of Colombian Attack 

€olon, Oct. 21.—There is a rumor cur- 
rent here that a large body of armed 
Colombians has been concentrated 
near Culebra with the intention of 
making an attack toere on Noy 3, the 
first anniversary of the secession of 
Panama from Colombia. The canal 
gone authorities are investigating the 
report. 
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Good News For Panama 

Panama, Oct. 21—The news from 
Washington that Secretary Taft is to 
come to the isthmus to arrange the 
matters in controversy between the 
United States government and Pana- 
ma, and the declarations of President 
Roosevelt on the subject, are re- 
ceived with satisfaction in all circles.

New York, Oct. 21.—A fire in a six- 
story Brooklyn factory caused a panic 
among about 200 young women em- 
ployed there by a manufacturer of bed- 
ding and silk ribbon manufacturers.

Action was taken looking towards or- 
ganizing Lawrence weavers and to 
advertise the United Textile Workers’ 
label.

WORE ITSELF OUT 


Battle of Shakhe River Nowa 
Matter of History 


FOG STOPS OPERATIONS 


Lull In Contest In Which Po- 
sitions Were Taken and Re- 
taken Many Times and Slaugh- 
Was Frightful--Russians Still 
In Possession of Lone Tree Hill 


Mukden, Oct. 21.—The big battle 
has practically worn itself out, leaving 
the two armies facing exch other, with 
the Shakhe river as the dividing tine. 
An exchange of artillery fire con- 
18 and 19, the 
Kussian centre advancing slightly each 
a heavy sucil tire. 

On the left the Russians are in a good 
position on a high hill overlooking the 
Shakhe river, which they have held 
since Oct. 16, despite an almost continu- 
ous bombardment and frequent in- 
fantry attacks. On the right the Rus- 
Sians are using mortars in an endeavor 
to dislodge the Japanese from a small 
hill in the last plain. 

The hostile armies were yesterday 
concealed from view of each other by 
a dense fog, in which it was impossible 
to make out objects at a distance of 100 
Under such conditions only un- 
important operations are possible, such 
Possibly 
were the roads in better condition the 
fog might favor movements of troops 
and concentrations at unexpected 
points, but without question opera- 
tions on a large scale would be too 


dangerous, and so everything was quiet | 


on the front. Neither cannonading nor 
musketry firing was audible. 

London, Oct. 21.—The lull in the 
fighting in Manchuria seems an appro- 
riate moment to consider just what has 
been done since Kuropatkin started | 
the movement which precipitated w hat | 
is likely to be known in history as “the | 
battle of Shakhe.” On Oct 2 Kuropat- 
kin issued his “order of the day,” in 
which he intimated that the day of re- 
treats was over, and from that time on 
the Russian army would fight its way 
southward to effect the relief of Port 
Arthur. By Oct. 5 the operation was 
well under way. 

Starting from the line of the Hun in 
three columns, one moving south along 
the Mandarin road toward Yantai; an- 
other along the wagon road to the 
Yentai mines, and the third along the 
road to Bentsiaputze, the first rush car- 
ried the Japanese out of all of their 
advanced positions, including places 
that they occupied immediately after 
the battle of Liaoyang and some that 
were in their possession before that 
fight. The town of Shakhe, 15 miles 
south of Mukden, which had been dis- 
mantled by the Japanese, was seized 
and the bridge across the railroad re- 
paired. The centre column moving 
south along the road drove in the Jap- 
anese outposts, covering the Yentai 
mines on Oct. 6. At the same time the 
Russian left secured possession of a 
hill commanding Bentsiaputze, which 
the Japanese had strongly fortified. 
By some oversight the Japanese had 
failed to occupy this hill, and as a re- 
sult were forced to evacuate Bentsia- 
putze and later Bensihu pass, still fur- 
ther to the south. 


Quickly recovering from the unex- 
pected weight of the Russian advance, 
and before the units of the Russian 
forces had established communication 
with each other, the Japanese generals 
concentrated their forces, and by a 
masterly counter-advance began to 
force the Russians northward again. 
¥or 10 days the Japanese continued to 
push the Russians back. Owing to the 
length of the front the actions were 
rather a series of battles than one 
great battle. 

The fighting at every point of contact 
was of the fiercest nature. Positions 
were taken and retaken many times, 
and the slaughter has been frightful. 
It seemed probable at one time that 
the Japanese might win a decisive vic- 
tory, but on the 10th day of the battle 
KKuropatkin rallied his forces on the 
Shakhe river and stemmed the Japan- 
ese advance. The Russians even re- 
crossed the river and in a desperate 
fight recaptured Lone Tree hill,a_ pre- 
eipitous height which was fortified and 
held by a whole division of Japanese 
troops. This position being the key to 
the Russian southwest front, the Jap- 
anese made strenuous efforts to recap- 
ture it, but without success. On Mon- 
day night last the Russians made an 
attack on the entire Japanese front, 
but it was repulsed. 

The situation now is that the Rus- 
sians occupy the line of the Shakhe 
from the town of Shakhe on their right 
to a little south of Bentsiaputze on 
their left. As the Russian starting point 
was the Hun it will be seen that at the 
present moment the Russians are in 
possession of a line 10 miles south of 
that occupied when the movement 
began. 

On the other hand, this has been ac- 
complished at tremendous cost, and the 
Russian strategy involved in the opera- 
tion has been completely frustrated. 
The conclusions to be drawn from this 
great battle is that any attempt for the 
present at least to relieve Port Arthur 
from the north is futile, that the rank 
and file of the two armies are among 
the bravest soldiers of any time, that 
the Japanese artillery is better served, 
and that as strategists and tacticiang 


the Japanese comuianders are rather 
better han the Russian generals. 

But the close character of the fight- 
ing does not warrant the Japanese cry 
of “on to Harbin” unti] Oyama ts very 
heavily reinforced. Both the Russian 
and Japanese commanders now are 
resting their battle worn troops and 
making redispositions and in Russian 
military circles it is hinted that the 
next developments may be looked for 
eastward. No official estimates of the 
losses in the recent fighting have been 
received and the fragmentary and un- 
official reports are contradictory.

Spirit of the Constitution Violat: 
ed—Voters’ Rights Destroyed 
In Centralized Power. 


John Sharp Williams In Congress on 1,433 
Votes — Speaker Cannon Has 
22,941—Some Facts. 


It has been asserted that the Repub- 
lican platform in demanding that rep- 
resentation in congress and in the elect- 
oral colleges be reduced in states where 
the elective franchise has been limited 
by special discriminations is raising 
the race question. This is not true. The 
platform does not touch the race ques- 
tion. The clause in question has to do 
with a more yital and important mat- 
ter, the equality of voters. 

The constitution of the United States, 
Article I, Section II, 3, defines the basis 
of representation as follows: 


“Representatives and direct taxes 


this Union according to their respective 
numbers, which shall be determined 
by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, including those bound to serv- 
ice for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians no® taxed, three-fifths of all 
other persons.” 

According to the fourteenth amend- 
ment: 

“Representatives shall be apportion- 
ed among the several states according 
to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole number of persons in each 
state, excluding Indians not taxed.” 

Now, obviously if by some such plan 
as the wholesale disfranchisement of 
a certain class of the population the 
entire population of a state, voting and 
nonvoting, can be made to count 
the representation of that state in con- 


gress, while other states are there rep-} 
P"| hundreds of 


resented in proportion to their number 
of voters, there Is an inequality which 
tends toward the establishment of just 
such an oligarchy as existed in 
antebellum only instead of 
counting three-fifths of a large non- 
voting population certain southern 
states now count the whole. Moreover, 
their representation is vested in men 
who are committed to a policy not only 
Democratic, but essentially local and 
in many respects directly antagonistic 
to the Interests not only of northern 
Republicuns, but of northern Demo- 
crats as well. The perception of a 
similar condition of things made the 
“war Democrat” of forty years ago. 
Under the present Mississippi consti- 
tution one voter in Mississippi equals 
ten in Connectieut, ten in Ohio, twelve 
in Massachusetts, sixteen in California, 
seventeen in Iowa and twenty-nine in 
New York. Wow do you like that, cit- 
izens? 

Let us look at the matter in detail. 
John Sharp Williams, the Democratic 
leader of the house, was asked some 
time ago whether he would accept the 
nomination for president. He said: 

“My nomination would no sooner be 
announced than It would be heralded 
far and wide that my platform consist- 
ed of the constitution of Mississippi 
and the amendments thereto.” 

Mr. Williams knew he could never 
win on that platform. He was elected 
to the Fifty-elghth congress without 
opposition, recelving 1,483 votes, his 
district, the Eighth Mississippi, having 
a population of 190,885. In the First 
district of Connecticut, having a popu- 
lation of 220,003, 15 per cent more than 
that of the LHighth Mississippi, E. 
Stevens Henry received 20,289 votes, 
and had that district been of the same 
size as Mr. Williams’ district Mr. 
Henry must have had 17,642 votes to 
secure election—more than ten times 
as many as it took to elect the Demo- 
cratic leader of the house. Moreover, 
in opposition to Mr. Henry, 17,211 
votes were cast for William O'Neil, 
Democrat; 392 for Edward Agard, 
Probibitionist; 708 for Jameson, Social- 
ist, and 144 for Joseph S. Powell, 
Socialist Labor. More than ten times 
as many votes were cast in Connecti- 
cut as were cast in Mississippi for a 
winning candidate. The scattering vote 
amounted altogether to 1,244—within 
200 votes of the total vote in the Kighth 
Mississippi district, for Williams was 
without opposition. If this scattering 
vote had united for the Socialist can- 
didate, and all the other voters in the 
First Connecticut district had been dis- 
franchised, that candidate would have 
been elected in conditions very nearly 
corresponding, so far aS numbers are 
concerned, to the conditions of the Mis- 
sissipp! election which put Mr. Wil- 
lians in the house of representatives. 
And Mr. Williams is arguing against 
imperialism on the ground that the 
Philippines are governed without rep- 
resentation! 

In the Eighth New Jersey district 
Representative Wiley was elected by 
18,814 yotes against 12,005 Democratic 
votes out of a population of 181,947. 
It took thirteen votes in this New Jer- 
sey district, which is smaller than that 
of Representative Williams, to elect a 
congressman opposed by a vote two- 
thirds as large as his own. To be 
elected unanimously he would have to 
receive more than twenty votes to Mr. 
Williams’ one. Is one. Mississippian 
equal to more than a score of Jersey- 
men at the polls? 

Mr. Cannon, the speaker of the 
house, received 22,941 votes in a dis- 
trict whose population is 209,233, and 
he was opposed by a Democratic vote 
of 15,254 and a Prohibitionist vote of 
1,166. More than ten times as many 
Democratic votes were cast against 
Cannon in Hlinois as for Williams im 
Mississippi.

Organized Bodies In China That 
Thrive on Fees, 

China is the country of guilds, and 
the guild of thieves in any district 
might almost ve described as a recog- 
nized body.

All gatekeepers and night watchmen 
pay a small monthly fee to this guild 
in order that no thieving may take 
place on the premises over which they 
have control. Thén if anything does

selves. 

A recent writer on China states that 
a friend of his who employs many 
coolies pays a regular 
monthly salary to the head of the 
thieves in that district. ‘The man 
comes to the office on pay days like 
other employees to draw his wages. 
If, however, anything has been missed 
from the factory during the month the 
value of it is deducted from his salary 
until the article is restored, which is 
invariably done within a short time, 
and in full. 


KAFFIRS AND SNUFF. 


A Grave Breach of Manners to Take 
a Pinch Standing Up. 

In South Africa among the Kaftirs 
snuff taking is universal, and it is a 
grave breach of manners to ask your 
host for a pinch when you are stand- 
ing up. 

The reason for this is found in the 
treacherous practices of former times. 
When one man wished to kill another 
.. favorite device was to ask him for 
a pinch of snuff, and then, while the 
unsuspecting victim was fumbling for 
his snuffbox, the murderer had a splen- 
did opportunity. As this trick for tak- 
ing a man at a disadvantage became 
familiar it naturally grew to be a point 
of good manners to make your request 
when squatting on the ground, when 
clearly you were intending no evil. 

The Kaffir snuff is made from crude 
tobacco grown at every kraal, which 
is powdered up and mixed with the ash 
of the aloe, carefully ground on a stone 
and damped. It is always etiquette 
to ask for snuff, and the donor grants 
your request grudgingly, lest he should 
be suspected of pressing upon you be- 
witching medicine with it.

PUBLIC SCALES. 


City Square Near Fountain Not 
the Proper Place. 
Editors Daily Ledger: 

I was surprised to find in the records 
of the City Council meeting this week 
that the public scales question was 
still unsettled, and that it was thought 
desirable to locate them in City 
Square between the First church and 
the granite fountain 

I had suppose that the idea had been 
abandoned on account of the opposition 
to the location, and that the scales 
would be located in or near the freight 
yard on Granite street. 

The feelings of a great many resi- 
dents were outraged when the grand 
old elm tree shading the fountain was 
ruthlessly uprooted to make way for the 
proposed scales, and a fight was put up 
to prevent further disfigurement. It 
does notseem right that one man should 
have the power to go ahead on his own 
responsibility to distigure the eity. 

There are some Quincy born and old 
residents of Quincy who still haye a 
care for the beauties of the city and 
have some rights though City Hall 
officials do not seem to appreciate the. 
fact. I hope our people will rise up 
and once for all settle the public scale 
matter and have them located in a 
suitable place. L. 


Class in Geology. 


About fifty members of the T. L. L. 
field class in geolugy visited Mattapan 
last Saturday where felsite, pinite and 
conglomerate rocks were studied. 

The class was led to the base of a 
rocky hill where attention was called 
to 


a deep glacial striation with a 
direction 45 degrees east of south and 


north of west. This is an exceptionally 
deep groove discovered lately by Dr. 
Shurtleff. 

The country rock of Mattapan is 
felsite. Felsite is altered obsidian, and 
obsidian is glass. Felsite is banded. 
In Mattapan, in well defined planes in 
thin layers. Its color ranges from deep 
red to pink. After alteration it 
green and becomes pinite. This alter- 
ation is constantly going on. When 
pinite alters it becomes white clay. 
This alteration is called kaolin. 

Felsite is an igneous rock and comes 
under the sub-division called Volcanic, 
and this kind belongs to the Syenite 
family. Syenite differs from granite in 
containing no quartz. By looking at a 
rock one cannot tell whether it is sye- 
nite or granite. Chemical analysis is the 
only way of distinguishing them. 

A layer of fine tuff between coarse 
tuff caused the deep furrow made by 
the ice in the manner mentioned above. 
In the conglomerate about this place 
the pebbles were smooth as if polished 
and showed beautiful colors, some of 
them bounded by the the colur of the 
gang. 

The class then went to a railroad cut 
where the rock was an ‘‘ eye-opener’ 
to say the least. Of a reddish color it 
arose high above us. Upon its plane 
surfaces were well defined ferns, black 
in color. Some of us thought they 
were ferns. They were Dendrites, 
however, and the branching fern-like 
figures were made by a foreign mineral, 
It reminds one of the trees and ferrs 
made by frost upon a window pane. 
These were very large figures on the 
lower layer of rock and very fine above. 
It will pay students of nature to visit 
this place. To reach it after reach- 
ing the station walk down the track 
towards the next station and pass 
under the bridge. The rocks are at the 
right hand a little distance beyond the 
bridge. It is a short walk. I under- 
stand that the rock is to be removed to 
give place for more track-roads.

THE TRIO WALTZ. 


Professor Duetweg's Substitute For 
the Twuttep. 

At the twenty-seventh annual con- 
vention of the American Society of 
Professors of Dancing, chartered in 
New York, two original dances were 
presented, says a St. Louis dispatch. 
The first creation was the trio waltz, 
arranged by Professor Oscar Duetweg 
of Terre Haute, Ind., the object of 
which is to avoid dancing the twostep 
to all kinds of time and to assist the 
learner in correct waltzing. 

This dance is composed of a complete 
waltz turn, a chasse step and a glide 
which must also be danced in an oppo- 
site direction. 

The second creation is the gondolier

Professor Kramer 
claims that this gives variation to the 
present twostep.

We have it, on what we consider to 
be reliable authority, that the Vander- 
bilt lines intend to do away with the 
Sunday excursion business and we are 
very glad to know it. 

The only excuse that has ever been 
offered for the Sunday excursion is that 
it permits thousands of workers to en- 
joy themselves on Sunday, where, if 
the Sunday amusement were not offered, 
they would not have the opportunity 
for recreation and enjoyment that is 
necessary to their comfort and well 
being. 

There is considerable truth in this 
claim, but we have never felt that it 
justified the extra excursion business 
indulged in by some railways. It has 
always been the idea of the writer to 
have as little work performed on rail- 
ways on Sunday as was possible with 
the absolute demands of the service. 

We believe that Sunday should be 
set apart, as far as possible, as a day 
of rest, and for its proper observance. 
The question of propriety is one that 
remains largely with each individual. 
One great objection to the extra excur- 
sion business on Sunday is that 
much of it falls on train and engine 
crews that have worked to the limit of 
personal safety during the preceding 
days of the week. These men are often 
called in emergencies to take out these 
special trains and not a few accidents 
to them have been traced to the worn- 
out condition of the men.

ters of the Revolution, while the 
southerly house in which Mr. and Mrs. 
John Adams lived later, and where 
President Jobn Quincy Adams was 
born, is the headquarters of the 
Historical society. In both are many 
relics and the public may visit the 
houses at any time. 

The following brief sketch of the life 
of Abigail Adams, is taken from the 
memoir by her grandson, Charles 
Francis Adams, which prefaces the 
published volume of her letters. 

There were few persons of her day 
and generation who derived their origin, 
or imbibed their character, more ex- 
clusively from the genuine stock of the 
Massachusetts Puritan settlers than 
Abigail Smith. 

Her father, the Rev. William Smith, 
was the settled minister of the Con- 
gregational church at Weymouth, for 
more than forty years, and until his 
death. Her mother, Elizabeth Quincy, 
was the granddaughter of the Rev. 
John Norton, long the pastor of a 
church of the same denomination in 
the neighboring town of Hingham, and 
the nephew of John Norton, well known 
in the annals of the colony. 


Her maternal grandfather, John 
Quincy, was the grandson of Thomas 
Shepard, minister of Charlestown, dis- 
tinguished in bis day, and the son of 
the more distingished Thomas Shepard 
of Cambridge, whose name still lives 
in one of the churches of that town, 

Abigail Adams was the second of 
three daughters. She was born in Wey- 
month on the 11th of November, 1744, 
O. S. In her neighborhood there were 
not many advantages of instruction to 
be found; and even in Boston, the 
small metropolis, nearest at hand, the 
list of accomplishments within the 
reach of females was probably very 
short.

In June, 1754, sbe sailed from Boston 
in a merchant vessel bound for London, 
to join her husband. From a life of 
the utmost retirement, in a small and 
quiet country town of New England, 
she was at once transferred to the busy 
and bustiing scenes of the populous and 
wealthy cities of Europe. She was the 


first representative of her sex from the | 35 


United States at the Court of Great 
Britian. The return to the United 
States was simultaneous with the adop- 
tion of the present Constitution. At 
the time of her husband's election to 
the Presidency, her health which had 
never been very firm began decidedly to 
fail. Her residence in Philadelphia 
had subjected her to an attack of an 
intermittent fever from the effects of 
which she was never afterwards per- 
fectly free. 

From the year 1801 down to the day 
of her death, which bappened on the 
28th of October, 1818, she remained 
uninterruptedly at her home in Quincy. 
Her old age was not one of grief and 


repining, of clouds and darkness. Her 
cheerfulness continued, with the full 


possession of her faculties, to the last; 
and her sunny spirit enlivened the small 
social circle around her, brightened the 
solitary hours of ber husband, and 
spread the influence of its example over 
the town where she lived. 


The obsequies of Mrs. Adams were 
attended by a great concourse of people, 
who voluntarily came to pay this last 
tribute to her memory. The sermon 
was preached by Rey. Dr. Kirkland, 
then president of Harvard University, 
which closed with a delicate and 
affecting testimony of her worth,

The steam trawlers Moulmein and 
Mino bave arrived at Hull seriously

and that at least one more trawler was 
lost with all hands. 

The affair occurred 200 miles off 
Spurn Head. The Russian ships were 
steaming in line. Tue leading ships 


It} passed withdut incident, though most 


of the vessels turned searchlights on 
the trawlers long enough to preventany 
mistake as to identity. After the bulk 
of the squadron had passed it opened 
fire, nearly all participating in the fir- 
ing. The Crane was struck below the 
water line and raked above deck. 
Skipper Smith and Third Hand Leg- 
gott had their heads carried clean away 
by a shot, many of the crew being se- 
riously injured. Another trawler also 
was sunk, but the Moulmein, which 
broke the news to Hull, has no particu- 
lars as to her fate. 

The news has created an intense 
sensation and indignation at Hull. 
The Moulmein arrived with her flag at 
half-mast. Her skipper states that the 
trawlers were fishing about 220 miles 
east by north of Spurn Head at 1 o'clock 
Saturday morning, the weather being 
hazy, when the outlines of several ves- 
sels, apparently warships sailing in a 
line, were dimly seen. While the crew 
were watching the warships search- 
lights were flashed upon them, In the 
glare of which the Moulmein’s crew 
observed what they took to be torpedo 
boats approaching, apparently with 
the intention of boarding the Moul- 
mein. 

They steamed away, however, and 
soon the fishermen were horrified to 
find that they were being fired upon. 
First one and then another trawler 


was struck by fiying shot. What 
seemed to be a round shot went 
through the Moulmein’s galley. The 


Mino, laying nearby, also was struck 
with many shots, but fortunately the 
damage was above her waterline and 
none of the crew was struck. ‘The 
bombardment lasted about 20 minutes. 
When it had ceased the fieet sailed 
southward, and one of the trawlers 
sent up rockets. 

The Moulmein steered in the direc- 
tion of the rockets. Soon cries were 
heard and the Crane was found sink- 
ing, with another trawler taking off 
some of her crew. Those seriously in- 
jured were removed to a mission ship 
and the bodies of Smith and Leggott 
were placed aboard the Moulmein. 
The other men with minor injuries were 
put aboard the trawler Sea Gull, which 
has not arrived at Hull. 

Representatives of the fishing fleet 
started late last night for London to con- 
sult with the authorities there. No mo- 
tive can be assigned for the extraor- 
dinary procedure of the Russian war- 
ships. 

From interviews with members of 
the trawler crews it appears that the 
admiral of the fishing fleet burned 
green flares to show that they were 
harmless fishermen, but these signals 
were ignored. Eighteen injured men 
are here under treatment. One traw- 
ler, the Wren, is missing, and it is 
feared that she bas been sunk.

London, Oct. 24.—Captain Peaker of 
the steam cutter Magpie, one of the 
trawler fleet which was fired upon by 
the Russian Baltic fleet, confirms the 
details of the fate of the trawler Crane 
and er crew and speaks with Intense 
indignation of the conduct of the Rus- 
sians. He sald: “It is impossible that 
we could have been taken for anything 
but trawlers. I can only imagine that 
the Russians lost their heads and 
biazed away in confusion and when 
they discovered their mistake steamed 
off.” 


St Petersburg In the Dark 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 24.—Nothing has 
been heard here as yet regarding the 
reported firing on British trawlers by 
the Russian Pacific fleet. The last 
news of the fleet was a brief notice 
published stating that they had passed 
Dover, Eng., going south. The only 
conceivable explanation of such a 
story is the possibility that some of the 
sSessels may have been at target prac- 
tice, though this is not considered 
likely. 


Through Straits of;Dover 

London, Oct. 24.—The Russian Pa- 
cific (Baltic) fleet, comprising seven 
battleships and four cruisers, passed 
Dover in three sections between 6 
o’clock Sunday morning and 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon and later passed East- 
bourne. A dispatch from Cherbourg 
reports that three Russian torpedo 
boats, escorted by the volunteer cruits- 
er Korea, are moored in the road- 
stead there to take coal, water, ete. 


Searched British Merchantmen 

Portsmouth, Oct. 24.—The report 
is contirmed here that vessels of the 
Russian Baltic fleet stopped and 
searched merchantmen off the Isle of 
Wight. 


Washington Officials Astonished 

Washington, Oct. 24.—Astonishment 
that the Russian commander should 
haye committed such a blunder as to 
fire on inoffensive fishing vessels, as re- 
ported in the press dispatches from 
Hull, prevails in official circles. At tue 
same time these officials are prompt to 
express the opinion that the Russian 
government will promptly disavow the 
act and apologize when the facts are 
fully known. R&The tragedy, it is 
realized, adds to the complications 
which the Baltic fleet already has en- 
countered ever since it was determined 
that it should go to the far east. 

No official information of the occur- 
rence has reached either the state de- 
partment or the Russian embassy. At 
the latter place the officials were quick 
to say that the firing on the fishing 
vessels, no doubt, was a mistake for 
which the Russian government will 
make a prompt reparation and apology. 
It was due, they think, to a misappre- 
hension as to the character of the ves- 
sels fired on, the Russian admiral 
probably thinking them submarine 
boats belonging to Japan. The Rus- 
sian government has been conducting 
an investigation into reports that Jap- 
anese submarine boats would aim to 
intercept and destroy the vessels of the 
Baltic fleet on its way to the east, and

£ Chinese Uprising Impending 

London, Oct. 24—Bennett Burleigh, 
after a careful inquiry into the situa- 
tion, cables The Daily Telegraph from 
Shanghai that the political outlook in 
China {s worse than prior to the “box- 
er” outbreak in 1900. Widespread op- 
erations of secret socities show a dat- 
gerous recrudescence of anti-foreign 
feeling. Drilling of large bodies of well 
equipped troops is proceeding night and 
day and the Chinese authorities are 
buying wholesale all kinds of military 
equipments and stores. 


Mikado’s Brother to Visit Us 

Washington, Oct. 24.—It is stated au- 
thoritatively that the purpose of the 
Emperor of Japan, in sending on a visit 
to this country his adopted brother, 
Prince Fushimi, who will reach San 
Francisco about the middle of Novem- 
ber, is to strengthen by every appro- 
priate means the traditional friendship 
between the United States and Japan. 


Heavy Seizure of Lottery Tickets 

New York, Oct. 24.—In a series of 
raids, representatives of District At- 
torney Jerome’s office seized $100,000 
worth of lottery tickets and arrested 
six men and one woman. The prison- 
ers are charged with selling lottery 
tickets at wholesale to ticket peddlers. 
Most of them ostensibly sold “steam- 
ship tickets.” 


Highwayman a Murderer 

Chicago, Oct. 24.—While resisting 
an attempt to rob him as he sat in his 
place of business last night, William H. 
Kneiring, a saloon keeper, was shot by 
one of four highwaymen and killed. 
The robbers escaped, but not before 
one of them was shot and wounded.

Hostile Armies Meanwhile Re- 


inain In Same Positions 


ROADS HAVE BECOME DRY 


Kuropatkin Trying to Get Facts 
as to Enemy’s Force on His 
Eastern Flank--Sixty Thou- 
sand Russian Casualties In the 
Battle on the Shakhe River 


St. Petersburg, uct. 24.—There is no 
change in the relative positions of the 
armies on the Shakhe river. General 
Sakharoff telegraphs that the Russians 
have been bombarding Lamuting and 
the Buddhist temple at Linshinpu, 
while the Japanese have been shelling 
the Russian position at Shakbe and 
near Linshinpu, 

A press dispatch from Mukden re- 
ports that the Japanese are fortifying 
an important height south of Shakhe, 
and that neither side shows a disposi- 
tion either to advance or to retire. 
Another press dispatch from the Rus- 
sian front says the situation Is not yet 
ripe for the resumption of the offensive. 

This meagre, but significant admis- 
sion, all that the censor allows to pass 
over the wires, doubtiess indicates that 
General Kuropatkin is maturing im- 
portant plans and distributing his 
forces in readiness for another at- 
tempt to break the Japanese resist- 
ance. The roads are now dried by wind 
and frost, the cold is intense, and 
flooded fields buye been frozen. Thus 
mnilitary movements are fairly facili- 
tated, though at the same time it will 
be more difficult to carry on entrench- 
ing work. 

Great importance is attached to a 
report from Tokio that 200 Russians 
have crossed the Taitse river east of 
Bensihu, and that 20,000 are con- 
centrated at Kauta pass, 20 miles north- 
east. This may indicate the direction 
of Kuropatkin’s next blow, or possibly 
it is intended to disconcert the Japan- 
ese, and compel them to weaken their 
force on the railroad. Whatever Ku- 
ropatkin’s ultimate object may be. 
there is no doubt that he is desirous of 
obtaining the most reliable information 
as to the number and disposition of the 
force on his eastern Hank. The Cos- 
suck may be relied on to harrass the 
Japanese line of communication, be- 
sides reconnoitering. 

Upwards of 20,000 of the 
soldiers wounded -.n_ the 
Shakhe have reached Harbin. 

A report has reached St. Petersburg, 
but lacks confirmaton, that the Port 
Arthur fleet has left its anchorage in 
the harbor and has taken up a position 
iu the roadstead.

Sixty Thousand Casualties 

Tokio, Oct. 24.—Manchurian head- 
quarters reported by telegraph that 
the number of Russian dead found on 
the Shakhe battlefield and interred up 
to Oct. 22 makes a total of 10,350. Upon 
this total Russian casualties are esti- 
mated to exceed 60,000. The Japanese 
captured a total of 45 guns during the 
Shakhe operations. The report of the 
Manchurian headquarters follows: 

“The enumerated spoils, ete., of the 
battle of Shakhe follow: Prisoners, 
about 500; enemy’s dead left on the 
field, 10,550; 45 guns, 87 ammunition 
wagons, 6920 shells, 5474 rifles, 78,000 
small arms, ammunition, numerous 
swords, shovels, axes and tents. Be- 
sides the enumerated property the un- 
counted property, extending over 23 
niles, will reach ah enormous quan- 
tity. The enemy’s dead is being in- 
terred with military honors. Accord- 
ing to the number of dead, the Rus- 
sian casualties are estimated at over 
60,000.” 


Church and State Remain Separate 

Paris, Oct. 24.—By a decisive vote, 
the chamber of deputies approved the 
government course in the matter of the 
rupture of diplomatic relations between 
France and the Vatican by the recall 
of Ambassador Nizard. The vote was 
taken after a boisterous session, in the 
course of which Deputy D’Asson 
called Prime Minister Combes a brig- 
and and was restrained with difficulty 
from personally assaulting the premier.

Bath, Me., Oct. 24.—William Thayer, 
go years old, a private in the Maine 
militia, committed suicide by hanging 
to a tree. Thayer was at Manassas in 
connection with the recent army 
maneuvers and had since been unem- 
ployed and despondent. 


Three Killed In Raliroad Wreck 

Natchez, Miss., Oct. 24.—Three rail- 
road men were killed and two severely 
hurt in a head-on collision between a 
passenger and a freight train here. It 
js asserted that the failure of the pas- 
senger train to obey orders was the 
cause of the accident. 


Earthquake In Northern Europe 

London, Oct. 24.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here from various points report 
a severe earthquaxe and much dam- 
age to property throughout Scandinavia 
and Denmark. Thus far, however, no 
fatalities have been reported.

Mrs. Howard F. Currier, a canvass- 
ing agent, has notified the police that 
she innocently, acting for parties un- 
known to her, left the jars of piccalili 
at the boarding houses as a sample of 
goods she expected later to offer for 
sale. Some time last week Mrs. Cur- 
rier received a letter purporting to 
come from a firm which prepared rel- 
ishes. T.- correspondent asked her to 
act as the firm’s agent and to distribute 
samples of piccalili which had been 
forwarded to her address. A list of 
names to whom the samples were to be 
delivered was given and the letter 
added that the parties mentioned had 
bought the same product of the house 
a year ago. 

Mrs. Currier undertook the work and 
wrote to her correspondent for further | 
instructions. She received no reply to 
her letter, but Friday afternoon, after 
she had delivered the original samples, 
she received four additional jars of 
the relish. These jars were broken 
and she made no use of them. 

The police are in possession of 


letter received by Mrs. Currier, but are 
reticent as to what discoverles, if 
any, have been made as to its origin. 
It is said that the letter came from 
Haverhill, but this statement cannot be 
confirmed. It is known that the name 
used by the writer was fictitious. 
Nine of the jars received by Mrs. 
Currier have been sent to the state 
chemists at Boston for analysis of 
their contents. Mrs. Pendergast, who 
ate from the jar left on her doorstep, 


is reported as recovering.

the divorce question was reached by 
the house of bishops and the house of 


deputies of the Episcopal genera! con- 
vention, after many days of discussion. 
That section of the canon bearing di- 
rectly on the remarriage of divorced 
persons, which was amended by 
bishops, assented to by the 
ties, and becomes effective at 
says that: 

No minister, knowingly after due in- 
quiry, shall solemnize the marriage of 
any person who has been or is the 
husband or the wife of any other per- 
son then living, from whom he or she 
has been divorced for any cause aris- 
ing after marriage. But this canon 
shall not be held to apply to the inno- 
cent party in a divorce for adultery; pro- 
vided, that before the application for 
such remarriage a period of not less 
than one year shall have elapsed after 
the granting of such divorce, and that 
satisfactory evidence touching the 
facts In the case be laid before the 
ecclesiastical authority, and such 
clesiastical authority, having taken 
legal advice thereon, shall have de- 
clared in writing that, in his judgment, 
the case of the applicant conforms to 
the requirements of this canon; and 
provided further, that it shall be within 
the discretion of any minister to decline 
to solmnize any marriage.

«MISFIT. FACTORY. 


Y.M.C.A. Schools Turn Out the 
Finished Article. 


A misfit factory for men, where the 


;square pegs are placed in the square 


holes and the men who started wrong 
are turned right-about-face and steered 
in the direction of their natural bent 
where fame and fortune may await 
them, is in full operation in Boston, 
says the Journal. 

Carpenters are turned into the hopper 
in the great mill, which is part of the 
factory, and come out arcbitects, 
lawyers or physicians. Blacksmith’s 
have the blacksmithing knocked out of 
them, aud come out musicians or 
artists or civil engineers. Musicians 
are turned into blacksmiths if their 
bent lies that way, artists into draughts- 
men or telegraph operators, and all 
men who apply at this factory are 
either assisted to make the most of 
themselves at the employment they are 
pursuing or taught some other trade or 
profession into which they can gradually 
become expert while still working at 
their old trade. 

The place where these wonders are 
worked is the Evening Institute of the 
Boston Y. M. C. A., now begirning its 
tenth season with the largest uumber 
of pupilsin its history. ‘*We are work- 
ing mainly to correct mistakes,’’ said 
Frank Palmer Speare educational di- 
rector as he described the work. 

‘*Take one instance out of many—one 
of our brightest pupils in the clay mod- 
eling and drawing department, Charles 
W. Kalmin. He came here a year ago, 
a sailor, whose highest wages had been 
but $40 a month, and who had worked 
most of his life for $6 and $7 a week. 
He did not know when he came bere 
just what he wanted to do, but bya 
little judicious questioning we founc he 
was fond of drawing. I asked him if 
he would like to do some clay modeling, 
but he did not even know what clay 
modeling was, yet in one winter’s work 
he has developed such remarkable tal- 
that when he leaves the school 
after this term he can secure employ- 
ment easily for $40 a week, and has a 
brilliant fature before him as a promis- 
ing sculptor. 

*We are proud, and with reason, of 
American institutions of learning, yet 
uniy one out of every hundred 
goes to college here and only two ont 
of every hundred go to high school. 
That is not the worst, for while only 
half of our people go to school after 
12 years old, only a few evening schools 
give any opportunities to the employed 
to study and correct the mistakes they 
made by too hastily choosing a profes- 
sion or a trade, and this is what we are 
doing. We had 1455 students last year, 
shows that our efforts are 
appreciated. 

‘*Among the thousands of graduates 
we have turned out we have had many 
who have been of peculiar interest to 
to me, . One man was a printer—I shall 
call him 8,—who lived about seventeen 
miles out of Boston, and is now one of 
the most promising lawyers on the 
North shore. He traveled, 14,976 miles 
coming to and from school, and missed 
but one session, and that was the night 
his mother died. 

M,, another case, was a night freight 
agent on the Boston and Albany, earn- 
ing $10 a week. He is now the house 
doctor of one of Boston’s leading hos- 
pitals. 

B. drove a grocery wagon for $9 a 
week, and has just entered the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard for $1600 a year. James 
Magee, a California carpenter is now a 
leading architect in bis home city, and 
I might multiply these instances by 
scores. ’’ 

The above facts are from a article 
which appeared in the Journal last 
week, and are simply a few of the

tangible results of the work of one 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 


Every organization doing this work 
among young men is able to give such 
illustrations of the benefits of the work. 

The Quincy association will soon be 
doing such a work. Already forty 
applications have been filed for evening 
class work in various lines which touch 
the daily lives of men. 

The first class will open Tuesday, 
November 1, in monumental drawing 
The mechanical drawing class will open 
the following night. Applications are 
infor English, mathematics and free- 
band drawing. These latter subjects 
will not be taken up unless a sufficient 
number of applications are filed to put 
the classes on a self-sustaining basis. 

No other organization is so well 
adapted or so well equipped to do this 
work as the Y. M. C. A. Nearly 
35,000 young men will be in the asso- 
ciation classes in this country this 
season, Among them are men of all 
classes aud types, shades of religiuus 
belief and disbelief. This sort of 
work appeals to fair-minded, thinking 
people and gains their sympathy and 
support. 

In a recent issue of the Boston Tran- 
script appeared an editorial from which 
we quote, ‘* Archbishop Ireland is on 
record as saying tbat the only Protes- 
tant agency which the Roman Catholic 
Church covets and imitates is the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. Certain 
it is that the rapidity of this organiza- 


tion’s seizure of strategic points, the Established 1887. 


flexibility of its policy, the common 
sense and directness of its methods, 


voe 


and the economy of its administration 
commend it to many who might dissent 
from its theology and its spirit of 
exclusiveness in choice of governing 
members and officials. ’’ 

After speaking at length of the 
efficient manner in which this organiza- 
tion grasped stragetic points during the 
war with Spain, and of its wonderful 
work in foreign lands, and its success 
in impressirg itself upon governments 
and diplomats it adds: 

‘‘Notable proof of this fact has just 
been given in the official request of our 
first minister to the State of Panama, 
Hon. John Barrett, who through the 
State Department, has requested the 
International Young Men’s Christian 
Association committee to send trained 
secretaries to Panama to work in one 
or both of its largest cities, where our 
engineers and the marines will congre- 
gate, who can establish there such 
associations and furnish such buildings 
as guard the physical, moral and spirit- 
ual welfare of young men in our Ameri- 
can cities and towns and in many of 
the European and Asiatic cities where 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
has a foothold and is intrenched. 

‘‘Mr, Barrett’s suggestion or plea is 
based on his own observation of the 
workings of the Y. M. C. A. in foreign 
cities in which he has been stationed 
as a diplomat or special agent of the 
Government. 

‘‘Such a petition, 
move the Y. M. C. A. to a prompt, 
favorable response, as it will involve 
extra expenditure the funds to make it 
possible should be forthcoming from 
those to whom the matter appeals as a 
matter of religionand patriotism. From 
a purely selfish standpoint the policy 
which Mr. Barrett urges is wise.’’ 

As the Transcript predicted, the 
International Committee has responded, 
and Mr. J. R. Thompson of the Field 
Department has gone to Panama to 
pioneer the work there. 

No organization has received 
such recognition from governments as 
this is receiving throngh its Army and 
Navy work and now throvgh the Canal 
Commission. It is indeed inspiring to 
know that such an organization is inp 
our midst and will be doing a 
work among the boys and young men 
of this city in responso to their varied 
needs, it should receive the 
hearty support of all the people of 
Quincy.

aud a practical acknowledgment that 
Great Britain’s peremptory note will 
meet with a reply conceding every de- 
mand for apology for the act of uag- 
gression against the British flag, com- 
pensation for sufferers and punishment 
of the officers responsible for what is 
everywhere conceded to have been a 
gigantic blunder, and the Russian am- 
bassador to the court of St. James has 
expressed to Foreign Minister Lans- 
downe his sorrow and sympathy. 

These developments have allayed to 
some extent the deep resentment in 
the publie mind, and the admiralty gave 
evidence of its appreciation of the 
necessity of proving that it is pre- 
pared actively to support the position 
of the people of Great Britain and ful- 
fil the expectations of the world when 
it issued the following statement: 

“On receipt on Oct. 24 of the news 
of the North sea tragedy, preliminary 
orders for mutual support and co-op- 
eration were issued as a measure of 
precaution from the admiralty to the 
channel, Mediterranean and home 
fleets.” 

Count Beukendorff, the Russian am- 
bassador, was occupied until late last 
night with a mass of cipher dispatches, 
and it was announced at the embassy 
= | that it would be physically impossible 
to prepare a formal reply in such a 
short time. 

While Great Britain is stirred to its 
depths, there has not been the slightest 
evidence of a repetition of the rowdy- 
ism of Monday night, which is con- 
demned on all sides. Popular appre- 
ciation of the situation was evidenced 
when King Edward appeared in pub- 
lic yesterday. He was greeted with 
more than usual enthusiasm on account 
of the decided tone of his telegram to 
the mayor of Hull on Monday. 

The speeches of members of the cab- 
inet and of the house of commons yes- 
terday in different parts of the coun- 
try voiced the sentiment of Great 
Britain, and the spirit in which the ut- 
terances were met show that for the 
moment party differences have been 
laid aside and that the country is solid- 
ly behind the government. 

Lord Selborne, at the Pilgrims’ ban- 
quet last night, denounced the Dogger 
Bank affair in the most outspoken 
terms yet heard from a member of the 
cabinet as an “inexcusable outrage,” 
and “a terrible blunder which would be 
impossible in either the British or the 
American navy.” Colonial Secretary 
Lyttleton, too, in another place, spoke 
in plain terms, saying that it was im- 
possible to view the affair as other 
than the result of murderous intention 
or wicked negligence. 

The postmortem examination of the 
bodies of the victims of the Dogger 
Bank affair was held yesterday at 
Hull. The proceedings were purely 
formal and no Official announcement 
was made, but it is stated positively 
that both of the dead men bore wounds 
inflicted both by machine guns and a 
larger shell. 

The report of Thomas Carr, admiral 
of the fishing fleet, dated from “The 
t North Sea,” is a picturesque touch, a 
plain sailor’s yarn of the occurrence, 
which was handed to Foreign Minister 
Lansdowne last night. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“We were fishing in lat. 55.18 north, 
and long. 5 east, the night of Oct. 21. 
At 11:30 p. m. a large fleet of men-of.- 
war sprang up on our lee bow, the 
wind being about south-southeast 
One squadron passed by our lee side 
The remainder, consisting of four bat- 
tleships, steamed just across our head 
throwing searchlights over our fleet. 
As soon as they got to windward they 
began firing on us, their projectiles fly 
ing all around and across our decks 
for a full quarter of an hour, some 
o¢ the shots passing under our main- 
sails, unpleasantly near the men who 
were gutting fish in the pound that 
they cleared out down below, one shot 
passing right between them. I very 
much regret to say that others in the 
fieet were not so fortunate as us in 
escaping hurt. 

“The Crane was sunk, her skipper 
and third-hand were killed, and all the 
rest of the crew were wounded with 
the exception of the cook. The skip- 
per of the Gull it was who, being 
hailed by the Crane, saying, ‘We are 
sinking,’ hove in his gear, got a boat 
and went to the rescue of the un- 
fortunate survivors,

WAS DONE DELIBERATELY. 


Suggestion That Drunken Commander 
Ordered the Bombardment. 

London, Oct. 26.—A dispatch from 
Huil to The Times says that the corre- 
spondent, as the result of his investiga- 
tion, is of the opinion that the attack 
on the British trawlers by the Rus- 
sian second Pacific squadron was a de- 
liberate act, perpetrated with knowl- 
edge of its character, 

The correspondent argues that the 
fact that the first ships of the squadron 
steumed calmly by disposes of the con- 
viction that the Russian officers had 


an attack of “nerves” and then con- 
tends that it is ridiculous to suppose 
that Russian  men-of-war, largely 


manned by Finns, could have mistaken 
the trawlers for anything but fishing 
boats. 

The correspondent minutely details 
the injuries inflicted upon the trawlers, 
and asserts that “every shot was about 
2% inches in diameter at the point of 
entry, evidently bullets from machine 
guns, while the trawlers also were 
struck by a bursting shell, of which a 
skipper picked up fragments. The 
Moulmein had a hole aft 15 inches long 
and eight inches wide at the point of 
entry, evidently made by a shell. One 
cannot swallow the yarn that the Rus- 
sian gunners were paralyzed by terror 
or that darkness prevented them from 
distinguishing the vessels they were 
firing at.” 

Iinally the correspondent contends 
that “the whole affair is compatible 
with the idea of a drunken commander 
ylelding to the temptation to have a 
little fun among British fishermen, 
who are nothing more than peasants 
in the eyes of a well born Russian, 
and, according to the ideas of a Rus- 
sian officer, especially one under the 
influence of vodka or champagne, a 
few roubles would settle the killing of 
a poor brute of a peasant.”

FEARS OF MILL MEN. 


Unsatisfactory Compromise 
May Result at Fall River. 


MUST SOON PLAN TO REOPEN. 


Trade Conditions Likely to Be | 


In Favor of Strikers.

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 
months ago yesterday, when the mill 
strike was inaugurated, manufacturers 
were a unit in commending the strength 
of the wage agreement then signed. 
Now there are those among the signers 
who wish they had never seen the agree- 
ment and they would be glad to be re. | 
leased from some of its effects. 

Differences have arisen in  conse- 
quence of the desire of several of the 
signers to reopen the mills to relieve the 
suffering in the city and try to estab- 
lish a wage basis under which somepf 
them can operate and suve some of 
their trade. The executive committee | 
seeks only to carry out the purpose of ; 
the agreement, which is to establish the 
new wage schedule in all the mills, and! 
the signers are not a unit in the matter. 
of the poliey to be adopted for the time 
being. 

There is no difference among them 
as to the necessity for enforcing the re- 
duction, but some feel that if action of 
a more positive character is not taken 
soon conditions in the market may | 
change and place the treasurers at a 
disadvantage in explaining to stock- | 
holders why it is necessary to remain 
shut down to enforce the new scale. An 
influx of orders or a radical drop in cot- 
ton prices would warrant a reopening, 
and some treasurers believe that when 
those conditions come, as they must 
some time, public opinion in and out 
of the city will compel a compromise 
which will be unsatisfactory to the; 
mills. 

The stock of goods here is now small 
and cotton is cheaper than it was when 
the strike was inaugurated. The great 
curtailment of production is being felt 
in the primary market, and a resump- 
tion of a normal demand for goods bids 
fair to result in higher prices. It will 
then be much more difficult to enforce 
a wage reduction than it now is, and 
there will then be greater reason on 
the part of the operatives to prolong 
thestrike than there now seems to be. 

The request of certain treasurers for 
a meeting of the signers to the agree- 
ment has virtually been refused be- 
cause the committee does not deem it 
prudent to call manufacturers together 
uutil it is clear that there will be unani- 
mity among them. The minority is 
thus excluded from expressing its 
views, save as individuals, and the 
agreement thus makes them part of a 
combination which has become dis- 
tasteful to them. 

Members of the minority are taking 
steps to end the strike in their owu 
way, but as this has been attempted be- 
fore and thwarted, the committee feels 
secure in its position. From all that 
now appears the strike will go on for 
at least two or three weeks.

War on Gypsy Moth. 

The rapid spread of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths and the serious damage 
caused by these pests last summer has 
induced the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society, through its Committee on 
Gardens, to holda public Field Day for 
the aid of the citizens of the State.

How Shall Quincy Provide Money | 


for City Evening Schools? 

Messrs. Porter, Hallowell, Miller, 
Burke, Churchill and Record were pres- 
ent at Tuesday night's meeting of the 
School Committee. 

It was voted to close the schools 
Friday, Novy. 4, that teachers might 
attend the Norfolk County teachers’ con- 
vention. 

Considerable informal discussion fol- 
lowed about the boulevard taking so 
much of the Willard schoollot. No one 
seemed to know when the property was 
taken or what compensation was re- 
ceived for it. It was decided to look 
up the matter. 

Voted to expend the interest of the 
Rock Island fund in reference books for 
the High school. 

Mr. Miller was assigned to the follow- 
ing sub-committees: Adams, Jobn 
Hancock and Lincoln schools, and on 
books and supplies. 

The chairman was instructed to sign 
a lease of the rooms of the department 
for another year. 

Messrs. Hunting, Smith and Burke 
were appointed to write the annual re- 
port. 

The superintendent made a report on 
children who are so defective mentally 
to be unable to profit by school work. 
The matter was referred to the super- 
intendent and Dr. Record for further 
investigation. 

The chairman reported the action of 
the City Council on the appropriation 
for evening schools, and it voted to 
send the following letter and interro- 
gatories to the City Solicitor: 

Paul R. Blackmur, Esq., City Solicitor, 

Quincy. 

Dear Sir: Section 11, Chapter 42 of 
the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, 
1902, provides that 

Any town may, and every city or 
town of ten thousand inhabi- 
tants shall, maintain annually evening 
schools for the instruction of persons over 
fourteen years of age in orthography, 
reading, writing, the English language 
and grammar, geography, arithmetic, 
industrial drawing, both free hand and 
mechanical, the history of the United 
States, physiology and hygiene, and 
good behavior. Such other subjects 
may be taught in such schools as the 
school committee consider expedient. 

The City Charter in section 48 pro- 
vides that: 

‘No expenditure shall be made, nor 
liability incurred, by or in behalf of 
the city, until an appropriation has 
been duly voted by the City Council 
sufficient to meet such expenditures or 
liability together with all prior unpaid 
liabilities which are payable out of 
such appropriation.”’ 

The school Committee bas not at its 
disposal any funds except such amounts 
as are necessary to meet obligations or 
contracts already entered into. 

This financial statement was made to 
the City Council with the request that 
an appropriation for evening Schools be 
made at once. No additional appro- 
priation has been granted. 

In view of the apparent conflict of 
authorities, we respectfully ask your 
legal opinion in the matter, and request 
an early reply to the following inter- 
rogatories. 

i—Must the School Committee main- 
tain Evening Schools during or within 
the year 1904? If it must, what are the 
legal rights of the School Committee to 
incur indebtedness for this purpose in 
view of the failure of the proper author- 
ities to furnish funds for this purpose 
after formal request, and in view of 
section 48 of the City Charter. 

2—If Section 11, chapter 42, must be 
complied with by the School Committee, 
and the latter has no legal right to in- 
cur indebtedness for this purpose, in 
what way shall the expenses of the 
Evening Schools be legally met, since 
all funds at its disposal are required to 
meet existing contracts, ana since the 
proper authorities after formal notice, 
have failed to provide the funds neces- 
sary to maintain the Evening Schools 
for the year 1904.

Four Russian Battleships Sep

ANCHOR ATSPANISH PORT 


Effort to Take on Coal In Vio- 
lation of Spanish Neutraiity Is 


Checked--Requested to Make | 


Their Unwelcome Visit Shori 
Vigo, Spain, Oct. 27.—The arrival of 
the Russian battleships Emperor Alex- 
ander III, Borodino, Orel and Kniaz 
Souvaroff and the transport Anatol, 
which have anchored in this port, has 
caused considerable excitement. 

The port 
diately boarded the Russian 
and informed Admiral Rojestvensky 
that the Spanish government could not 
permit the warships to coal within the 
port. Admiral Rojestvensky 
that his vessels needed repairs and 
that for that reason he had separated 
from the remainder of his squadron. 
The commander of the port promised 
to inform the Spanish government of 
the admiral’s statement and com- 
municate the government’s reply as 
soon as it was received.

RUSSIA'S AUTOCRATS 


Effect of Influence of Grand 
Dukes Upon the Czar. 


THEY FORM A SEORET COUNCIL 


A Prominent Russian Officer Tells 
How the Dukes Use the Emperor 
For Their Own Ends—Says Grand 
Ducal Ring Is the Russian Govern- 
ing Syndicate Unlimited. 


A high Russian officer, writing in the 
World’s Work for October about the 
czar and the influence of the grand 
dukes upon his majesty, says: 

“Who, it may be asked, influences 
the autocrat whose personal rule is 
thus absolute? If his ministers are 
but his organs and even his women 
folk are powerless to move him, whose 
is the spirit that animates him? The 
answer lies on the surface. In the 
sweeping theories of autocracy, which 
he has made his own, M. Pobedonosteff 
and Prince Meshtshersky, the Torque- 
mada and Cagliostro of contemporary 
Russia, were his teachers. The ab- 
stract aphorisms and personal appeals 
engendered a faith and fervor in the 
spirit of their plastic pupil which have 
become second nature, and he now 
measures every new idea by its bear- 
ing upon autocracy. The teaching of 
these masters is backed by certain 
grand dukes, who form a sort of secret 
council like that which regulates the 
life of the great lama of Tibet. Under 
Alexander III. they had no -part to 
play, for that monarch kept them in 
their places. Nicholas IL., on the con- 
trary, is easily swayed by these self 
seeking members of his family. They 
paint their plans in the hues of his 
own dreams, present him with motives 
which appeal to his prejudices and al- 
ways open their attack by gross flat- 
tery. They are consequently more than 
a match for poor Nickie, as they call 
him, and their influence over bim is 
pernicious.

Rojestvensky’s Statement Refuted 

Hull, Eng., Oct. 28.—The simplicity 
of the funeral] rites over the bodies of 
the victims of the North sea incident 
was in strong contrast to the deep feel- 
ing displayed by the enormous on- 
course of public mourners. Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s statements are dis- 
missed as absolutely inaccurate and 
unworthy of the slightest considera- 
tion. The fishermen are emphatic in 
declaring that it can be proved beyond 
doubt that there were no Japanese tor- 
pedo boats in the vicinity of Dogger 
Bank. Further, they point out that 
the Baltic squadron was 30 miles out 
of the proper course, with the result 
that the vessels steamed into the midst 
of the trawlers. 


Fired on Norwegian Steamer

It may be true that the Russians 
thought they were being attacked by 
torpedo boats, but the fact that they 
were in meutral waters thousands of 
miles from the theatre of war should 
have made them hesitate to open fire 
until thoroughly convinced of the hos- 
tile intentions of the craft sighted. 

The story that a number of Japanese 
recently were in Huli and suddenly 
disappeared and the report that the 
North sea fishermen sighted two 
strange torpedo boats is used in St. Pe- 
tersburg to fortify the report of the 
Russian admiral. 

Admiral Rojestvensky’s report seemed 
to stagger almost everyone. Its state- 
ments were received with incredulity 
and evidently the reply was regarded 
as merely an adroit counter in order to 
gain time. The text of the admiral’s 
telegrams are calcujated to inflame in- 
stead of alluying the resentment of the 
British public. His statement that he 
“endeavored to spare the trawlers and 
ceased to fire as soon as the torpedo 
boats were out of sight,” together with 
the virtual accusation of complicity 
with supposed Japanese torpedo 
boats against the fishermen, is hardly 
likely to reconcile an angry nation to 
the possibility that there is another 
side to the case calling for investiga- 
tion. 

Commenting upon the continued de- 
lay of the Russian government and 
what is characterized as the amazing 
story which Rojestvensky presents in 
defense of his action, little disposition is 
displayed to listen for a moment se- 
riously to the admiral’s story. Some 
St. Petersburg special correspondents 
even go so far as to suggest the ex- 
planation “home manufactured.” 

The most serious of the morning 
newspapers confess that the country 
is under the shadow of war and that 
the word is now with Russia. The 
Standard editorially describes  Lo- 
jestvensky’s whole story as the crea- 
tion of a disordered imagination, bear- 
Ing its refutation on its face, and says: 
“For Russia to enter into a controversy 
with England on the basis of such a 
tissue of misstatements can only lead 
to trouble.” 

The Daily Telegraph says: “If the 
admiral believes his own story, all 
that can be said is that the sooner he 
returns nome and is looked after the 
better it will be for himself, bis family 
and his country.” 

These extracts well represent the 
opinion of the country and press. The 
fact that the second Pacitic squadron 
appears to bave fired on vessels of 
yarious nationalities is regarded as 
proving that its officers were in a con- 
dition of nervous panic, rendering the 
squadron a danger to the world’s com- 
merce.

Although Lord Lansdowne 
has frankly said that the circum- 
stances reported by Kojestvensky are 
to him inconceivable, the foreign min- 
ister is not prevented from seeing that 
uew light has been thrown on the 
“outrage” and that diplomatic usage 
now compels less urgent action than 
the British government at first con- 
templated. 

In the present temper of the Brit- 
ish nation it is not at all likely that 
preparations for hostilities will be 
relaxed or tkat the popular outcry will 
be diminished by Rojestvensky’s  re- 
port, but it is understood that Great 
Britain would run the risk of forfeit- 
ing in some degree the good will of 
France, and certainly that of Ger- 
miany, if she proceeded to substitute 
warlike for diplomatic steps, of which 
intention there is no indication in Lord 
Lansdowne’s communication. 

The attitude of France is held of 
the highest importance. It is said by 
the representative of another great; 
power that if France had given definite 
assurances that she would uot support 
Russia in the event of war growing out 
of the North sea incident, a hostile is- 
sue would be almost inevitable, as the 
temptation to crush the Russian naval 
power after such provocation could 
scarcely have been refused by Great 
Britain. 

It is pointed out that it is greatly to 
France's interest to preserve peace, 
and her efforts in that direction 
obviously will be Strengthened by not 
committing herself except at the last 
moment. So long as Great Britain is 
not sure whether France will help Rus- 
Sia, she will not be likely to engage 
in war; while Russia, with France neu- 
tral, wouid, so it fs thought at most 
of the embassies here, searcely invite 
defeat. 

The most probable solutien of the 
rumors regarding 4a‘rance’s position is 
said by a high authority to be that 
she has given both disputants to under- 
stand that she does not desire to pe- 
come involved, but has reserved her 
final decision.

The 
Russian embassy here can throw no 
light upon the alleged presence of tor- 
pedo boats in the North sea, the Brit- 
ish admiralty has no information, and 
fresh inquiry among the trawlers 
elicits no new facts. The Russian 
embassy thinks that a further and more 
elaborate inquiry is proceeding at Vigo, 
where the testimony of the officers 
participating in the affair being 
minutely recorded.

4 LYNCHING CHECK 


Alabama Indictments Will Aic 
In Abolishing Meb Law 


FEDERALJUDGE'S CHARGE 


His Support of State Authorities 
Hailed With 


servative E!ement--Old Preju- 


Detight by Con- 


dices Are Sheived 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. The action of 


the federal grand jury at 


28. 
Huntsville, 
Ala., in returning indictments against 
alleged lynchers whom the stat» courts 
bad failed to punish has aroused this 
portion of the south to a fever heat of 
interest which is far greater than any 
interested mauifested in politics, local 
or national. 

This practical result of the recent 
charge of 1ederal Judge Jones has been 
hailed with delight by the conservative 
elements, which have been making an 
earnest crusade against and 
the lynching evil, while it has brought 


mob law 


something very like consternation to 
the radicals whose views find most 
pronounced expression from the ‘Till- 
mans, Vardamans and others. From 


one end of the south to the other comes 
a mighty protest against the “interfer- 
ence” of the United States courts in 
the internal affairs of the states 

The old and familiar effort to stir up 
the prejudice of the people against the 
federal courts have been brought to 
the front, and the changes are being 
rung on the “infamy’ of interference 
with the legitimate work of the state 
courts, without mention, of course, of 
the failure of these state courts § in 
bringing to punishment the men whose 
participation in the lynching at Hunts- 
ville is known. These men escaped 
punishment in the state courts upon 
some technicality; and it was this fail- 
ure which prompted Judge Jones to in- 
sist that the federal grand jury had a 
duty to perform. 

The grounds upon which Judge Jones 
placed his charge—the necessity of the 
federal courts coming to the support of 
the state authorities when the power 
of the state to administer punishment 
had been provea inadequate—put a new 
phase upon the problem of suppressing 
mob lawlessness at the south. Coming 
as this did from a man who was a 
brave soldier of the Confederacy and 
only recently Democratic governor of 
his state, it has proved a mighty factor 
ir shaping the better public sentiment 
in all these states. The efforts to 
awaken the old prejudices against the 
federal courts have fallen flat in the 
face of the personality of Judge Jones. 
There is no room-in the discussion for 
the cry of carpetbagism, once so po- 
tent in arousing prejudices. While the 
radicals are crying aloud, the better ele- 
ment throughout the south has haifed 
the action of this federal grand jury as 
a ray of light. 

Everybody understands that the in- 
surmountable difficulty in bringing the 
lynchers to punishment in the state 
courts has been the local fears or sym- 
pathies or prejudices which have in- 
fluenced the juries, and too often the 
judges and prosecuting officers. These 
necessarily have less weight with the 
federal juries, grand and petit, since 
these are drawn from a_ wider field. 
And if the example of Judge Jones is 
followed by other federal judges, there 
will not only be prosecutions, but, what 
is more important, the possibility of 
prosecution in the United States courts 
will act fs a mighty deterrent upon 
lynchings and mob uprisings of every 
character. 

So far this action is the most import- 
ant development of the crusade against 
lynching which has been waged by 
press and pulpit at the south since the 
Huntsville and Statesboro affairs. Of 
lesser importance, but not to be over- 
looked, is the action of the military 
courts in punishing the militia com- 
mnanders responsible for the disgraceful 
failures of the Alabama and Georgia 
troops. 

At Statesboro the grand jury of the 
state court is In session, and, with the 
mass of testimony which has been 
placed in the hands of the court, ought 
to bring a lot of indictments. It is un- 
doubtedly true, however, that public 
sentiment at Statesboro was so strong 
against the victims of the mob’s wrath 
there, and some of the men implicated 
are so strong politically, that prosecu- 
tion in the state courts will be diffi- 
cult. Should it fail, there is every rea- 
will 
follow the example set by Jucge Jones 
in Alabama, and if he does he will find 
the better sentiment of Georgia strong- 
ly_supporting him.

If I should be elected I promise that 
the business affairs will be conducted, 
as faras in my power, on a business 
basis. I have no favors to grant. Citi- 
zens will be treated fairly and alike. 
A public officer is a public servant. 
If it is agreeable and _satisfac- 
tory I should be pleased to receive 
your endorsement. I thank Mr. Miller 
for mentioning my name. It was 
through no solicitation of mine, but 
I appreciate it. 

From my point of view the financial 
question is the one of the day. Itisa 
vital question to this municipal corpor- 
aticn of which every man, woman and 
child is a shareholder. To keep our 
expenditures within our means. There 
is the meat in a nutshell. When we 
became a city we inherited no improve- 
ments or debts. The debt has piled 
up, but we bave got much to show for 
it. 

The pure water we are receiving was 
expensive but was a great blessing. 
Every dollar for the public sewer so 
far has come from the abutters, but in 
a short time must come in the tax 
levy. Weare taxed for Metropolitan 
parks for which we receive little bene- 
fit. The State and Metropolitan levy 
represents $3.43 of the $18 tax rate. 

Next year the Quincy Point and At- 
lantic bridges will come into our taxes. 
We cannot go on extending the services 
of the city without due regard as to 
how to pay for them. 

This year I said if there was a public 
sentiment favorable to me I would say 
yes. I stand in a position not enthusi- 
astic for it, but I will not retreat. 

John L. Miller said that he had gone 
so far as to say he would vote against 
Mr. Thompson. But the thought had 
come to him, **why it was that Ward 
Three never got anything,’’ and a small 
voice said because, ‘*you are never 
united.’’ Did you ever notice how 
united they are in Ward Five, that is 
what Ward Three wants to be, Let us 
lay down our differences and work for 
the election of our candidate. 1 believe 
be is honest and will enforce the laws. 
He has all the qualifications and what 
he states about the financial question I 
believe.

The Russian government had 
also promised the most liberal com- 
pensation and had shown a desire that 
truth and justice in this matter should 
prevail. The entire facts must be 
brought out at the investigation which, 
Mr. Balfour pointed out, would be 
made by three distinct bodies—first, by 
the international commission; second, 
by the board of trade inquiry, and 
third, by the coroner’s inquest.

| IN y 7 THE EASTERN WAR. 


Can the Japanese Finance a 
Long War? 


| Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


One of the most important topics of} 
the day, and one that is taking the at- 


tention of the whole world is: 
Japan finance a long war ? 


| This is a subject that one must con- 
) centrate all his thoughts upon, and give 
ja thorough investigation in regard to 


j the financial and also industrial stand- 
| ne of both countries, viz., Russia and 
Japan. 


Some peoples, as history shows us, | 


have shrunk so much from hostilities 
in the presence of a powerful enemy as 
to surrender to it their integrity as 
| Separate nationalities. They have sub- 
| mitted to wrong and injustice through 
| being either unable or unwilling to de- 
fend themselves. 

But it is not among such peoples and 
by such acts of self surrender that~ the 
Japanese are to be classed. Japan did 
not hesitate to assume all the re- 
sponsibility of a costly, a terrible, and 
devasting war; nor did she take up 
arms without fully realizing the difii- 
culties, as well as the duties, which 
the situation imposed upon her, Japan 
pot unused to conflict in the past, was 
keenly aware of all the sufferings and 
sorrows that would result from the 
operation of her forces in the field. 
Yet she did not shrink from the great 
task forced upon her. The moral ends 
she had in view made it impossible for 
her to consider the cost. It was not 
only her right, it was also her duty, to 
maintain peace, justice and liberty 
within her own realm. It was her 
bounden obligation, in the presence of 
foreign aggression to conserve by every 
means available her own integrity and 
independence as a nation. 

To such an extent have the Japanese 
distinguished themselves in the present 
war that we have never 
them to be on the defensive. Not only 
have they won victories from the 
beginning, they have everywhere taken 
the offensive against the Russian troops. 
Not once have they retreated. On the 
contrary, their campain has been a 
| steady advance. When we recall where 
the Japanese forces are today, we can 
jnot help remembering the fact that 
throughout the war Japan has never at 
jany time been brought into contact 
with an antagonist who may fairly be 
called formidable and dangerous to her. 

Meanwhile the tactics pursued by 
Japan have won admiration the whole 
world over, and we must recall the 
brotherly way in which the Japanese 
have treated the Russian wounded and 
prisoners that have fallen into their 
hands. 

Mapy have expressed the idea that 
Japan ought to give to the world the 
spectacle of a decisive victory over the 
Russians, holding that if the campaign 
shall continue for two or three years 
the present physical struggle between 
the two nations will become merely 
financial competition, resulting, after 
ae exhaustion of their resources, in 
the withdrawal of the Japanese armies 


yet known 


| from Korea, in a victory; that is to 
say, for the Russians. But, not so, for 
in the present war the Japanese have 
determined to fight to the last man, 
also to spend their last penny in carry- 
ing it to a successful conclusion, tbat, 
it being the intention of that govern- 
ment to vigorously prosecute military 
operations against Russia, utterly re- 
gardless of financial consideration, also 
that government will trust to the 
patriotism of its people to supply the 
resources needed for the war, and that 
it has no apprehension whatever as to 
the financial necessities, either of the 
soldiers or sailors now fighting in Man- 
churia or of the families at home. 

In regard to the finances of the war, 
ly have been able to procure a copy of a 
| budget dealing with this subject which 
was submitted to the Japanese (rovern- 
ment, 

In this budget both revenue and ex- 
penditure amount to $100,000, 000. 

The sources of revenue are as follows: 
Ist. Increased receipts expected from 
the imposition of extraordinary special 
taxes, and from the establishment of 
the tobacco manufacture monoply, 
$31,000,000. 2d. The amount set apart 
out of the surplus of $24,000,000; ob- 
tained by furthur retrenchments of the 
budget to be actually carried out in the 
present year; also through some funds 
having become unnecessary for ordinary 
naval and military expenditure, an 
additional $4,000,000. 3d. Loans from 
funds under special accounts, $15,000, - 
000. 4th. Funds to be obtained by 
means of public loans and temporary 
loans, $140,000, 000. 

Besides all these funds there are the 
expenditures needed for other matters 
connected with national affairs, as they 
imay be defrayed from time to time 
| according to the requirements of the 
developing situation. 
ifund for this purpose has been put at 
$20,000, 000. 

The next question which arises to 
the mind is: What will the war cost 
Japan ? 

As to the total amount of war ex- 
penditure, that necessarily depends upon

the number of battles, and on the 
length of the war in point of time. 
Keeping in mind all these more or less 
indefinite factors, it is nearly impos- 
sible to figure anything like the exact 
amount which Japan will need for the 
present war. 

Yet taking iato consideration the 
amounts expended in carrying out such 
wars as the Crimean war, the Franco- 
German war and the Russo-Turkish 
war, an approximate estimate may be 
given. 

The average monthly expenditures in 
those wars, for an army of 100,000 
men, ranged from $12,000,000 to $25, - 
000, 000, 

In the war between Japan nnd China 
the Japanes spent on an average per 
month the sum of $5,500,000. But since 
then the price of goods has advanced 
in Japan and Manchuria. The Japanese 
armies are now much larger than those 
employed against the Chinese; and 
again, the Japanese are unable to utilize 
for the present war the same organiza- 
tion and plans of operations which 
suited well enough io their war with 
China, but they have had to make 
complete changes. 

Taking then the experiences taught 
| from the above named wars, and 
Japan’s experience in the Japan-China 
war it may be said that were Japan to

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PASSING OF CRISIS 


British Population Was Certain 
of War With Russia 


MANY ARE DISAPPOINTED 


Had Expected an Immediate 
Attack on the Czar’s Navy-- 
Rulers of the Two Nations In- 
volved Had Much to With 
Preserving the Peace 


London, Oct. 29.—All danger of war 
between Russia and Great Britain has 
been averted and the settlement of the 
only points in dispute regarding the at- 
tack by the Russian Baltic squadron 
on British trawlers Oct. 21 has been re- 
ferred to an international commission 
under The Hague convention. 

The day was an eventful one in the 
metropolis. The population, stirred by 
flaring headlines in the morning uews- 
papers, seemed convinced that war 
was inevitable. The cabinet meeting, 
which was held at noon, served to in- 
crease rather than allay anxiety. 
Throughout the country there had 
spread a deep-rooted, though perfectly 
erroneous, idea that Great Britain had 
given Russia a time limit in which to 
reply and “Charley” Beresford, Eng- 
land’s baval idol, was on the _ spot. 
Many, indeed, thought it was only a 
question of hours when he would be 
demolishing Russian ships. Without 
the least national desire for war, a 
great naval excitement had been 
worked up. 

In the streets last night many ex-

| heard because the crisis had not de- 
veloped into hostilities. This merely 
voiced the opinion of the thoughtless, 
though a large section of the public. 


No further difficulties are expected, 
either from popular feeling here or 
diplomatically.

“H. G. DAVIS’S BLUNDERS. 
Cleveland Not President In Fiscal 


Year of 1892. 


[Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribune.] 


Amazement is expressed here at the 
blunders made by Henry G. Davis in 
his letter accepting the Democratic 
nomination for vice president. The 
most striking ure his selection of the 
fiscal year 1892 as one of the years of 
the Cleveland administration and his 
quotation of the total and per capita 
expenditures of that year for purposes 
of contrast with those of the fiscal 
year 1904. President Cleveland was not 
elected until November, 1892, four 
months after the close of the fiscal 
year which Mr. Davis selects as a sam- 
ple of his administration, and was not 
inaugurated until March 4, 1893, al- 
most the close of the fiscal year of 
1893, so that the first fiscal year of his 
term, properly speaking, was that of 
1894. It is pointed out that by select- 
ing the third year of the Harrison ad- 
ministration he secured an advantage 
000,000 difference in the total 


expenditures of the government and a! 


difference of 18 cents in the per capita 
expense. Mr. Davis also utterly fails 
to show the increase of expenditures 
of the Cleveland administration over 
those of the preceding Republican ad- 
ministration and leaves it to be in- 
ferred by the inattentive reader that 
increases in the expenditures are coin- 
cident with Republican rule. 

Mr. Davis reiterates the usual cam- 
paign fulminations against trusts, but 
does not suggest a remedy. He was 
probably restrained from prescribing 
the Republican remedy of federal pros- 
ecution of contracts in restraint of 
trade by the Albany Democratic plat- 
form and the assurances of Parker's 


managers that the presidential candi-| 


date will hold that federal prosecution 
of corporations chartered by the state 
is a violation of the constitution. In 


fact, it is remarked, Mr. Davis follows! 


his arraignment of the trusts with a 
paragraph on violations of the con- 
stitution, apparently intended to re- 
assure any timorous contributors to 
the Democratic campaign fund.

President Sends Call to Powers 


to Confer on War Rules 


rHE RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS 


Acts of Omission or Commission 
May Uave Tangible Influence 
on War Actually In Progress-- 
Danger From Belligerents 


Washington, Oct. 31.—In a circular 
note Secretary Hay has carried out 
the president's instructions relative to 
proposing a second Hague conference. 
The note not only contemplates the re- 
assembling of The Hague conference 
for the consideration of questions spe- 
cifically mentioned by the original con- 
ference as demanding further attention, 
such as the rights and duties of neu- 
trals, the inviolability of private prop- 
erty in naval warfare and the bom- 
bardment of ports by naval force, but 
goes further by practically endorsing 
the project of a genera] system of arbi- 
tration treaties and the establishment 
of an international congress to meet 
| periodically in the interests of peace. 
| The issue of the call while the preseut 
war is in progress is justified by the 
fact that the first Hague conference 
was called before our treaty of peace 
with Spain was concluded. 

The note, which is addressed to all 

| the governments signatories to the acts 
of The Hague conference in 1889, says: 

“Among the broader general ques- 
tions affecting the right and justice of 
the relation of sovereign states, which 
were relegated to a future conference 
by The Hague tribunal, were: The 

|rights and duties o: neutrals, the in- 
| violability of private property in paval 
warfare and the bombardment of ports, 
|towns and villages by a naval force. 
|The other matters mentioned in the 
final act take the form of suggestions 
for consideration by interested gov- 
ernments. 

“The three points mentioned cover a 
large field. The first, especially touch- 
ing the rights and duties of neutrals, 
is of un{versal importance. Its right- 
ful disposition affects the interests and 
well-being of all the world. 

“The neutral is something more than 
an onlooker. His acts of omission or 
commission may have an influence—in- 
direct but tangible—on a war actually 
in progress, while, on the other hand, 
he may suffer from the exigencies of 
the belligerents. 

“It is tuis phase of warfare which 
deeply concerns the world at large. 
Efforts have been made, time and again, 
to formulate rules of action applicable 
to its more material aspects, as in the 

| declarations of Paris. As recently as 
the 28th ot April of this year, the con- 
| gress of the United States adopted a 
| resolution reading thus: 

“ ‘Resolved by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, that 

|it is the sense of the congress of the 
| United States that it is desirable in the 
; interest of uniformity of action by the 
maritime states of the world in the time 
|} of war that the president endeavor to 
bring an understanding among the prin- 
cipal maritime powers with a view of 
incorporation into the permanent law 
of civilized nations the principle of the 
exemption of all private property at 
sea, not contraband of war, from cap- 
ture or destruction by belligerents, 

*“*Approved, April 28, 1904.’ 

“Other matters closely affecting the 
rights of neutrals are: 

“The distinction to be made between 
absolute and conditional contraband of 
war and the inviolability of the official 

| and private correspondence of neutrals. 

“As for the duties of neutrals toward 

| the belligerent, the field is scarcely less 
broad. One aspect deserves mention, 
from the prominence it bas acquired 
during recent times, namely, the treat- 
ment due to refugee belligerent ships 
in neutral ports. 

| “It may also be desirable to consider 

| and adopt a procedure by which states 

| non-signatory to the original acts of 
The Hague conference may become ad- 
hering parties.”
